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Introduction 


THE  first  session  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  of  the  Province  of 
Massachusetts-Bay,  elected  in  1729,  convened  at  Salem  on  May  28  of 
that  year  and  was  prorogued  the  next  day.  The  last  session  of  the  pre- 
vious Court  had  been  held  in  Salem  at  the  order  of  Governor  Burnet,  who  wished 
to  remove  the  legislature  from  Boston,  fearing  the  democratic  spirit  of  that 
place  as  expressed  in  town  meetings.  The  General  Courts  elected  in  1729  and 
1730  were  notable  for  their  wanderings.  The  Court  of  1729  held  four  sessions; 
the  third,  beginning  at  Salem,  adjourned  by  order  of  the  Governor  to  Cam- 
bridge. The  Court  of  1730  held  two  sessions,  the  first  consisting  of  two  sittings, 
by  adjournment.  The  second  session  was  held  in  four  different  places.  These 
two  Courts,  therefore,  whose  Journals  are  printed  in  this  volume,  held  eleven 
sessions  or  sittings:  the  first  three  at  Salem;  the  next  at  Cambridge,  in  the 
buildings  of  Harvard  College;  the  fifth  in  the  Court  House  at  Boston;  then 
three  more  in  Cambridge;  one  at  Roxbury;  one  in  the  George  Tavern  on 
Boston  Neck,  at  the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  reason  of 
fear  of  the  smallpox;  and  the  last  in  Boston.  The  second  session  of  the  Court 
of  1729  met  June  25,  and  the  fourth  session  was  prorogued  on  December  20  to 
March  18,  1730,  but  apparently  did  not  meet  at  that  time,  as  the  next  Journal 
published  is  that  of  the  first  session  of  the  Court  elected  in  1730,  which  met 
May  27.  The  last  session  of  this  Court  was  dissolved  by  the  Governor  January 
2,  1730-31.  There  were  ninety  members  of  the  House  in  the  first  of  these  two 
Courts,  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  session;  ninety-one  in  the  second.  In  each 
case  there  were  forty-six  vacancies  due  to  towns  being  unrepresented  —  not 
the  same  towns  in  the  two  cases.  Each  year  several  towns  were  fined  twenty 
pounds  or  more,  by  vote  of  the  House,  for  failing  to  send  representatives. ' 
There  were  twenty-eight  members  of  the  Council. 

The  quarrel  between  Governor  Burnet  and  the  House  of  Representatives, 
which  had  begun  almost  immediately  upon  his  arrival  at  Boston  in  1728,  con- 
tinued and  grew  more  acute.  During  the  first  very  brief  session  of  1729  he  found 
time  to  negative  the  election  by  the  House  of  two  Councillors,  —  Jonathan 
Belcher  and  Isaac  Little.  ^  A  few  months  before  this.  Belcher  had  gone  to 
England,  where  he  had  joined  Francis  Wilks,  Agent  of  the  House  in  London,  in 
attempting  to  present  the  case  of  the  General  Court  in  a  fair  light  before  the 
King.  The  great  point  of  difference,  of  course,  between  the  Governor  and  the 
House  of  Representatives  related  to  the  question  of  the  chief  magistrate's  salary, 
which  had  been  the  source  of  quarrel  for  so  many  years  and  continued  to  be  for 
many  years  to  come.     Bound  by  his  instructions  to  accept  only  a  fixed  and 
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permanently  established  grant,  the  Governor  would  not  yield.  On  its  part  the 
House  insisted  upon  an  allowance  voted  from  year  to  year.  The  King  attempted 
to  intimidate  the  House  by  threatening  to  refer  the  matter  to  ParHamcnt  and 
by  holding  up  the  probability  of  the  loss  of  their  Charter.  The  House,  assured 
by  the  Agents  in  London  that  there  was  no  danger,  held  firm.  The  Agents 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  jealousies  of  party  leaders  would  prevent  the  matter 
being  brought  before  Parliament.  The  interchange  of  messages  on  this  subject 
between  Governor  Burnet  and  his  successors  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  the  other,  continued  during  the  two  years  covered  by  these 
Journals,  and  all  the  arguments  of  which  the  question  was  susceptible  were 
exhausted  without  sign  of  yielding  on  either  side. '  Burnet  refused  to  sign  the 
warrant  for  the  members'  pay,  which  caused  them  considerable  distress  and 
doubtless  gave  the  Governor  corresponding  satisfaction.  ^ 

The  House  of  Representatives  was  also  at  odds  most  of  the  time  with  the 
Council,  which,  being  more  conservative  than  the  House,  often  took  sides  with 
the  Governor.  The  first  split  came  over  the  choice  of  an  Attorney  General. 
The  Governor,  acting  under  royal  instructions, '  claimed  the  right  to  name  this 
official  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  and  the  latter  body  supported 
him  in  this  claim.  The  House  maintained  that  he  should  be  elected  by  the  two 
branches  of  the  General  Court  acting  jointly,  and  insisted  on  this  course  by 
precedent^  and  under  the  Charter.'  The  question  was  debated  by  the  two 
houses  through  the  medium  of  long  messages  sent  to  and  fro,'  but  no  agreement 
could  be  reached.  Other  civil  officers  were  apparently  elected  harmoniously.' 
Another  subject  of  difference  between  the  Council  and  the  House  had  to  do 
with  the  allowance  for  the  Agents  in  London.  The  House  repeatedly  voted  a 
supply  to  the  Agents,  and  the  Council  as  often  refused  to  concur.  At  last  the 
necessary  money  was  raised  by  popular  subscription,  but  as  far  as  appears 
in  the  Journal,  the  subscribers  seem  not  to  have  been  reimbursed.' 

One  day  in  August,  1729,  as  Governor  Burnet  was  returning  from  Cambridge 
to  Boston,  his  carriage  was  upset  and  he  was  thrown  out.  This  accident  was 
followed  by  a  fever  which  resulted  in  his  death  September  7,  at  the  age  of  forty- 
one.  Notwithstanding  the  feeling  of  the  House  towards  the  late  Governor 
during  his  life,  the  members  were  now  liberally  disposed  and  expended  the  sum 
of  £1,099  IIS.  3d.  upon  his  funeral.'  From  a  declaration  of  Burnet's  ex- 
ecutors it  appeared  that  he  had  received  no  pay  during  his  administration,  and 
that  an  allowance  for  his  children  was  in  justice  due.  The  House  attempted 
to  make  such  a  provision,  but  could  not  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  Council.'" 
In  due  time  Jonathan  Belcher  was  appointed  to  succeed  Burnet.  Born  in 
Cambridge  in  1681,  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  and  Agent  of  the  General 
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Court  in  London,  it  was  believed  that  Belcher  would  be  able  to  make  amicable 
terms  with  the  independent  and  democratic  people  of  Massachusetts;  but  such 
proved  not  to  be  the  case.  Whatever  his  private  sentiments  may  have  been, 
his  instructions  gave  him  no  discretion.  The  new  Governor  did  not  return 
from  London  to  Boston  until  about  a  year  after  Burnet's  death,  taking  time  to 
prepare  himself  for  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  As  the  time  for  his  arrival 
approached,  great  preparations  were  made  for  his  reception. '  Meanwhile  the 
government  was  administered  by  two  Lieutenant  Governors  in  succession,  — 
William  Dummer  and  William  Tailer. 

The  House  when  in  session,  judging  from  the  Journal,  was  fully  occupied,  the 
direction  of  affairs,  as  always,  being  in  the  hands  of  a  minority.  A  considerable 
number  of  the  more  prominent  members  served  on  many  committees,  while  the 
names  of  others  rarely  appear  except  on  the  list  of  members  printed  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session.  The  legislators  are  commonly  mentioned  by  their  surnames 
only,  so  that  when  there  are  two  or  more  of  the  same  name  it  is  often  impossible 
to  tell  which  is  intended.  Most  of  the  time  of  the  House  seems  to  have  been 
taken  up  with  the  consideration  of  petitions  and  the  framing  of  bills  and  re- 
solves suggested  by  them.  The  House  in  a  message  reviewed  "the  Right  of  the 
Subjects  to  petition  the  King,"  a  right  which  had  been  invaded  but  reasserted  and 
"thankfully  accepted"  by  King  William  upon  his  accession.^  The  Council 
communicated  to  the  House  their  conception  of  the  proper  method  of  handling 
petitions. '  In  great  numbers  petitions  were  constantly  pouring  in  —  the 
majority,  perhaps,  concerning  the  personal  affairs  of  individuals,  such  as  appli- 
cations for  permission  to  bring  suit  or  take  part  in  litigation;*  for  an  allowance 
for  public  service  rendered;'  or  for  a  license  to  keep  a  tavern  '  or  to  sell  liquor.' 
Petitions  of  Indians  for  permission  to  improve  their  lands  and  buildings  or  to 
sell  their  property  for  the  payment  of  debts  were  common.  In  such  cases  com- 
mittees were  appointed  to  see  that  justice  was  secured  and  the  rights  of  the 
Indians  protected.*  The  most  important  petitions,  however,  related  to  lands 
and  towns.  The  Province  lands  were  divided  from  time  to  time  for  the  settling 
of  new  towns.  The  petition  for  such  a  grant  was  usually  allowed,  with  the 
provision  that  within  a  certain  term  of  years  fifty  or  sixty  families  should  be 
living  in  substantial  houses,  an  orthodox  minister  settled,  a  school  established, 
and  the  land  under  cultivation.'  Tracts  of  the  Province  lands  were  granted 
to  soldiers  who  had  fought  in  the  Indian  wars.  ""  New  towns  were  formed  by 
the  division  of  other  towns;  Woburn  is  an  example  of  a  town  thus  divided,  and 
there  were  many  such  cases.  "  The  boundary  lines  between  towns  were  defined 
and  corrected.  '^  The  domestic  affairs  of  towns  were  referred  to  the  General 
Court  and  permission  asked  to  make  public  improvements.     A  difference  of 
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opinion  as  to  the  site  of  a  new  meeting  house  in  Maiden  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Superior  Court  and  of  the  General  Court.  '  In  response  to  petitions  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  westerly  towns  of  Suffolk  and  Middlesex  counties  a  new 
county  was  formed,  which  later  became  Worcester  County.  ^  All  these  matters 
were  introduced  into  the  House  through  the  petitions  of  selectmen,  town  com- 
mittees, or  individuals. 

The  settlement  of  the  boundary  lines  between  Massachusetts  and  the  neigh- 
boring Provinces  of  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, '  and  New 
York  ''  was  naturally  of  great  importance.  The  disputed  line  of  New  Hamp- 
shire was  the  source  of  much  ill  feeling,  and  there  was  fear  that  it  might  lead 
to  bloodshed.  The  need  of  early  settlement  was  strongly  urged  in  the  in- 
structions of  the  King  and  messages  of  the  Governors.^  The  boundary  be- 
tween the  Plymouth  Colony  and  Rhode  Island  had  never  been  clearly  defined, 
and  at  this  time  Pawtucket,  Bristol,  Tiverton,  and  Little  Compton  were  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts.  *  Connected  with 
this  matter  was  the  question  of  demolishing  the  bridge  over  the  Pawtucket  River, 
which  was  in  an  unsafe  condition.  When  this  had  been  accomplished  by  agree- 
ment between  the  two  governments,  a  proposal  for  rebuilding  the  bridge  came 
up  for  consideration. '  There  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  every  one  concerned 
was  both  willing  and  anxious  to  have  these  disputes  amicably  settled  as  soon 
as  practicable,  but  what  with  delay,  disagreement  between  Council  and  House, 
and  pressure  of  other  business,  it  does  not  appear  that  final  disposition  of  any 
of  these  important  matters  was  arrived  at  during  the  existence  of  these  two 
General  Courts. 

Military  posts  and  trading  with  the  Indians  occupied  a  good  deal  of  the  at- 
tention of  the  General  Court.  The  most  important  post  was  Castle  William, 
the  present  Fort  Independence,  in  Boston  Harbor.  The  officer  in  command  of 
the  garrison  at  Castle  William,  with  the  rank  of  captain,  was  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  the  Province,  when  not  occupied  with  his  higher  duties  as  acting 
Governor.  The  other  posts  were  frontier  forts,  mostly  on  the  rivers  and  bays 
of  the  district  of  Maine.  At  each  fort  was  a  blockhouse  for  defense  and  a  trucks 
house,  where  goods  were  stored  for  the  Indian  trade.  The  muster-rolls  were 
examined  by  committees,  the  accounts  of  the  officers  rendered,  and  necessary 
appropriations  voted  for  their  disbursement. '  Acting  in  obedience  to  royal 
instructions  Governor  Belcher  urged  the  necessity  of  repairing  and  strengthen- 
ing the  fortifications  throughout  the  Province  for  the  defense  of  Boston  and 
the  security  of  the  frontier. '  The  House  realized  the  importance  of  the  matter, 
but  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  was  not  easy.  Also  at  the  command  of  the 
King  the  strict  observance  of  acts  of  Parliament  for  the  preservation  of  the 
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forests  as  nurseries  of  masts  for  the  Navy  was  called  for.  To  promote  this 
object  a  committee  of  the  House  advised  the  registering  of  sawmills.'  Ac- 
cording to  a  report  of  the  Lords  of  Trade  in  1723  the  population  of  the  Province 
at  that  time  was  about  ninety-four  thousand  and  must  have  been  close  to  a 
hundred  thousand  in  1730.  Bonner's  Map  (1722)  gives  twelve  thousand  as 
the  population  of  Boston.  The  Lords  of  Trade  estimated  the  force  of  militia 
a  few  years  earlier  at  fifteen  thousand  men  in  sixteen  regiments  of  foot  and 
fifteen  troops  of  horse,  but  Governor  Belcher  speaks  of  its  having  greatly 
dwindled  by  1730.^ 

In  his  first  speech  before  the  General  Court  Governor  Belcher  called  attention 
to  the  extensive  trade  of  the  Province,  which  he  spoke  of  as  "the  greatest  Mart 
for  all  British  Manufactures  of  any  of  his  Majesty's  American  Dominions." 
Some  years  earlier  the  Province  had  reported  about  thirty-five  hundred  sailors 
and  nearly  five  hundred  ships  of  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  twenty-five  thousand. 
The  laws  for  the  regulation  of  manufacturing  were  commonly  evaded  and  the 
Governor  recommended  further  legislation  for  the  encouragement  of  trade. 
He  wished  also  that  an  attempt  might  be  made  to  consider  seriously  "the 
miserable  State  of  your  Bills  of  Credit"  and  to  "find  out  some  Remedy  to  the 
growing  Evil."'  On  a  later  occasion  the  Governor  gave  further  admonition  and 
advice:  "I  have  Complaints  from  England  of  the  great  abuse  in  the  short 
Gage  of  your  Cask.  Everything  you  can  do  to  encourage  those  Manufactures 
among  you,  that  are  not  the  common  Product  of  Great  Britain,  as  the  raising 
of  Hemp,  making  Pot-Ash,  Canvas  and  Linen  Cloth,"  should  be  done,  and  he 
suggested  a  large  bounty  on  these  things.*  One  of  the  subjects  of  dispute  be- 
tween Governor  Burnet  and  the  House  of  Representatives  concerned  the  fees 
taken  by  the  Governor,  as  his  perquisite,  for  let-passes  and  ships'  registers. 
Let-passes  had  been  established  by  a  law  of  the  Province  about  1693,  the  fee 
being  three  shillings,  but  Burnet  increased  the  fee  to  twelve  shillings  for  long 
voyages  and  four  shillings  for  coasters,  and  appropriated  it  for  his  private  use. 
When  told  of  this  by  the  Agents  of  the  General  Court  in  London,  the  Lords  of 
Trade  "seemed  surprized  and  would  at  first  hardly  entertain  it  for  Fact"  and 
one  of  them  said,  "  This  is  shocking."  In  1730  the  King  forbade  the  taking  of 
"any  other  Fees  than  what  are  Legal  and  have  been  customarily  taken  by  the 
Governors,"  and  Lieutenant  Governor  Dummer  called  upon  the  General  Court 
to  establish  a  legal  fee.  In  the  instructions  just  quoted  the  King  also  ordered 
that  money  must  be  raised  and  bills  of  credit  issued  by  acts  of  the  General 
Court  and  never  by  resolves,  as  had  become  customary.' 

The  bridge  over  the  Charles  River  at  Cambridge  was  badly  out  of  repair,  and 
petitions  concerning  it  were  presented  in  the  House,  which  resolved  that  as  soon 
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as  the  bridge  should  "be  effectually  Rebuilt  with  good  Square  Tun-Timber  and 
compleatly  finished,"  three  hundred  pounds  should  be  contributed  out  of  the 
public  treasury  towards  the  expense.  Cambridge  seems  to  have  been  willing 
to  pay  its  share  of  the  cost.  Newtown  and  Lexington  wished  the  Province  to 
bear  the  whole  burden.  Watertown,  Needham,  and  various  other  western 
towns  prayed  that  "the  great  Bridge  over  Charles  River  might  be  taken  down 
and  a  Ferry  established  in  the  Room  of  it."  '  Nothing  was  done  about  it  at  the 
time,  and  the  Journals  throw  no  light  on  the  ultimate  disposition  of  this  problem. 
One  of  the  noticeable  things  about  these  records  of  the  General  Court  is  the 
small  proportion  of  the  questions  considered  which  were  finally  settled  and 
disposed  of.  Petitions  for  licences  to  maintain  ferries  at  Winnisimmet  and  at 
Bradford  on  the  Merrimack  were  not  granted,  no  reasons  for  the  refusal  being 
given.  ^  The  memorial  of  certain  ferrymen  praying  that  they  might  be  relieved 
of  night  service  in  the  winter  was  referred  to  a  committee. '  In  December,  1729, 
an  act  was  passed  regulating  the  ferries  between  the  south  shore  of  Cape  Cod 
and  Martha's  Vineyard.  ''  The  House  heard  the  prayer  of  certain  petitioners 
for  authority  to  erect  "a  Ware  for  taking  Fish"  across  a  branch  of  the  Con- 
necticut River,  and  asking  for  themselves  and  their  heirs  the  whole  and  sole  use 
of  that  part  of  the  stream.     This  was  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.* 

Whatever  pertained  to  religious  observance  naturally  excited  interest  in  a 
Puritan  legislature.  There  seems  to  have  been  more  of  the  spirit  of  tolerance 
than  at  an  earlier  period.  In  his  first  speech  before  the  General  Court,  Governor 
Belcher  brought  out  the  fact  "that  Dissenters  of  all  Denominations  in  Great 
Britain  enjoy  the  Toleration  in  its  full  Ease  and  Extent,  and  it  should  be  your 
Care  .  .  .  that  none  of  our  Laws  may  carry  in  them  a  Spirit  of  Rigour  or 
Severity  to  those  who  may  conscientiously  differ  from  us  in  the  Modes  of  Divine 
Worship."  *  Bills  for  the  settlement  and  support  of  ministers  and  schoolmasters 
and  for  the  exemption  of  Anabaptists  and  Quakers  from  taxation  for  the  support 
of  the  ministry  were  introduced  in  the  House. '  The  Governor  interested  him- 
self also  in  spreading  the  gospel  among  the  Indians  and  in  forbidding  the  sale 
of  rum  to  them.  In  connection  with  the  English  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  he  had  formed  the  plan  to  have  a  tract  of  land  for  a  township  on 
the  frontier  nearest  the  Indians  set  apart  for  their  benefit,  where  a  church  and 
schoolhouse  would  be  built  and  a  minister  and  schoolmaster  settled. '  Belcher 
recommended  to  the  General  Court  the  passage  of  "Laws  for  the  discouraging 
Vice  and  Wickedness,  and  for  giving  Countenance  to  Vertue  and  true  Re- 
ligion."' The  welfare  of  Harvard  College  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Governor 
and  the  General  Court.  The  House  of  Representatives  voted  a  quarterly 
allowance  of  three  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  to  the  President,  "to  enable 
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him  to  manage  the  weighty  and  important  Affairs  of  that  Society."  '■  In  his 
first  speech  the  Governor  reminded  his  hearers  "of  the  Happiness  pecuHar  to 
this  Province,  in  the  early  Care  our  Fathers  took  for  a  liberal  and  pious  Educa- 
tion of  their  Posterity;  I  mean  the  founding  of  a  College  at  Cambridge.  And 
I  do  assure  you,  I  shall  gladly  embrace  every  opportunity  you'l  put  in  my  Power 
of  nourishing  that  Seminary  of  Religion  and  Learning."  ^  A  few  months  later 
he  said:  "When  you  consider  what  a  diffusive  Blessing  the  College  at  Cambridge 
has  been  to  this  Country  in  its  Learning  and  Religion,  and  how  much  all  the 
Estates  among  you  have  thereby  been  rais'd  in  their  Value,  and  that  while  other 
Plantations  are  obliged  to  send  their  Sons  abroad  for  Education  at  a  great 
Expence,  and  often  to  the  ruin  of  their  Morals,  we  reap  that  Advantage  at  home: 
I  say,  I  hope  these  things  will  make  you  ready  on  all  Occasions  to  nourish  and 
cherish  that  Society.  And  what  I  would  particularly  point  at,  is  the  Complaint 
of  the  Sons  of  the  Prophets,  that  they  are  straitned  for  Room."  At  this  time 
Stoughton  Hall  was  so  out  of  repair  as  to  be  almost  uninhabitable.  The  Governor 
recommended  that  a  committee  inquire  into  the  needs  of  the  college.' 

The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  seemed  to  be  somewhat  more 
responsive  to  humanitarian  considerations  than  those  of  the  Council.  The 
plight  of  the  poor  debtor  appealed  to  them  and  they  made  repeated  efforts  for 
the  relief  of  this  class  of  unfortunates,  and  for  the  amelioration  of  the  hard  con- 
ditions under  which  prisoners  for  debt  labored.  Apparently,  however,  the  ob- 
jections of  the  Council  and  of  the  Governor  to  all  the  measures  for  the  purpose 
originating  in  the  House  could  not  be  removed.  ■■ 

In  September,  1729,  the  smallpox  was  brought  to  Boston  on  a  ship  from 
Ireland.  Before  the  fact  was  discovered,  the  passengers  had  become  scattered 
throughout  many  towns  in  the  Province.  The  House  promptly  took  measures 
to  have  warrants  issued  for  a  search  for  these  persons,  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  have  them  sent  to  a  hospital  on  Spectacle  Island  in  Boston  Harbor. 
Lieutenant  Governor  Dummer  was  requested  to  order  all  vessels  coming  from 
Ireland  to  be  quarantined  at  Spectacle  Island.  *  The  selectmen,  overseers  of 
the  poor  and  constables  of  Boston  could  find  no  cases  in  that  town,  except  three 
who  had  already  been  removed  to  the  hospital  on  the  Common  and  were  re- 
covering. *  It  must  have  proved  a  serious  epidemic,  however,  for  a  year  later 
the  House  wished  to  allow  one  thousand  pounds  to  the  town  of  Boston  and  one 
hundred  pounds  to  Charlestown  for  the  relief  of  the  distress  and  impoverishment 
caused  by  the  disease  in  those  places.  The  Council  preferred  to  provide  the 
relief  called  for  by  an  abatement  of  taxes  in  these  towns,  and  the  two  houses 
could  not  come  to  an  agreement.'  In  October,  1730,  the  pestilence  was  still 
raging,  and  the  House,  then  sitting  in  Cambridge,  wished  to  adjourn,  because 
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"many  of  the  Members  apprehend  themselves  in  great  Danger,"  and  many 
also  wished  "to  attend  to  the  Business  of  the  Husbandry."  The  Governor  was 
wilhng  to  adjourn  to  a  safer  place,  but  expressed  the  hope  that  "you  will  never 
suffer  any  of  your  private  Affairs  to  stand  in  Competition  with  the  Service 
of  your  King  and  Welfare  of  your  Country."  The  General  Court  was  there- 
upon adjourned  to  Roxbury  and  later  to  the  George  Tavern  on  Boston  Neck.  *

London,  24th.  March  1728-9. 
SIR, 

MY  last  was  a  few  Lines  per  Capt.  Lithered,  when  I  advised,  that  a  Hear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Trade  upon  your  Address  was  appointed  to  be 
on  Saturday  the  15.  Instant;  we  attended  accordingly,  but  the  Attorney  and 
Sollicitor  General  being  engaged,  got  it  put  off  to  Saturday  the  2zd.  I  advised 
you,  that  the  Council  I  had  engaged  was  Mr.  Wills  and  Mr.  Fazakerly,  but  the 
Hearing  being  put  off,  the  former  was  obliged  to  go  the  Circuit  with  the  Judges, 
in  the  stead  of  him  we  got  Dr.  Sayer,  an  equally  able  Gentleman:  I  have  not 
had  Time  enough  to  collect  the  principal  Arguments  on  both  sides  to  send  by 
this  Opportunity,  but  shall  do  it  by  next.     I  must  in  Justice  to  our  Council, 
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let  you  know  how  bravely  they  behaved,  suitable  to  the  Justice  or  Dignity  of 
the  Cause;  nothing  was  omitted  that  could  be  said,  in  the  general  Opinion  of 
them  that  was  present;  and  tho'  it  was  against  an  Instruction  from  the  Crown, 
the  Objections  to  it  was  urged  in  fine  Language,  with  as  much  Spirit  and  as 
great  Force  of  Argument  as  has  been  known  in  any  Case.  I  don't  know  what 
sort  of  a  Report  the  Lords  of  Trade  may  make,  but  this  I  can  say,  that  out  of 
near  Thirty  Gentlemen  of  considerable  Figure  that  was  so  kind  as  to  be  at  the 
hearing,  I  don't  find  one  but  agrees  that  your  Proceedings  is  perfectly  right, 
and  becoming  Men  entitled  to  English  Liberty.  What  was  urg'd  as  a  principal 
Reason  for  fixing  the  Salary,  was  the  Influence  you  had  over  the  Governour  to 
pass  Acts  against  his  Opinion,  otherwise  his  Salary  was  lessened  or  postpon'd; 
an  Instance  of  it  was  produc'd  when  Lieut.  Governour  Dummer  would  not  pass 
an  Act  for  emitting  Bills  of  Credit;  to  obviate  that  it  was  hinted,  that  perhaps 
you  might  be  prevailed  upon  to  pass  an  Act  to  Vote  the  Governour's  Salary 
the  first  of  every  Session.  My  Lord  fVestmoTland  asked  me,  if  I  had  Instruc- 
tions to  comprimize  the  matter,  if  you  would  be  willing  to  fix  the  Salary  during 
the  present  Governour's  Time  only.^  I  told  his  Lorship  I  had  no  Instructions 
to  that  purpose,  or  any  other  that  tends  any  ways  to  fixing  a  Salary.  I  shall 
be  very  glad  if  upon  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  the  Affair  may  be  ended, 
by  a  new  Instruction  being  sent  to  Governonr  Burtiet  not  to  insist  upon  your 
fixing  a  Salary;  if  not,  shall  make  Application  for  another  hearing  before  the 
Committee  of  Council:  As  we  proceed  I  shall  take  care  to  advise  you,  and  do 
now  give  you  the  strongest  Assurances  of  my  readiness  to  do  all  that's  in  my 
Power  in  the  Service  I  have  the  Honour  of  being  employed  by  the  honourable 
House  of  Representatives,  to  whom  I  desire  you'l  communicate  this,  with  my 
former,  and  am  very  glad  to  find  by  the  Votes,  that  Jonathan  Belcher,  Esq; 
whom  we  daily  expect,  is  desired  to  joyn  with  me  in  maintaining  the  Rights  of 
your  House.

Mr.  Speaker, 
SIR, 

HErewith  conies  Copy  of  what  F.   W.  wrote  24th.  March  per  Capt.  Brewer, 
since  that  we  are  honoured  with  yours  of  5th.  same  Month,  per  hands  of  J.  B. 
and  we  are  now  to  acquaint  you,  that  upon  finding  the  Lords  of  Trade  and  Planta- 
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tions  had  made  their  Report  on  the  bearing  had  before  them.  We  put  in  a  Petition 
to  the  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  most  honourable  privy  Council,  to  be  heard  before 
them  on  the  said  Report;  they  accordingly  appointed  Tuesday  the  lid.  Currant, 
and  we  atte?ided  with  the  same  Council  that  was  at  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Attorney 
and  Sollicitor  General  being  on  the  other  side;  a  great  number  of  Gentlemen  were 
at  the  Hearing,  and  the  Matter  was  well  argued  in  favour  of  the  Honourable  House 
of  Representatives,  yet  we  understand  the  Lords  of  the  privy  Council  have  reported 
to  His  Majesty  in  confirmation  of  the  Report  they  received  from  the  Board  of  Trade, 
the  purport  whereof  was,  that  the  Assembly  fix  or  settle  a  Salary  upon  the  present 
Governour  during  his  Government,  and  we  doubt  not  but  by  this  Conveyance  the 
Governour  receives  a  further  Instruction  so  to  insist.  Thus  stands  the  state  of  the 
Case  at  present:  Upon  the  hearing  it  seem'd  to  be  a  Point  rested  in  on  all  sides, 
that  the  People  have  certainly  the  Pozcer  of  raising  the  Governours  support,  and  of 
fixing  or  not  fixing  it,  as  they  judge  most  for  His  Majesty's  Service,  and  the  Welfare 
of  the  People:  but  then  it  was  urged,  that  the  King's  Governour  must  not  be  so 
dependant  on  the  People  as  to  be  at  an  Uncertainty  in  his  support,  and  that  if 
finally  the  Assembly  would  not  fix  the  Salary,  the  A  fair  must  come  before  the  Parlia- 
ment. Whether  it  will  take  that  Turn  or  not.  Time  alone  will  discover.  And  as 
there  are  many  things  to  be  considered  from  the  constant  Ficisitude  of  all  human 
Affairs,  and  if  we  suppose  the  thing  it  self,  we  come  into  an  Assembly  always  the 
Supporters  of  Liberty  and  Property:  We  say,  these  things  considered,  and  from 
the  Advice  of  the  best  Friends  of  New-England,  we  can  by  no  means  think  it  pru- 
dent, just  or  reasonable,  but  an  Infringement  of  the  Rights  vested  in  the  People  by 
the  Royal  Charter,  to  fix  a  Salary  on  a  Governour  by  Vertue  of  an  Instruction.  Of 
what  Value  is  the  Charter,  if  an  Instruction  shall  at  pleasure  take  away  every 
valuable  part  of  it?  If  we  must  be  finally  compelled  to  a  fixt  Salary,  doubtless  it 
must  be  better  that  it  be  done  by  the  supream  Legislature  than  to  do  it  our  selves: 
if  our  Liberties  must  be  lost,  much  better  they  should  be  taken  away,  than  we  be  in 
any  measure  accessory  to  our  otvn  Ruin.  But  we  cannot  be  of  Opinion  that  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain  would  judge  it  consistent  with  the  Charter,  and  there- 
fore not  just  to  make  a  Law  to  fix  a  Salary  on  the  present  Governour  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts-Bay. The  Charge  of  the  Affair  hitherto  is  inclosed,  and  the  further  Prose- 
cution of  it  will  create  a  considerable  Charge,  whether  in  Parliament  or  otherwise, 
which  we  doubt  not  you  will  take  care  timely  to  provide  for.  Sir,  As  there  are  never 
wanting  those  who  are  unfriendly  to  the  Plantations,  so  we  suppose  from  such  the 
inclosed  Bill  had  it's  Rise.  You  will  see  by  the  Fotes  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
the  several  Agents  have  laid  in  their  Petitions  to  be  heard  against  it;  and  their 
printed  Case  you  have  herewith.  We  shall  take  care  to  Advise  the  honourable 
House  of  Representatives  what  may  be  the  Result  of  this  Bill,  as  we  constantly  shall 
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0/  every  thing  else  that  comes  to  our  knowledge,  any  way  affecting  the  Interest  and 
Welfare  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts- Bay.  We  remain  with  great  Respect

MR.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  26th.  ult.  to  consider  of 
what  may  be  proper  for  the  House  to  do  on  account  of  the  Honourable 
Board's  refusing  to  join  with  the  House  in  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney  General, 
made  Report,  which  was  read  and  accepted,  and  the  House  came  into  the  follow- 
ing Message  thereupon,  viz. 

The  House  cannot  but  wonder  that  the  Honourable  Board  should  Non-con- 
cur the  Vote  of  the  House  of  the  2Sth  of  June  past,  because  the  General  Court 
have  been  in  the  uninterrupted  Practice  of  choosing  that  Officer  for  a  Number 
of  Years.  Should  this  House  therefore  be  content  to  give  up  that  Privilege, 
which  has  been  transmitted  to  them  by  their  Predecessors,  they  might  justly 
expect  the  Resentment  of  the  People  whom  they  Represent:  Whilst  therefore 
we  have  any  Regard  to  the  publick  Good,  we  ought  not  to  forego  Asserting 
and  Maintaining  the  undoubted  Right  of  the  Representatives  being  concerned 
in  the  Appointing  that  Officer.  And  in  this  Opinion  we  are  the  more  abun- 
dantly confirmed,  inspecting  the  Precedents  and  Messages  passed  between  the 
two  Houses,  Anno  1715.  June  14.  1715.  The  Representatives  sent  a  Message 
to  the  Honourable  Board,  desiring  them  to  joyn  in  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney 
General,  the  Day  following  the  Board  acquaint  the  House  they  had  considered 
thereof,  and  did  not  see  Cause  to  agree  to  it;  Whereupon  the  Representatives 
desired  to  know  the  Reasons  inducing  the  Council's  refusal,  for  that  the  House 
esteemed  it  to  be  a  Privilege  belonging  to  the  Court.     And  on  the  i8th.  of  said 
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Month,  the  Assembly  hearing  [  18]  nothing  from  the  Board  on  that  Head,  and 
being  desirous  to  do  ail  that  was  proper  for  them  to  preserve  the  Privilege  of 
that  Choice,  purposed  to  proceed  therein  on  the  Monday  following,  and  re- 
peated their  Motion  to  the  Council  to  joyn  with  them  in  it;  and  on  that  Day 
the  House  prepared  their  Votes,  and  tendered  them  to  be  told  and  sorted  at 
the  Council  Chamber,  but  the  Board  informed  the  Members  that  they  had 
come  to  no  Determination;  upon  which  the  House  examined  their  own  Votes, 
reported  the  Choice  they  had  made,  and  acquainted  the  Council  therewith. 

December  loth.  The  House  of  Representatives  sent  a  Message  to  the  Coun- 
cil, that  it  was  a  very  valuable  Privilege  belonging  to  the  whole  Court  to  choose 
an  Attorney  General,  and  the  House  did  their  part  at  a  former  Session  to  Assert 
and  Maintain  that  Right,  but  had  not  the  Concurrence  of  the  Board  therein, 
and  being  always  desirous  to  preserve  a  good  Understanding  with  them,  were 
ready  to  forego  the  Choice  then  made  by  them,  provided  they  would  joyn  in 
rhe  Affair;  which  being  sent  up,  the  Board  proposed  the  putting  off  the  Con- 
sideration thereof  to  the  next  May  Session.  The  next  Day  the  House  moved 
the  Board  to  pass  on  their  Vote,  and  if  Nonconcurred  that  the  Houses  might 
have  a  Conference,  it  being  a  Matter  of  great  Consequence  to  this  Province. 
Then  the  Board  inform  they  had  Nonconcur'd  the  Vote,  but  agreed  to  the 
Motion  for  a  Conference:  the  House  proceeded  to  appoint  Managers,  but  soon 
after  the  Board  sent  down  a  Message  purporting,  that  after  a  further  Debate 
and  Trial  of  the  Mind  of  the  Board  it  was  Voted,  That  it  was  their  Opinion  that 
it  belonged  to  the  General  Court  to  choose  the  Attorney  General,  and  so  no 
Occasion  for  the  Conference  designed  in  the  Afternoon.  Which  surrender  of 
the  Board  absolutely  determined  the  Controversy  in  favour  of  the  House, 
and  the  next  May  Session  1716.  that  Officer  was  chosen  by  both  Houses,  and 
the  Election  consented  to  by  the  Honourable  William  Toiler  Esq;  then  Lieu- 
tenant Governour  and  Commander  in  Chief.  And  thus  that  Office  hath  been 
filled  ever  since,  and  consented  to  by  all  succeeding  Governours.  Upon  the 
whole,  the  House  humbly  conceive  the  Board's  Nonconcurring  the  aforesaid 
Vote,  considering  the  Courts  being  so  well  possessed  and  in  the  exercise  of 
that  Privilege  is  without  Precedent,  and  not  agreeable  to  the  Rules  of  proceed- 
ing in  the  General  Court;  The  House  therefore  insist  upon  their  own  Vote,  and 
move  the  Board  to  joyn  in  the  Election  of  that  Officer,  that  there  may  be  no 
Interruption  of  the  good  Correspondence  between  the  two  Houses,  which  ought 
always  to  be  kept  up  and  maintained,  and  the  best  way  to  preserve  such  an 
Harmony,  is  for  neither  of  the  two  Houses  to  exceed  the  Limits  which  Usage 
and  Custom  as  well  as  the  Charter  have  Established. 

Foted,  That  Mr.  Lezvis,  Major  Chandler,  Mr.  Welles,  Major  Brattle  and  Mr. 
Lemmon,  be  a  Committee  to  prepare  some  proper  Message  to  be  sent  to  His 
Excellency,  to  desire  he  would  please  to  sign  a  Warrant  to  the  Treasurer  for 
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the  Pay  of  the  Wages  due  to  the  Members  of  the  House  for  the  Year  1728. 
and  make  Report  thereon. 

A  Petition  of  Samuel  Cobb,  Samuel  Stacey,  and  sundry  others  Inhabitants  of 
the  Westerly  part  of  Taunton,  praying  they  may  be  Erected  into  a  separate 
Precinct,  for  the  Reasons  mentioned.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency, 

THE  present  House  of  Representatives  taking  into  Consideration  the  Cir- 
cumstances of  the  Members  of  the  last,  cannot  but  think  it  their  Duty 
humbly  to  apply  to  your  Excellency,  upon  your  refusal  of  a  Warrant  to  the 
Treasurer  for  their  Pay.  Every  one  must  be  sensible  that  the  Law  of  the 
Province  made  and  passed  now  almost  Three  Years  since,  plainly  directs  and 
requires,  that  the  Representatives  be  paid  upon  a  Certificate  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  House,  as  well  as  the  Members  of  His  Majesty's  Council  on  a  Certificate 
from  the  Secretary:  It  appears  therefore  very  strange,  that  your  Excellency 
should  sign  a  Warrant  for  the  Pay  of  the  Honourable  Board,  and  yet  refuse  it 
to  the  Members  of  the  House,  when  they  were  both  equally  and  positively 
required  by  Law.  We  would  beg  leave  "humbly  to  say,  that  we  cannot  under- 
stand that  a  part  of  the  Legislature  can  have  power  to  controul  or  defeat  an 
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Act  of  the  whole;  which  must  be,  if  your  Excellency  alone,  or  with  the  Hon- 
ourable Board,  can  deny  the  Pay  of  the  Members  of  the  House,  against  the 
express  Words,  as  well  as  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  aforesaid  Act. 
This  House  have  considered  your  Message  of  the  i8th  of  April  last,  and  observe 
the  Reasons  mentioned  for  refusing  or  deferring  the  Members  pay,  viz.  That 
so  much  of  their  Time  was  spent  not  in  doing  the  Business  of  the  Province,  and 
that  the  House  refused  any  further  Consideration  of  settling  a  Salary  on  the  Gov- 
ernour  for  that  Session.  As  to  the  first  it  seems  very  plain,  that  the  House  had 
for  a  long  Time  little  or  nothing  lying  before  them  unpassed  on,  and  therefore 
desired  once  and  again  to  rise,  but  were  deny'd,  and  constrained  to  sit,  as  they 
were  afterwards  to  remove  from  their  own  House  and  Records  in  Boston,  to  the 
Town  of  Salem,  to  bring  them  (as  must  be  supposed)  into  the  settlement  of  a 
Salary  on  your  Excellency.  It  looks  hard  therefore,  that  their  sitting  against 
their  Inclinations,  when  there  was  little  or  no  Business  to  do,  to  bring  them  into 
your  own  desire,  should  be  a  Reason  to  your  Excellency  to  refuse  them  their 
Pay.  And  we  would  humbly  offer  further  both  as  to  this  and  the  second  Reason 
mentioned,  viz.  The  last  House's  refusing  any  further  Consideration  of  settling 
a  Salary  for  that  Session,  that  there  is  no  Condition  in  the  Law  of  the  Members 
having  their  Pay,  but  Attendance  on  the  Court,  certified  by  the  Clerk,  and 
not  their  being  always  of  the  same  Sentiments  with  the  Governour.  We  would 
therefore  earnestly  pray,  your  Excellency's  just  Consideration  of  the  great 
Hardships  the  Members  of  the  last  House  underwent  in  being  denied  their  Pay, 
and  that  according  to  the  plain  Direction  of  the  Law  and  constant  Usage,  you 
would  please  to  grant  a  Warrant  to  the  Treasurer  for  what  is  so  clearly  their 
due.

A  Petition  of  John  Brentnal,  praying  he  may  have  a  Grant  of  some  Province 
Land  in  the  County  of  York,  in  Consideration  of  carrying  sundry  Officers  and 
Soldiers  in  the  Service  of  the  Province  formerly  over  Winnesimviit  Ferry,  and 
other  Services  for  which  he  has  had  no  Allowance  (as  he  says.)  Read,  and  the 
Question  was  put,  Whether  the  prayer  of  the  Petition  shall  be  granted? 
It  pass'd  in  the  Negative. 

Major  Chandler  from  the  Committe  appointed  yesterday,  to  Consider  and 
report  on  the  Petition  of  William  Ward  and  Joseph  Morse,  for  themselves  and 
others  of  Medfield,  praying  for  a  Grant  of  some  Province  Lands  lying  between 
Oxford,  Brookfield,  Brimfield  and  the  Province  Line,  Reported  according  to 
Order,  which  was  read  and  accepted,  and  Foted,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition 
be  granted,  and  that  the  Petitioners  and  their  Associates,  their  Heirs  and 
Assigns,  shall  have  &  enjoy  the  Land  petitioned  for  accordingly;  and  for  the 
effectual  compleating  the  Settlement  of  the  said  Lands,  that  they  be  hereby 
obliged  in  seven  years  time  from  this  date,  to  settle  &  have  actually  on  the  Spot 
fifty  Families,  each  of  which  to  build  an  House  of  Eighteen  feet  square  at  least, 
to  break  up  and  bring  to  fit  for  plowing  and  mowing,  and  what  is  not  for  plowing 
to  be  well  stockt  with  English  Grass,  Seven  Acres  of  Land,  to  settle  an  Orthodox 
Minister,  and  lay  out  to  him  an  home  Lott  equal  to  the  other  home  Lots,  which 
home  Lots  shall  draw  a  fiftieth  part  of  the  Province  Land  now  granted,  and  to 
be  accounted  as  one  of  the  fifty  that  are  to  be  settled:  That  no  Persou  who 
shall  go  on  and  bring  forward  a  Settlement  in  said  place,  shall  presume  to  Sell, 
Alienate  or  Dispose  of  his  Lot  or  Right  or  any  part  thereof,  until  he  has  fulfilled 
and  complied  with  the  Articles  aforesaid,  on  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  same  to 
the  Province;   Provided,  that  if  any  Person  before  the  Expiration  of  said  Seven 
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Years,  shall  have  complied  with  the  aforesaid  Terms,  he  may  not  Sell  his  Interest 
but  to  such  Person  as  will  actually  dwell  thereon,  'till  said  Term  of  Seven  Years 
be  fully  expired.  And  for  the  better  ordering  and  regulating  the  Affairs  of 
the  Plantation,  that  Mr.  Joshua  Morse  be  impowred  and  directed  to  Assemble 
the  Grantees,  who  shall  act  as  Moderator,  and  as  soon  as  tliey  are  so  Assem- 
bled, shall  be  impowred  to  choose  a  Clerk,  who  shall  be  impowred  to  enter 
all  Votes  and  Orders  of  the  Society,  and  at  said  Meeting  shall  agree  in  what 
Way  and  Manner  their  Meetings  shall  be  called  for  the  future,  as  also  a  Com- 
mittee for  Surveying  and  Ordering  the  Affairs  of  the  Plantation,  which  Com- 
mittee shall  be  Annually  chosen;  and  that  the  Society  have  power  to  raise 
Money  for  the  defreying  the  Charges  arising  among  them,  which  Charge  shall 
be  assessed  and  levied  on  the  Lands  by  said  Committee,  and  collected  by  some 
suitable  Person  chosen  for  that  End,  and  under  Oath,  who  shall  make  up  his 
Accompt  with  the  said  Committee  once  in  a  Year  at  least. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Cooke,  Maj.  Chandler,  Mr.  Welles,  Capt.  Alden  and  Maj. 
Brattle  be  a  Committee  to  take  into  Consideration  His  Excellency's  two  Mes- 
sages of  [  24  ]  this  Day,  as  to  his  not  consenting  to  the  Form  for  supply  of  the 
Treasury,  and  not  giving  a  Warrant  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  Pay  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  Anno  1728,  and  report  what  may  be  proper  to  be  done  thereon. 

Mr.  James  Allen  was  admitted  into  the  House,  and  presented  Mr.  Treasurer 
Allen's  Accompt  of  the  Province  from  May  31.  1728,  to  May  31.  1729,  also  an 
Accompt  of  Stores  and  Provisions  belonging  to  the  Province,  his  Accompt  of 
Disbursments  for  Provisions  and  other  Necessaries  for  His  Majesty's  Forces 
Eastward,  and  incidental  Charges  for  His  Majesty's  Service  from  May  29.

3377  8/.  <)d.  exclusive  of  Stores  returned  and 
sold,  amounting  to  /.  185  i6j.  jd.  an  Accompt  of  the  Indian  Trade  of  Peltry, 
and  an  Accompt  of  the  present  state  of  the  Treasury,  with  an  Accompt  of  the 
Funds,  all  which  he  laid  on  the  Table  and  then  withdrew.  Read,  and  Ordered, 
That  Maj.  Chandler,  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Welles,  Mr.  Lemmon,  Capt.  Eastwick,  Mr. 
Shove  and  Maj.  Brattle  be  a  Committee  to  take  under  Consideration  the  Ac- 
compts  of  Mr.  Treasurer  Allen,  and  upon  auditing  the  same,  to  report  their 
Opinion  of  what  may  be  proper  for  the  Court  to  pass  thereon. 

Then  the  House  Adjourned  'till  to  Morrow  Morning,  Ten  a  Clock.

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  last  Night  to  consider  of  His 
Excellency's  two  Messages  as  to  the  supply  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Pay  of 
the  Members  for  the  last  Year  made  Report,  which  being  Read,  the  House 
came  into  the  following  Messages,  Viz. 

This  House  being  sollicitous  to  discharge  the  publick  Debts,  did  yesterday 
pass  a  Resolve  supplying  the  Treasury  with  /.  20,000.  Bills  of  Credit,  which 
Resolve  the  Members  of  His  Majesty's  Council  concurred,  but  his  Excellency 
the  Governour  having  informed  this  House  by  a  Message,  that  he  did  not  think 
it  proper  to  consent  to  any  Form  for  supply  of  the  Treasury  but  what  was 
practised  before  the  Year  1721.  Now  inasmuch  as  the  Way  and  Method  here- 
tofore used  in  supplying  the  Treasury,  was  oft  times  found  very  inconvenient, 
and  the  Occasion  of  uncomfortable  Disputes  between  the  two  Houses  respecting 
the  disposal  of  the  publick  Moneys,  which  tended  greatly  to  the  disservice  of 
the  publick  Peace  and  Weal  of  this  Province;  for  the  future  prevention  whereof, 
the  Form  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury  was  agreed  upon,  after  many  solemn 
Debates  and  Arguments  urged  and  insisted  upon  by  two  parts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  consented  to  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  in  another  Way  and  Man- 
ner. The  Method  v.-e  are  now  in  the  practice  of  in  supplying  the  Treasury,  we 
apprehend  is  conformable  to  the  laudable  practice  of  the  Parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  who  ever  Appropriate  [  25  ]  the  Moneys  they  raise,  and  what  is  in 
an  especial  manner  directed  to  by  the  Powers  granted  in  the  Royal  Charter, 
and  we  humbly  conceive  the  Debts  of  the  Government  have  ever  since  been  as 
punctually  answered,  and  the  Honour  and  Justice  of  the  Legislature  as  well 
preserved. 

The  House  therefore  cannot  but  esteem  it  their  bounden  Duty,  to  use  all 
proper  Means  that  the  aforesaid  Resolve  may  have  the  Consent  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governour,  wherefore  we  the  Representatives  in  Duty  to  His  Majesty, 
as  well  as  faithfulness  to  our  Country,  renew  our  Request  to  His  Excellency, 
that  he  would  be  pleased  to  Consent  to  the  aforesaid  Resolve;  and  move  the 
Honourable  Board  to  joyn  with  the  House  in  this  our  just  and  reasonable 
Desire,  not  doubting  of  the  ready  and  chearful  Concurrence  of  the  Board  herein. 
Sent  up. 
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The  House  of  Representatives  in  faithful  discharge  of  the  great  Trust  reposed 
in  them,  on  the  Third  Instant,  applied  to  his  Excellency  the  Governour  in  very 
pressing  Terms,  in  behalf  of  the  Representatives  that  served  in  the  General  Court 
the  two  last  Sessions  the  Year  past,  that  they  might  receive  their  Wages  out 
of  the  publick  Treasury,  pursuant  to  the  Law  of  this  Province,  in  that  Case 
made  and  provided:  To  which  Message  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  say, 
That  he  would  lay  that  Matter  before  the  Lords  of  Trade,  and  take  their  Directions 
thereon:  Which  Answer  we  cannot  but  look  upon  as  another  denial  to  do  Justice 
to  those  Members,  to  their  grievous  Hurt  and  Damage;  the  Governour  being 
by  that  Law  in  no  wise  left  at  liberty  whether  he  will  or  will  not  make  out  a 
Warrant  upon  a  Certificate  from  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  inserting  the  Atten- 
dance and  Travel  of  the  several  Members  being  laid  before  him,  which  was 
tendered  him  by  Order  of  that  House.  The  General  Court  now  sitting,  we 
esteem  it  our  bounden  Duty  to  do  all  that  in  us  lies,  by  all  proper  Ways  and 
Means,  that  Justice  may  have  an  impartial  flow  throughout  this  Province;  it 
being  one  main  End  and  Intent  of  this  Courts  sitting  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  Reason  why  their  Sitting  is  defreyed  by  the  Body  of  the  People  here.  These 
things  being  duly  weighed  and  considered,  we  humbly  conceive  that  it  cannot 
be  thought  amiss,  that  further  application  should  be  made  to  his  Excellency- 
touching  this  Affair;  and  not  doubting  but  that  the  Honourable  Board  will 
willingly  promote  and  forward  a  thing  so  requisite  to  be  accomplished,  and  for 
the  avoiding  the  great  disquiet  of  the  Minds  of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects 
inhabiting  this  Province,  do  therefore  most  earnestly  move  the  Board,  that  they 
would  do  what  they  may  think  adviseable,  consistent  with  their  Duty  and 
Station,  to  incline  his  Excellency  to  sign  the  Warrant  above  mentioned. 
Sent  up. 

Mr.  Gushing  from  the  Committee  for  Petitions,  Reported,  on  the  Muster- 
Roll  of  Capt.  John  Gyles  at  the  Truck-House  at  St.  George's  River,  as  entred 
the  3d.  Instant,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  Resolved,  That  the  Sum  of 
Three  hundred  and  four  pounds  ten  shillings  and  one  penny,  be  allowed  and  paid 
out  of  the  publick  Treasury  to  Capt.  John  Gyles,  to  be  by  him  repaid  to  the

His  Excellency's  SPEECH  is  as  follows,  ^c. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives. 

IHave  deferred  to  speak  to  you  hitherto,  on  purpose  that  you  might  remain  free 
and  disengaged  from  any  share  in  the  Disputes  I  have  had  with  the  late  House 
of  Representatives,  till  I  had  obtained  the  Judgment  of  the  Cro'.vn  upon  them: 
I  have  at  last  received  it  in  a  full  Manner,  and  in  authentick  Form,  At-[  39  ] 
tested  by  a  Clerk  of  Council;  and  I  shall  now  read  it  to  you,  as  a  Matter  of  the 
greatest  Weight  and  highest  Concern  that  can  be  laid  before  you  at  this  Time. 

At  the  Court  at  Kensington,  the  22d.  Day  of  May,  1729.

UPon  reading  this  Day  at  the  Board  a  Report  to  His  Majesty  from  the 
Lords  of  the  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy 
Council,  dated  the  22d  of  the  last  Month,  in  the  Words  following.  Viz. 

"Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  your  Order  in  Council  of  the  first 
"of  February  last,  to  refer  unto  this  Committee  an  Address  from  the  House 
"of  Representatives  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay;  offering  the 
"Reasons  and  Grounds  of  their  Proceedings  and  Conclusions  against  the 
"setling  a  fixed  Salary  of  One  Thousand  Pounds  per  Annum  on  the  Governour 
"of  that  Province  for  the  Time  being,  according  to  Your  Majesty's  Instructions 
"to  the  present  Governour;  and  complaining  against  the  Governour  for  having 
"adjourned  the  General  Court  from  Boston  to  Salem. 

"The  Lords  of  the  Committee  in  Obedience  to  Your  Majesty's  said  Order, 
"  did  proceed  the  same  Day  to  take  the  said  Address  into  their  Consideration, 
"but  being  informed  that  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations 
"had  under  their  Examination  several  Letters  from  WILLIAM  BURNET  Esq; 
"Your  Majesty's  Governour  of  that  Province,  relating  to  the  Behaviour  of 
"the  said  Assembly,  upon  this  Affair,  The  Lords  of  the  Committee  did  there- 
"upon  send  a  Copy  of  the  said  Address  to  the  said  Lords  Commissioners, 
"that  they  might  have  the  whole  Matter  before  them,  and  directed  them  to 
"report  their  Opinion  thereupon  to  this  Committee. 

"And  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  having  accordingly  considered  the  said 
"several  Papers,  and  heard  Mr.  Attorney  and  Sollicitor-General  in  [40] 
"Support  of  Your  Majesty's  said  Instructions,  and  also  Council  in  Behalf  of 
"the  said  Assembly,  have  reported  upon  the  whole,  that  the  said  Assembly 
"seemed  entirely  averse  to  settle  a  certain  Salary  upon  the  present  Governour, 
"and  those  who  shall  succeed  him,  yet  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  judge  it 
"absolutely  necessary  that  the  Assembly  should  settle  a  fixed  Salary  of  One 
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Thousand  Pounds  Sterling  per  Annum  at  least,  upon  the  Governour  during 
the  whole  Time  of  his  Government:  It  being  absolutely  necessary  for  Your 
Majesty's  Service,  that  the  Independency  of  the  Governour  upon  the  Assembly 
should  be  preserved. 

"And  that  as  to  the  Complaint  against  the  Governour  for  Removing  the 
Assembly  from  Boston  to  Salem,  His  late  Majesty  in  Council,  upon  a  former 
Complaint  of  this  Nature  against  Col.  Shute,  had  determined  that  Point  in 
Favour  of  the  Governour,  and  therefore  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  were 
of  Opinion  the  present  Governour  had  acted  in  this  Matter  agreeable  to 
that  Determination. 

"The  Lords  of  the  Committee  hereupon  beg  Leave  to  acquaint  Your  Majesty, 
That  notwithstanding  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  had  fully 
heard  all  the  Reasons  that  were  ofTered  on  the  behalf  of  the  said  Assembly, 
yet  the  Agents  of  the  said  Assembly  petitioned  this  Committee  on  the  19th 
of  this  Instant,  praying  that  they  might  be  admitted  to  be  heard  before  their 
Lordships;  Whereupon  their  Lordships  thought  it  proper  to  know  upon  what 
Point  they  would  insist,  that  Your  Majesty's  Attorney  and  SoUicitor-General 
might  be  prepared  to  answer  the  same;  and  they  desiring  to  be  heard  upon 
the  Reasons  they  had  to  offer,  why  the  said  Assembly  should  not  settle  a 
fixed  Salary  upon  His  Majesty's  Governour  of  that  Province  during  the  whole 
Time  of  His  Government. 

"Their  Lordships  appointed  this  Day  for  hearing  them  thereupon,  and  they 
having  accordingly  attended  with  their  Council,  their  Lordships  heard  all 
that  was  offered  in  their  Behalf  against  settling  such  fixed  Salary,  and  also 
heard  Mr.  Attorney  and  Sollicitor-General  in  Support  of  Your  Majesty's 
said  Instructions  recommending  it  to  them,  and  do  thereupon  agree  humbly 
to  report  to  Your  Majesty, 

"That  by  the  Charter  granted  to  the  Massachusetts-Bay  the  Legislative 
Power  is  vested  in  a  Governour,  Council  and  Assembly,  of  whom  the  Governour 
only  is  nominated  by  Your  Majesty. 

"That  the  Assembly  is  chosen  Annually  by  the  People,  and  that  the  Council 
is  likewise  Annually  chosen  by  the  Assembly  in  Conjunction  with  the  Members 
of  the  Council. 

"That  by  the  Reasons  insisted  upon  by  the  Council,  for  the  Assembly, 
in  refusing  to  settle  a  fixed  Salary  upon  the  Governour,  during  the  whole 
Time  of  his  Government,  It  appeared,  that  the  Point  contended  for  was  to 
bring  the  Governour  appointed  by  Your  Majesty  over  them  to  a  Dependance 
upon  their  Good  Will  for  his  Subsistence,  which  would  manifestly  tend  to 
the  lessening  of  his  Authority,  and  consequently  of  that  Dependance  which 
this  Colony  ought  to  have  upon  the  Crown  of  Great  [  41  ]  Britain,  by  bringing 
the  whole  Legislative  Power  into  the  Hand  of  the  People.

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"The  Power  of  raising  Taxes  being  by  the  Charter  granted  to  the  General 
"Assembly,  It  was  from  thence  argued,  That  they  ought  to  be  left  at  Liberty 
"in  the  doing  or  omitting  it,  as  they  should  think  proper;  But  the  Words  of 
"the  Charter  shew  the  Intent  of  granting  them  this  Power  to  be  that  they 
"should  use  it,  for  the  Service  of  the  Crown  in  the  necessary  Defence  and  Support 
"of  Your  Majesty's  Govermnetit  of  the  said  Provitice,  and  the  Protection  and 
"Preservation  of  the  Inhabitants;  And  that  therefore  the  refusing  or  neglecting 
"to  make  a  due  Provision  for  the  Support  of  Your  Majesty's  Governour,  who 
"is  so  essential  a  Part  of  the  Government,  must  be  looked  upon  as  acting  con- 
"trary  to  the  Terms  of  the  said  Charter,  and  inconsistent  with  the  Trust  reposed 
"in  them  thereby. 

"That  besides  the  Instruction  given  to  the  present  Governour  by  Your 
"Majesty  for  this  Purpose,  Instructions  have  always  been  given  by  Your 
"Majesty's  Predecessors  to  former  Governours,  to  recommend  to  the  Assembly 
"the  Establishing  a  Salary  suitable  to  the  Dignity  of  their  Post;  Notvvith- 
"  standing  which,  the  Assembly  have  hitherto  refused  to  comply  therewith, 
"altho'  they  have  by  Act  of  Assembly  settled  a  fixed  Salary  or  Allowance 
"of  Six  Shillings  a  Day  upon  themselves,  and  Ten  Shillings  a  Day  upon  the 
"Council. 

"The  present  Assembly  has  indeed  offered  Your  Majesty's  Governour  a 
"Salary  equal  to  what  was  recommended  by  Your  Majesty's  Instructions  for 
"the  Time  he  has  been  with  them,  but  it  is  apprehended  this  was  done  only 
"to  tempt  him  to  give  up  Your  Majesty's  Instructions  for  the  settling  of  it 
"for  the  whole  Time  of  his  Govrnement. 

"And  here  their  Lordships  cannot  in  Justice  to  Mr.  BURNET  omit  taking 
"Notice,  that  by  his  steady  Pursuit  of  Your  Majesty's  Instructions,  and 
"rejecting  the  Temptations  offered  by  the  Assembly,  he  has  acted  with  the 
"utmost  Duty  to  Your  Majesty,  and  just  Regard  to  the  Trust  reposed  in  him 
"as  Governour  of  that  Province. 

"Upon  a  due  Consideration  of  all  that  has  been  offered  on  the  Part  of  the 
"Assembly  in  Justification  of  their  refusing  to  comply  with  Your  Majesty's 
"Instructions,  The  Lords  of  the  Committee  cannot  but  agree  in  Opinion  with 
"the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  That  it  is  absolutely 
"necessary  for  Your  Majesty's  Service,  and  for  preserving  that  Dependance 
"which  this  Colony  ought  to  have  upon  Great  Britain,  and  better  securing  a 
"due  Execution  of  the  Laws  for  Trade  and  Navigation,  that  a  Salary  of  One 
"  Thousand  Pounds  Sterling  per  Annum,  should  be  settled  upon  the  Governour 
"during  the  whole  Time  of  his  Government;  and  considering  that  the  Assembly 
"of  this  Province  hath  shewn  so  little  Regard  to  Your  Majesty's  Instructions, 
"or  to  those  of  Your  Royal  Predecessors  in  this  Behalf,  which  the  Governours 
"from  time  to  time  have  been  directed  to  lay  before  them,  the  Lords  of  the 
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"Committee  do  humbly  advise  Your  Majesty  to  order  this  whole  Matter  to 
"be  laid  before  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain.  [  42  ] 

"Her  Majesty  this  Day  took  the  said  Report  into  Consideration,  and  was 
"pleased  with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council  to  approve  thereof, 
"and   to  order,  as  it  is  hereby  ordered.  That  one  of  his  Majesty's  principal 
"Secretaries  of  State  should  receive  the  Pleasure  of  the  Crown  thereupon.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

You  see  by  what  I  have  read  to  you,  that  the  Crown  is  determined  to  lay  the  Conduct 
of  the  late  House  of  Representatives  before  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  which 
will  in  all  probability  sit  in  January  next,  according  to  the  usual  Time  of  their 
meeting  of  late  Years. 

Though  there  is  no  Notice  taken  in  Her  Majesty's  Order  in  Council,  of  any 
thing  that  this  Assembly  can  do  to  prevent  a  Parliamentary  Enquiry;  yet  there 
is  no  doubt  but  that  a  timely  Compliance  with  His  Majesty's  23d.  Instruction, 
as  it  is  now  explained,  would  secure  you  from  the  Censure  of  that  Legislature; 
and,  on  the  Contrary,  that  your  adhering  to  the  Proceedings  of  your  Predecessors, 
■:vill  make  you  answerable  for  them. 

You  must  now  chuse  whether  you  will  continue  to  follow  the  Advice  of  those 
who  formerly  brought  this  Province  into  Difficulty,  Danger  and  Expence,  and  zvere 
condemned  in  every  Point  which  they  undertook  to  maintain,  and  who  have  of  late 
been  endeavouring  to  plunge  the  Country  deeper  in  the  like  unhappy  Measures: 
Or  whether  you  will  strive  to  regain  His  Majesty's  Favour,  and  preserve  the  Privileges 
which  you  seem  to  value  so  highly,  by  doing  what  the  Crown  has  declared  that  the 
Charter  requires  of  you,  and  what  would  be  only  taking  the  same  Care  of  the  Gov- 
ernour,  that  has  been  already  taken  of  the  Council  and  Representatives .

you  Excellency's  Support,  according  to  the  Dignity  of  your  high  Post  and 
Station.  And  doubtless  that  House  had  not  shewn  such  an  aversion  to  a 
compliance  with  the  aforesaid  Instruction,  had  they  not  supposed  that  a  com- 
pliance therewith,  would  have  infringed  certain  Rights  and  Privileges  inherent 
in  all  His  Majesty's  Subjects  by  Magna  Charta,  as  well  as  those  vested  in  the 
General  Court  by  the  Royal  Charter,  and  they  thereby  instrumental  of  depriving 
His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  inhabiting  this  Province,  of  the  Rights  and  Liberties 
they  have  been  in  the  free  and  uninterrupted  Use  and  Enjoyment  of. 

We  beg  leave  further  to  say  to  your  Excellency,  That  in  our  humble  Opinion, 
should  we  comply  with  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction  as  now  explained,  we 
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should  ver)'  apparently  weaken  if  not  destroy  a  ver}'  valuable  Privilege  belonging 
to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  every  free-born  Subject  of  His  Majesty; 
but  we  can  and  do  with  the  utmost  Sincerity  and  Freedom  assure  your  Excel- 
lency, that  it  is  the  unanimous  Desire  of  this  House,  that  your  Excellency  may 
be  honourably  Supported  and  Enabled  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  of  this 
Province,  to  carry  on  the  publick  Affairs  of  the  Government. 

The  Session  which  began  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  last  was  of  so  short  a 
continuance,  the  House  then  had  not  Opportunity  to  do  any  thing  on  this  Head; 
but  when  the  Court  met  the  25th  of  June  last,  the  Day  they  were  prorogued  to, 
the  House  pass'd  a  Resolve  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  and  were  follicitous 
it  might  pass  the  whole  Court,  that  so  the  [  51  ]  Government  might  be  supported 
and  maintained  according  to  the  Dignity  thereof:  And  on  the  Day  they  were 
again  prorogued,  the  House  pass'd  a  Vote  to  enter  upon  the  Consideration 
of  your  Excellency's  Allowance  in  the  Afternoon;  but  were  prevented  by  your 
Excellency's  proroguing  the  Court. 

And  that  your  Excellency  may  now  rest  intirely  satisfied  that  this  House 
intend  nothing  less  than  that  you  should  be  honourably  and  amply  Supported, 
they  have  agreeable  thereto  come  into  a  Resolve  for  that  end,  which  is  sent 
up  to  the  Honourable  Board  for  their  Concurrence,  and  sincerely  desire  it  may 
have  your  Excellency's  Consent.  And  as  this  present  House  as  well  as  the 
former  have  thus  acted,  touching  your  Excellency's  Support,  we  doubt  not 
but  succeeding  Assemblies  will  do  the  same.

OA'^  the  other  side  you  have  Copy  of  our  last,  and  as  tve  then  wrote  you,  no 
Steps  has  been  since  taken  by  the  Government  j«  the  Affair,  only  reading 
the  Report,  Copy  of  which  you  have  here  Inclosed.  You'l  observe  by  the  conclusion, 
what  is  proposed  to  be  the  Consequence  of  your  not  complying  with  His  Majesty's 
Instruction.  (The  whole  matter  to  be  laid  before  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain) 
it  is  very  unlikely  ever  to  be  the  case;  but  should  it,  the  Question  can  be  only.  Whether 
the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England  shall  settle  a  Salary 
of  One  Thousand  Pounds  Sterling  per  Annum,  on  WILLIAM  BURNET  Esq; 
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during  his  Government?  it  zvill  be  the  first  Question  of  the  kind  that  was  ever  moved 
in  the  House  of  Commons;  but  should  it  pass  into  a  Lazv,  it  zvill  be  a  much  better 
and  safer  Foundation  for  your  doing  it,  than  any  Instruction  can  be.  We  have 
hitherto  been  debarred  entring  into  any  matter  of  Complaint  of  the  Governour's 
Conduct,  it  not  being  any  part  of  your  Address;  but  should  ive  ever  come  before 
the  Parliament  on  this  Account,  all  we  have  to  Offer,  will  be  duly  considered,  and 
hope  yoiil  think  it  proper  to  furnish  us  with  such  Particulars,  as  shall  make  appear 
how  little  a  Governour  is  to  be  trusted  with  the  Liberties  of  a  People.  We  remain 
with  much  Respect  to  the  Honourable  the  House  of  Representatives,

'  ^  I  iHE  foregoing  is  Copy  of  what  we  wrote  you  by  Capt.  Hammerden,  we 
I  have  since  obtained  a  Copy  of  the  Report  made  by  the  Lords  of  Trade, 
'which  is  Inclosed  with  sundry  other  Papers  (as  per  the  Schedule  hereunto 
'annex'd)  [52]  containing  the  most  perfect  Account  that  can  be  given  of  all 
'that's  passed  relating  to  your  Affair,  since  the  Arrival  of  your  Address  to 
'His  Majesty,  and  to  which  shall  refer  you,  thereby  to  form  a  Judgment  of 
'the  Important  Case  now  depending.  Our  Opinion  (as  also  of  all  the  best 
'and  most  Impartial  Judges  we  can  meet  with)  are  firm  in  what  we  last  wrote 
'you.  The  prosecution  of  this  Affair  has  been  very  Expensive,  as  we  before 
'Advised.  We  have  now  sent  you  the  Accompt  of  the  Chargej,  amounting 
'to  /.  180  i6j.  The  Petitioners  against  the  Inclosed  Bill  were  heard  by  Counsel, 
'at  the  Barr  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  have  so  far  succeeded,  as  to  have 
'the  Clause  relating  to  the  Forges  or  making  Barr  Iron  intirely  left  out,  and 
'that  relating  to  the  Woods  altered  by  leaving  out  the  Word  Lnclosure;  This 
'also  has  created  some  Expence  to  the  Province,  and  we  think  the  Money  well 
'Apply'd,  since  we  can  Congratulate  you  upon  the  good  success.  By  the 
'best  knowledge  we  can  get  of  the  Affair  depending  with  the  Governour,  there 
'will  be  no  other  Step  taken  in  it  till  the  mind  of  the  Assembly  be  known 
'here,  upon  the  Report  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  to  His  Majesty, 
'which  is  drawn  up,  but  not  yet  presented  to  the  King;  so  soon  as  it  is,  we 
'shall  send  you  a  Copy  of  it:  but  we  understand  the  Substance  of  it  is,  That 
'His  Majesty  lay  the  matter  before  the  Parliament  the  next  Session:  but  whether 
'it  will  be  so  or  not,  is  uncertain;    however  it  seems  to  be  the  general  Opinion 
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'here,  to  put  it  upon  that  Issue,  and  not  to  give  away  the  Liberties  we  so  happily 
'enjoy'd  by  the  Royal  Charter.  \Vc  doubt  not  but  you  will  have  so  just  a 
'Sollicitude  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Province,  as  not  to  let  an  Affair  of  such 
'Consequence  miscarry  for  want  of  a  sufficient  and  seasonable  supply  of  Money. 
'You  will  see  it  has  been  attended  with  Charge  already,  and  must  be  with 
'considerable  till  it  has  a  final  Issue.  We  remain  with  much  Respect  to  the 
'Honourable  the  House  of  Representatives,  i^c. 

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary  Willard, 
That  it  is  His  Excellency's  Pleasure,  that  this  Great  and  General  Court  should 
be  Adjourned  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  to 
meet  there  on  Wednesday  next,  being  the  27th  Instant,  at  Ten  a  Clock  A.  M.  and 
this  Great  and  General  Court  is  accordingly  Adjourned  to  the  Time  and  Place 
aforesaid.

Of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusett' s-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Salem  in  the  County 
of  Essex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Eighth  Day  of  May,  Annoque  Domini 
1729.  being  the  last  Wednesday  of  the  said  Month,  and  from  thence  continued 
by  Prorogations  and  Adjournment  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Seventh  Day  of  August 
following,  and  then  met,  being  the  Third  Session  of  the  said  Court. 

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

YOU  have  in  your  Message  to  me  of  the  23d  Instant,  fully  expressed  your 
Resolution  to  Persist  in  a  Refusal  to  comply  with  His  Majesty's  23d  In- 
struction, tho'  you  have  seen  the  Judgment  of  the  Crown  upon  the  Con- 
duct of  the  late  House  of  Representatives.  If  that  Determination  has  so  little 
weight  with  you,  it  must  be  in  vain  for  me  to  Offer  Reasons  to  perswade  you; 
but  I  cannot  help  observing  to  you,  that  it  seems  very  unaccountable  in  you 
to  expect  any  Countenance  from  a  British  Parliament  at  the  same  time,  that 
you  take  upon  you  to  condemn  a  Compliance  with  the  zt,^  Instruction  for  Settling 
a  support  of  Goverment,  as  an  Infringment  of  certain  Rights  and  Privileges 
inherent  in  all  His  Majesty's  Subjects  by  Magna  Charta;  when  you  connot  but 
know,  that  as  it  is  now  explained,  it  is  conformable  to  the  Practice  of  that 
August  Legislature.  It  has  a  strange  appearance,  that  you  should  undertake 
to  understand  Magna  [  54  ]  Chorta  better  than  themselves,  when  you  know 
that  they  are  and  will  be  your  Judges.  It  is  with  as  little  Foundation,  that 
you  pronounce  such  Compliance,  an  infringment  of  the  Rights  and  Privileges 
vested  in  the  General  Court  by  the  Royal  Charter,  whereas  the  Royal  Order  in 
Council  declares,  that  the  Words  of  the  Charter  shew  the  intent  of  granting  the 
General  Assembly  the  Poiver  of  raising  Taxes  to  he,  that  they  should  use  it  for  the 
service  of  the  Crown,  in  the  necessary  Defence  and  Support  of  His  Majesty's 
Government  of  the  said  Province,  and  the  Protection  and  Preservation  of  the  Inhabit- 
ants; and  that  therefore  the  refusing  or  neglecting  to  make  due  Provision  for  the 
Support  of  His  Majesty's  Governour,  who  is  so  essential  a  part  of  the  Government, 
must  be  looked  upon  as  acting  contrary  to  the  Terms  of  the  said  Charter,  and  incon- 
sistent with  the  Trust  reposed  in  them  thereby.  But  while  you  are  so  tender  of 
the  Privileges  granted  to  the  General  Court  by  the  Royal  Charter,  it  might  be 
expected,  that  you  would  have  been  careful  not  to  break  in  upon  them  your 
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selves;  and  yet  in  this  very  Message  you  remind  me  of  a  Proceeding  of  your 
own,  which  I  can  prove  to  be  contrary  to  the  Charter.  Your  Words  are,  that 
when  the  Court  met  the  25/A  0/  June  last,  the  Day  to  which  they  were  prorogued, 
the  House  passed  a  Resolve  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  and  were  sollicitous 
it  might  pass  the  whole  Court,  that  so  the  Government  might  be  supported  and  main- 
tained according  to  the  Dignity  thereof.  Now  this  Resolve  for  the  Supply  of 
the  Treasury,  is  designed  to  divest  the  Governour  and  Council  of  the  Powers 
granted  to  them  by  the  Charter,  and  tends  to  deprive  His  Majesty  of  the  Right 
to  disallow  any  Law  reserved  to  him  thereby,  as  will  appear  by  comparing  the 
Words  of  the  Charter  with  those  of  the  Resolve:  The  Charter  gives  the  General 
Court  power  to  impose  and  levy  proportionable  and  reasonable  Assessments  Rates 
and  Taxes  upon  the  Estates  of  all  and  every  the  Proprietors  or  Inhabitants  of  the 
King's  said  Province  or  Territory,  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  Warrant  under 
the  Hand  of  the  Governour  of  the  said  Province  for  the  time  being,  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Council,  for  the  King's  Service,  in  the  necessary  Defence  and 
Support  of  the  Government  of  his  said  Province,  and  the  Protection  and  Preservation 
of  the  Inhabitants  there,  according  to  such  Acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  Force  within 
his  said  Province.  The  Resolve  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  impowers  the 
Treasurer  to  Emit  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds,  being  already  in  his  Hands,  and 
received  for  Taxes  and  Impost,  ISjc.  to  be  issued  out  and  disposed  of  by  Warrant 
under  the  Hand  of  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Council,  nineteen  Thousand  five  Hundred  Pounds  whereof  shall  be  applied 
for  the  payment  of  all  Grants,  Premiums  and  Stipends  established  by  Latv,  for  the 
defraying  and  paying  the  Charge  of  Castle  William,  and  the  other  Forts  and  Garri- 
sons, Transports,  Muster-Roils  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors,  Allowances  i^c.  and  all 
other  Accompts  of  Charges  passed  on  for  payment  by  this  Court.  I  have  repeated 
the  Clauses  fully,  that  any  impartial  Person  may  judge  of  the  Opposition 
between  them. 

By  the  Charter,  there  are  to  be  Acts  in  Force,  according  to  which  the  Goveriiour 
and  Council  are  to  issue  and  dispose  of  the  Taxes  for  the  King's  Service,  by  the 
Resolve  the  Charge  of  Castle  William  and  the  other  Forts  and  Garrisons,  Transports, 
Muster-Roils  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors,  Allowances  and  all  other  Accompts  of  Charges 
are  to  he  passed  on  for  payment  by  the  General  Court,  before  the  Governour  and 
Council  can  dispose  of  any  Money  for  those  necessary  Branches  of  His  Majesty's 
Service.  In  this  manner  has  the  House  [  55  ]  of  Representatives  ever  since 
the  Year  1721.  wrested  this  Trust  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Governour  and 
Council,  who  had  always  before  enjoy'd  it  without  interruption;  and  this  by 
no  Law,  but  only  by  a  Resolve,  that  so  His  Majesty  might  not  have  an  Oppor- 
tunity to  disallow  it,  according  to  the  express  Words  of  the  Charter,  That 
Orders,  Lazes,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  are  to  be  transmitted  to  the  King,  under 
the  publick  Seal,  for  His  Approbation  or  Disallowance.     And  this  is  the  very 
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thing  that  Mr.  Attorney  and  Sollicitor  General  observe  upon  the  third  Charge 
of  Governour  Shute's  Complaint,  that  may  prove  of  very  extensive  Consequence, 
and  that  attempting  to  pass  Proclamations  by  the  whole  Legislature,  seems  to  be  to 
give  such  Ordinances  or  Proclamations  the  force  of  Laws  in  the  Province,  which 
is  an  hmovation  of  very  dangerous  Tendency,  since  they  dont  find  that  those 
Ordinances  are  ever  sent  over  for  His  Majesty's  Approbation.  From  hence  the 
People  may  in  time  be  taught  to  look  upon  Acts  or  Orders  of  the  General  Assembly 
as  Laws,  tho'  they  are  known  never  to  be  transmitted  for  the  Royal  Allowance, 
which  is  directly  contrary  to  the  Charter,  and  will  tend  to  weaken  their  Dependence 
upon  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain.  And  yet  what  they  fear  so  much,  is  become 
the  daily  Practice  both  in  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  and  in  setting  aside 
the  Effect  of  Laws  in  Force,  by  bare  Orders  of  the  General  Court  upon  private 
Concerns,  which  cannot  Legally  be  done  any  other  way  than  by  a  private  Act. 

I  have  shewn  with  how  little  Regard  you  treat  the  Royal  Charter;  I  leave 
you  to  consider  of  the  decency  of  your  last  Offer  to  me,  after  that  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  has  signified  Her  apprehension  that  your  former  Offer  was  only  made 
to  tempt  me  to  give  up  His  Majesty's  Instructions.  This  Apprehension  will 
plainly  appear  to  be  founded  on  the  justest  Suspicions,  to  any  that  have  seen 
the  Message  of  a  former  House  of  Representatives  to  Governour  Shute,  in 
July  1 72 1,  wherein  they  acquaint  him,  that  it  has  been  the  constant  and  well 
approved  Practice  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  have  all  Acts,  Resolves,  Elec- 
tions and  Determinations  of  the  Court  fully  compleat  and  issued  before  they  enter 
■upon  Allowances  and  Gratuities,  and,  that  it  is  no  little  Concern  to  the  House, 
to  see  his  Excellency  press  the  Matter  of  his  Allowance  so  far  as  he  hath  done. 
This  is  so  unparliamentary  a  Method,  and  so  visibly  design'd  to  compel  a 
Governour  to  pass  every  thing  that  is  brought  before  him,  how  contrary  so 
ever  to  his  Instructions,  that  it  can  deserve  no  better  a  Name  than  that  of  a 
Temptation  to  him  to  break  them.  And  now  {Gentlemen)  I  must  conclude 
with  observing,  that  after  such  a  Declaration  from  the  Crown,  if  you  will  not 
comply  with  His  Majesty's  Instruction,  you  might  at  least  forbear  to  repeat 
your  Endeavours  to  seduce  one  of  His  Servants  from  his  declared  Duty. 
Whatever  may  be  your  Sentiments,  I  assure  you  That  I  am  firmly  determined 
to  accept  of  nothing  but  what  is  exactly  conformable  to  the  Orders  of  the 
Crown.

Upon  a  Motion  made  and  seconded.  That  Major  Chandler,  the  Clerk  of 
this  House,  should  be  under  Oath,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  that  Office, 
Fated,  That  he  be  Sworn  accordingly;  and  the  honourable  Isaac  JVinslozv  Esq; 
administred  the  following  Oath  to  him,  viz.  Whereas  you  J.  C.  are  Chosen  Clerk 
of  this  House,  you  do  Swear,  That  you  zvill  timely  enter  all  the  Fates  and  Orders 
thereof,  and  in  all  things  relating  to  your  Office,  you  will  act  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially. So  help  you  God. 

A  Muster-Roll  of  the  Company  in  His  Majesty's  Service  under  Command 
of  Capt.  Joseph  Kellog,  at  the  Truck-House  above  Northfield,  with  an  Accompt 
of  his  proceedings  in  the  Truck  Trade  with  the  Indians.  Read,  and  committed 
to  the  Committee  for  Petitions. 

Foted,  That  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Welles,  Mr.  Lynde,  Mr.  Shove, 
Mr.  Burrel  and  Capt.  Goddard,  be  a  Committe  to  consider  of  the  Subject 
Matter  of  His  Excellency's  Message  of  this  Day,  and  Report  their  Opinion 
of  what  may  be  proper  for  this  House  to  do  thereon. 

A  Petition  of  Elisha  Peter,  an  Indian  Man  of  Marshpee  in  the  Town  of  Barn- 
stable, Labourer,  setting  forth  the  great  Difficulty  he  is  under,  being  detain'd 
a  Prisoner  in  the  Goal  for  the  County  of  Barnstable,  praying  for  Relief,  for 
Reasons  therein  mentioned.

there  be  and  hereby  is  granted  unto  His  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  a  Tax  of 
One  Thousand  Pounds  upon  the  Polls  and  Estates  within  this  Province,  to  be 
levied  and  collected  in  such  Manner  and  in  such  Proportion  upon  the  several 
Towns  and  Districts  within  the  same,  as  shall  be  agreed  on  and  Ordered  by 
the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  this  Province  at  their  Session  in 
May  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty,  and  paid  into  the  publick 
Treasury  on  or  before  the  last  Day  of  December  next  after.  And  it  is  further 
Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governour  be  and  hereby  is  desired  to  add 
Two  Men  more  to  the  Company  in  His  Majesty's  Service  under  the  Command 
of  said  Smith,  at  the  Truck-House  above-mentioned.  And  it  is  further  Ordered, 
That  Capt.  Thomas  Smith  be  directed  to  effect  the  following  Work  on  said 
Truck-House  forthwith,  viz.  That  the  lower  Floors  be  laid  double  with  Rough 
Boards,  that  necessary  Partitions  be  made  in  the  lower  Rooms,  with  Rough 
Boards  and  Battin'd;  that  the  Chamber  Floor  be  laid  with  single  Boards  and 
Rough;  to  finish  and  compleat  the  Bastions  and  Watch-Boxes,  and  to  cover 
the  Walk  before  the  Truck-Room,  to  Top  the  present  Chimney,  and  that  he 
Rebuild  the  Bridge  over  Swan-Pond  Creek,  and  make  it  Substantial;  and  that 
a  Yard  before  the  Truck-House  of  Twenty-six  Feet  long  and  Eighteen  Feet 
wide,  of  a  suitable  heighth,  be  fenced  in  with  square  Timber  of  eight  or  ten 
Inches  thick.

Feet  Square  at  least,  to  break  up  and  bring  to  fit  for  plowing  and  mowing, 
and  what  is  not  for  plowing  to  be  well  Stockt  with  English  Grass,  seven  Acres 
of  Land,  to  settle  an  Orthodox  Minister,  and  lay  out  to  him  an  home  Lot  equal 
to  the  other  Home  Lots,  which  Lot  shall  draw  a  fiftith  part  of  the  Province 
Land  now  granted,  and  to  be  accounted  as  one  of  the  fifty  that  are  to  be  settled: 
That  no  person  who  shall  bring  forward  a  Settlement  in  said  Place,  shall 
presume  to  Sell  Alienate  or  Dispose  of  his  Lott  or  Right,  or  any  part  thereof, 
until  he  has  fulfilled  or  complyed  with  the  Articles  aforesaid,  on  penalty  of 
forfeiting  the  same  to  the  Province.  Provided,  that  if  any  person  before  the 
expiration  of  said  Seven  years,  shall  have  complyed  with  the  aforesaid  Terms, 
he  may  not  sell  his  Interest  but  to  such  person  as  will  actually  dwell  thereon, 
till  said  term  of  years  be  fully  expired.  And  for  the  better  Ordering  and  Regu- 
lating the  Affairs  of  the  Plantation,  that  William  Ward  Esq;  be  impowered 
and  directed  to  Assemble  the  Grantees,  who  shall  act  as  Moderator,  and  as 
soon  as  they  are  so  Assembled,  shall  be  impowered  to  choose  a  Clerk,  who 
shall  be  Impowered  to  enter  all  Votes  and  Orders  of  the  Society,  and  at  said 
Meeting  shall  agree  in  what  way  and  manner  their  Meetings  shall  be  called 
for  the  future,  as  also  a  Committee  for  Surveying  and  Ordering  the  Affairs  of 
the  Plantation,  which  Committee  shall  be  Annually  chosen  and  that  the  Society 
have  power  to  raise  Money  for  defreying  the  Charges  arising  among  them;  which 
Charge  shall  be  Levyed  and  Assessed  on  the  Lands  by  said  Committee,  and 
collected  by  some  suitable  Person  chosen  for  that  End,  and  under  Oath,  who 
shall  make  up  his  Accompts  with  the  Committee  once  in  a  Year  at  the  least. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
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A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr  Secretary,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

1  Cannot  longer  forbear  warning  you  not  to  persist  in  the  Practice  of 
Adjourning  your  selves  without  my  leave  from  Saturday  to  Tuesday,  which 
is  contrary  to  the  Royal  Explanatory  Charter,  which  Grants  Ordains  and  Appoints, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Representatives  assembled  in  any 
Great  and  General  Court  of  His  Majesty's  said  Province  for  the  Time  being  for 
ever  hereafter,  to  Adjourn  themselves  from  Day  to  Day  {and  if  Occasion  shall 
require)  for  the  space  of  Two  Days,  but  not  for  any  longer  Time  than  for  the  space 
of  Two  Days  without  leave  from  the  Governour,  or  in  his  Absence,  from  the  Lieut. 
Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  His  Majesty's  said  Province  for  the  Time 
being,  first  had  and  obtained  in  that  behalf. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  but  the  Intent  of  these  Words  is,  that  there  shall  be 
no  unnecessary  Interruption  of  the  sitting  of  the  Court,  by  the  Adjournments 
of  the  Representatives;  but  that  the  House  may  not  thereby  be  obliged  to 
sit  on  Sundays,  or  on  other  Days  set  apart  to  be  observed  Religiously  by  the 
Publick:  Therefore  there  is  upon  that  Account  with  this  [62]  Limitation, 
{if  Occasion  shall  require)  Liberty  granted  to  Adjourn  for  Two  Days,  and  not  for 
any  longer  Time.  Now  from  Saturday  Morning  to  Tuesday  Afternoon,  which 
has  been  your  usual  Time  of  Adjourning,  is  several  Hours  above  the  space 
of  Three  whole  Days,  and  is  therefore  contrary  to  the  said  Explanatory  Charter. 

This  Method  of  yours  has  not  only  been  contrary  to  this  Charter,  but  it 
has  occasioned  a  needless  and  heavy  Charge  to  the  People  of  the  Province, 
in  paying  great  part  of  the  Representatives  for  every  Day  of  the  Session,  tho' 
there  has  in  Reality  been  little  or  no  Business  done  on  Saturdays,  Mondays 
and  Tuesdays,  which  makes  the  Charge  of  those  Representatives  who  cannot 
commodiously  return  to  their  Homes  during  these  Adjournments  double  to 
what  it  need  to  be,  and  makes  the  sitting  of  the  General  Court  twice  as  long 
as  the  Business  really  requires. 

Upon  whatsoever  mistaken  Apprehensions  you  may  have  hitherto  continued 
this  Practice,  I  expect  now  that  you  are  warned  of  it,  you  will  amend  it  for  the 
future,  and  if  you  persist  in  it,  you  must  not  be  surprized  if  it  be  laid  before 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  among  other  Complaints  of  Breaches  of  your 
Charter.

THE  House  of  Representatives  have  carefully  considered  your  Message 
of  the  27th  Instant,  and  in  Answer  to  it  beg  leave  humbly  to  say.  That 
the  Settlement  of  the  Civil  List  which  you  refer  to,  is  not  a  parallel  Case  with 
settling  your  Salary  during  your  Administration.  The  Parliament  of  Great 
Britain  make  that  Settlement  upon  our  most  Gracious  King,  whose  Interest 
and  that  of  His  Posterity  are  inseparable  from  the  People's,  which  is  not  the 
Case  with  your  Excellency;  and  this  is  done  by  their  free  Will  and  Assent, 
without  which  neither  they  nor  any  other  English  Men  who  have  the  Power 
of  granting  Money,  ought  by  Magna  Charta  to  do  it:  The  same  freedom  is 
by  the  Royal  Charter  confirmed  to  the  General  Assembly,  where  they  are  to 
act  as  they  judge  to  be  for  the  Good  and  Welfare  of  the  Province,  and  not  in 
Consequence  of  an  Instruction,  and  Hardships  brought  or  threatned  by  a 
Governour  to  compel  them  to  a  compliance,  especially  when  his  own  private 
Interest  is  apparently  and  highly  concerned:  We  need  not  say  that  this  has 
been  most  visibly  the  Method  of  your  Excellency  with  this  and  tlie  former 
Assembly,  nor  how  inconsistent  such  a  Method  of  getting  your  Salary  settled 
must  be  both  with  Magna  Charta  and  the  Royal  Charter^  nor  how  insignificant 
the  other  Branches  of  this  Legislature  here  must  be,  if  an  Instruction  to  a 
Governour  must  be  a  Rule  to  the  General  Court,  or  your  Excellency  be  at 
liberty  to  raise  [  64  ]  Money  as  you  please  for  your  own  private  Use,  and  treat 
the  Assembly  with  a  Course  of  Harshness  and  Severity,  to  force  them  to  what 
they  have  declared  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  they  judge  hurtful  to  the 
Province.  As  to  that  part  of  the  Royal  Order  in  Council  your  Excellency 
recites,  to  shew  that  we  don't  act  according  to  the  Trust  reposed  in  us  in  the 
Support  of  Government,  it  seems  to  be  founded  on  the  Supposition,  that  altho' 
the  last  Assembly  had  given  a  sufficient  Sum,  yet  that  this  and  succeeding 
Assemblies  would  not,  which  this  has  now  done,  and  we  doubt  not  others  will; 
which  if  they  do  from  Time  to  Time,  they  answer  their  Trust,  the  Manner 
being  left  to  the  Discretion  of  the  General  Court. 

As  to  your  Excellency's  Charge  upon  the  Representatives  of  breaking  in 
upon  the  Charter  in  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  they  would  humbly  offer. 
That  the  general  Resolve  for  a  Supply,  and  the  particular  Orders  of  the  Court 
in  allowing  Accompts  subsequent  thereon,  are  fully  comprehended  and  plainly 
intended  in  the  Words  Acts  mentioned  in  the  Charter,  according  to  which  the 
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Governour  and  Council  are  to  issue  the  Money  put  into  the  Treasury.  This 
therefore  cannot  divest  the  Governour  and  Council  of  the  Trust  reposed  in 
them,  nor  can  it  in  the  least  Measure  tend  to  prevent  an  Opportunity  to  his 
Majesty  to  disallow  such  Acts,  any  more  than  if  they  had  all  the  Formalities  of  a 
Law:  For  all  Orders  as  well  as  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  that  pass  the 
Three  Branches  of  the  Legislature,  are  to  be  transmitted  to  His  Majesty  for 
Approbation  or  Disallowance,  by  the  first  Opportunity  after  the  Governour 
has  given  his  Consent  to  them:  And  as  the  Royal  Charter  well  warrants  this 
Method,  so  we  have  your  own  Understanding  and  Practice  upon  it  in  our 
Favour;  as  in  the  last  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  and  many  other  Instances  so 
in  particular  in  the  Three  Hundred  Pounds  granted  your  Excellency  by  a  Resolve 
only  of  this  Court,  and  issued  in  Payment  thereupon,  by  Warrant  under  your 
Excellency's  Hand. 

Your  Excellency  seems  to  blame  the  Assembly's  Reviving  the  Offer  of  three 
Thousand  Pounds  by  the  last  House,  and  the  further  offer  of  three  Thousand 
pounds  by  this,  because  you  say  Her  Majesty  apprehended  the  former  offer 
was  made  only  to  tempt  you  to  give  up  His  Majesty's  Instructions;  upon  this 
we  cannot  but  observe,  that  it  is  not  said  in  the  Report  that  Her  Majesty  or 
Her  Most  Honourable  Privy  Council  apprehended  it  for  such,  but  barely  that 
it  was  so  apprehended,  and  that  upon  supposition  as  ir  seems,  that  altho' 
the  then  present  Assembly  had  made  such  a  Grant,  that  yet  future  ones  would 
not;  and  for  such  a  further  Grant  this  Assembly  had  shewn  a  Sincere  inclination 
before  any  such  Construction;  and  we  cannot  conceive  why  your  Excellency 
should  fault  us  for  being  better  than  was  expected,  and  willing  to  Support 
you  Amply  and  Honourably;  especially,  when  the  last  Assembly  declared  they 
supposed  and  confided  in  us,  that  this  as  well  as  succeeding  Assemblies  would 
do  so. 

We  cannot  help  concluding  with  our  humble  and  earnest  Intreaties,  that  your 
Excellency  would  compassionate  the  ruinous  Circumstances  of  this  People, 
whom  you  cannot  but  apprehend  to  be  as  universally  Loyal,  and  as  firmly 
and  zealously  attacht  to  His  Majesty  and  the  most  Illustrious  House  of  Hanover^ 
as  any  part  of  His  Dominions  whatever,  once  a  flourishing  but  now  a  very 
declining  Province.  It  is  with  a  hearty  and  [  65  ]  sincere  Concern  and  Sorrow, 
that  we  observe  your  Excellency's  uneasiness  towards  us,  and  your  endeavours 
to  make  the  Publick  Affairs  so  difficult  and  troublesome  to  transact:  It  would 
be  a  great  Rejoycing  to  this  House,  to  see  your  Excellency  as  desirous  of  the 
Happiness  and  Prosperity  of  the  Province,  as  we  are  of  your  Ease  in  the  Adminis- 
tration, and  of  your  Ample  and  Honourable  Support. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Cushing,  Mr.  Williams,  Mr.  Wright,  Mr.  Hall, 
Capt.  Aldin,  Capt.  Freeman,  Mr.  Hale  and  Mr.  Milburry,  be  a  Committee 
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to  project  some  proper  ways  or  means  to  obtain  a  Supply  of  what  may  be 
necessary  for  the  Agents  of  this  House,  to  inable  them  to  manage  their  Affairs 
betrusted  them  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain. 

Meletiah  Bourn  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Isaac  Barker,  as  entred 
the  22d  Current,  passed  on  in  Council,  viz.  In  Council  August  29th.  1729. 
Read  again,  together  with  the  Answer  of  Isaac  Little  Esq;  and  the  same  being 
duly  considered,  Ordered,  That  this  Petition  be  dismiss'd.  Sent  down  for 
Concurrence.  And  after  the  House  had  had  some  considerable  Debate  thereon, 
the  Parties  being  fully  heard,  the  Question  was  put.  Whether  the  House  would 
Concur  with  the  Honourable  Board  in  dismissing  the  Petition?  It  passed  in 
the  Negative.  And  then  the  Question  was  put,  Whether  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition 
be  granted?     It  pass'd  in  the  Negative. 

Then  the  House  Adjourned  to  Monday  next,  Four  a  Clock  Afternoon.

His  Excellency's  Message  of  yesterday  is  as  follows. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

IT  is  not  with  so  vain  a  Hope  as  to  convince  you,  that  I  take  the  Trouble 
to  answer  your  Messages,  but,  if  possible,  to  open  the  Eyes  of  those  deluded 
People  whom  you  represent,  and  whom  you  are  at  so  much  Pains  to  keep  in 
Ignorance  of  the  true  state  of  their  Affairs.  I  need  not  go  further  for  an 
undeniable  Proof  of  this  Endeavour  to  blind  them,  than  your  ordering  the 
Letter  of  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher  of  the  yth  of  June  last  to  your  Speaker 
to  be  published.  This  Letter  is  said  (in  Page  i.  of  your  Votes)  to  inclose  a 
Copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council, 
with  His  Majesty's  Approbation  and  Order  thereon  in  Council;  Yet  these  Gentle- 
men had  at  the  same  time  the  unparallel'd  Presumption  to  write  to  the  Speaker 
in  this  manner;  You'l  observe  by  the  Conclusion,  what  is  proposed  to  be  the  Conse- 
quence of  your  not  complying  with  His  Majesty's  Instruction  {the  whole  matter 
to  be  laid  before  the  Parliament)  it  is  very  unlikely  ever  to  be  the  Case. 

That  Conclusion,  which  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  take  into  Consideration, 
and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council  to  approve  of,  and  to  Order 
that  One  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary's  of  State  should  receive  the  Pleasure 
of  the  Crown  thereupon,  is  in  the  Opinion  of  these  Gentlemen,  very  unlikely 
ever  to  be  the  Case.     If  this  was  a  false  and  scandalous  Suggestion  in  their  Letter, 
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it  becomes  a  Libel  when  it  is  published,  and  you  have  Rea-[  70  ]son  to  fear 
that  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  who  have  always  supported 
and  maintained  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Crown  against  all  that  have 
treated  it  unworthily,  will  be  highly  offended  at  those  who  have  published  and 
dispersed  such  a  Libel,  in  Order  to  turn  away  the  Minds  of  this  People  from 
their  dutiful  Respect  to  the  Crown,  and  make  them  hearken  to  the  groundless 
Insinuations  of  Francis  Wilks  and  Jonathan  Belcher,  in  contradiction  to  the 
Royal  Word. 

Your  Message  of  the  30th  of  August  is  all  drawn  up  with  the  same  design 
of  concealing  the  Truth  from  the  People,  and  putting  every  thing  in  such  a 
Disguise  as  they  cannot  easily  see  through;  To  this  Effect  you  say,  that  the 
Settlement  of  the  Civil  List,  which  I  refer  to,  is  not  a  parallel  Case,  with  settling 
my  Salary  during  my  Administration;  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  make 
that  Settlement  upon  our  most  Gracious  King,  whose  Interest  and  that  of  His 
Posterity  are  inseperable  from  the  People,  which  is  not  the  Case  with  me.  You 
should  have  said,  to  make  your  Argument  prove  any  thing.  Which  is  not  the 
Case  with  His  Majesty  and  this  People;  For  it  is  not  I  that  demand  a  Salary, 
but  His  Majesty  Himself,  and  it  is  not  to  me  that  it  can  be  legally  granted, 
but  only  to  His  Majesty  for  the  Use  of  His  Governour;  And  if  you  thought 
His  Majesty's  Interest  as  inseparable  from  the  Interest  of  this  People,  as  you 
allow  it  is  from  the  Interest  of  the  People  of  Great  Britain,  you  must  have  owned 
that  the  Case  was  parallel  with  the  settlement  of  the  Civil  List;  For  though  His 
Majesty  demands  the  Salary  during  my  Administration,  yet  that  is  a  Term 
wholly  in  His  own  Breast,  and  what  you  mention  that  my  private  Interest  is 
highly  and  apparently  concerned  in  it,  is  nothing  to  the  Point,  if  you  had  that 
Confidence  which  you  ought  to  have  in  His  Majesty,  that  He  will  remove  me 
when  I  deserve  it. 

You  say  further,  that  this  Settlement  is  done  by  the  Parliaments  free  Will  and 
Assent,  without  which  neither  they  nor  any  other  Englishmen,  who  have  the  pozver 
of  Granting  Money  ought  by  Magna  Charta  to  do  it.  Here  again  you  would 
seem  to  prove  something  when  really  you  prove  nothing;  does  doing  a  thing 
with  free  will  and  assent  prove  that  it  is  no  duty.''  It  only  proves  what  no  body 
can  deny,  that  our  Duty  ought  to  be  done  with  our  free  will  and  assent.  And 
that  you  may  know  that  this  is  the  Sense  of  His  Majesty  and  the  first  Parliament 
in  his  Reign  upon  this  matter,  I  will  set  down  the  very  Words  of  his  Speech 
and  of  their  Address  in  Answer  to  it.  His  Majesty's  Words  are;  Gentlemen 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  You  know  very  well  that  the  Grant  of  the  Greatest  part 
of  the  Civil  List  Revenues  is  now  determined,  and  that  it  is  necessary  for  you  to 
make  a  new  provision  for  the  Support  of  me  and  my  Family.  The  Answer  of 
the  House  of  Commons  Ends  with  these  Words,  That  your  Majesty's  Crown 
may  sit  with  Ease  and  Glory  on  your  Head,  we  think  our  selves  indespensibly 
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Obliged  to  assure  your  Majesty  that  we  will  provide  such  a  Revenue  as  may  be 
sufficient  to  support  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Crozvn  in  its  proper  and  full 
Lustre.  And  in  the  Act  passed  by  that  Parliament  for  this  Purpose,  Intitled, 
An  Act  for  the  better  Support  of  His  Majesty's  Houshold  and  of  the  Honour  and 
Dignity  of  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  there  are  these  words;  Now  we  Your 
Majesty's  most  Dutiful  and  Loyal  Subjects  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain  in 
Parliament  Assembled,  being  desirous  that  a  Competent  Revenue  for  defraying 
the  expences  of  Your  Majesty's  Civil  Government,  and  better  Supporting  the  Dignity 
of  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  during  your  Life  {which  [  71  ]  God  long  preserve) 
may  he  settled  on  Your  Majesty,  and  that  Your  Majesty  may  be  enabled  to  make 
an  Honourable  Provision  for  your  Royal  Family,  as  a  Testimony  of  our  Unfeigned 
Affection  to  your  sacred  Person,  of  whose  great  goodness  and  Princely  Qualifications, 
we  have  had  very  many  Testimony's,  and  by  whose  happy  Accession  to  the  Throne, 
Your  Majesty's  Subjects  have  a  prospect  that  the  Religion  Laws  and  Liberty's 
of  this  Realm  be  Continued,  and  that  they  your  said  Subjects  and  their  Posterity 
may  through  the  Divine  Goodness  enjoy  a  Long  Tranquility  under  your  Majesty's 
Auspicious  Reign,  have  therefore  freely  and  unanimously  Resolved  to  Give  and 
Grant  and  do  by  this  Act  give  to  you  our  most  Gracious  Sovereig?i  Lord  King  George 
the  Second,  the  several  Rates  Dutys  Impositions  and  Charges  herein  after  mentioned 
during  Your  Majesty's  Life. 

I  have  made  so  full  a  Recital  to  shew  how  lamely  and  partially  you  have 
represented  the  Proceedings  of  Parliament,  and  to  make  the  People  see  that 
Settling  the  Civil  List  at  Home  has  been  recommended  by  the  Crown  as  necessary 
for  the  Commons  to  do,  owned  by  the  Commons  as  an  indispensable  Obligation, 
and  proved  to  be  so  by  the  weighty  Reasons  given  for  it  in  the  Preamble  of  the 
Act,  and  yet  freely  and  unanimously  granted;  and  if  you  were  as  desirous 
here  as  they  were  in  Great  Britain,  that  a  Competent  Revenue  for  defreying  the 
Expences  of  His  Majesty's  Civil  Government  and  better  Supporting  the  Dignity 
of  the  Crown  in  this  Province  should  be  settled,  if  you  had  the  same  Affection 
with  them  to  His  Majesty's  Sacred  Person,  the  same  prospect  that  by  his  Accession 
to  the  Throne  the  Religion,  Laws  and  Libertys  of  this  Province  will  be  contintied, 
and  that  you  will  enjoy  a  long  Tranquility  under  his  Auspicious  Reign,  there 
could  be  no  Reason  shewn,  why  you  should  not  freely  and  Unanimously  grant 
Rates  Dutys  and  Impositions  for  the  same  end  as  they  have  done. 

You  Complain  of  Hardships  brought  or  threatned  from  me  to  Compel  you  to 
a  Compliance,  but  you  carefully  avoid  taking  any  notice  of  the  Hardships  brought 
and  threatned  by  you  to  Governour  Shute  to  compel  him  to  a  Complyance,  of 
which  I  Reminded  you  in  my  last  Message;  to  whom  you  refused  any  Allowance 
till  he  passed  all  that  was  laid  before  him,  nor  do  you  think  fit  to  mention 
your  like  Methods  to  compel  Governour  Dummer  to  a  Commpliance.  If  you 
have  made  a  practice  of  Compelling  former  Governours,  and  have  refused  to 
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do  me  Justice,  am  I  not  obliged  to  exert  my  legal  Authority  in  defending  the 
Rights  of  the  Crown  entrusted  to  my  Care  from  the  Invasions  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives;  which  is  all  that  I  am  conscious  of  having  done. 

You  add,  How  Insignificant  the  other  Branches  0}  the  Legislature  here  must 
be,  if  an  Instruction  to  a  Governour  must  be  a  Rule  to  the  General  Court.  It  is 
not  because  that  it  is  an  Instruction  that  it  must  be  a  Rule,  but  because  it  is 
Just  and  Right,  that  it  must  be  a  Rule.  And  His  Majesty  has  therefore  declared 
that  if  you  do  not  Comply,  it  shall  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  of  Great 
Britain,  who  will  Judge  whether  this  Instruction  contained  any  thing  but 
what  was  Just  and  Right,  and  if  so,  whether  you  have  not  acted  against  Right 
and  Justice  in  refusing  it:  And  though  you  are  very  fond  of  comparing  your 
selves  with  that  August  Body,  when  you  speak  of  your  own  Powers,  I  must 
Remind  you  that  you  are  subordinate  to  them,  and  Accountable  to  them  for 
your  Actions.  [  72  ] 

Your  next  Assertion  is.  That  I  act  as  if  I  was  at  Liberty  to  raise  Money  as  I 
please  for  my  own  private  Use,  This  is  so  groundless  and  unjust  an  Aspersion, 
that  tho'  your  Treatment  of  me  has  not  deserved  any  Justification  to  you  on 
my  Part,  yet  to  prevent  the  Delusion  that  the  Publick  may  be  under  upon  it, 
I  will  explain  it  fully. 

You  cannot  pretend  that  ever  I  raised  any  other  Money  for  my  private  Use, 
Except  by  Fees  taken  for  Lett-Passes  and  for  Registers;  Now  to  shew  how 
little  Truth  there  is  in  your  Assertion  That  I  raise  this  Money  as  I  please.  These 
Lett-Passes  are  established  by  a  Law  of  this  Province  in  the  4th  Year  of  King 
William  and  Queen  Mary  for  Regulating  Fees,  wherein,  among  the  Secretary's 
Fees,  is  to  be  found,  A  Pass  or  Sea-Brief,  three  Shillings,  which  at  that  Time 
was  worth  as  much  Silver  as  nine  Shillings  as  the  Money  now  is. 

Registers  are  established  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  no  Fee  ascertained  for 
them,  though  Governours  are  under  the  Penalty  of  a  Thousand  Pounds,  and 
loss  of  their  Government  to  see  the  Laws  of  Trade  observed.  There  are  no 
Fees  given  the  Governour  by  any  Law  of  this  Province  for  any  Service  what- 
soever, and  yet  by  natural  Justice  and  Equity  a  Quantum  meruit  is  due  for 
every  Service  to  be  done;  And  accordingly  former  Governours  have  taken 
six  Shillings  for  a  Register,  of  which  I  never  heard  that  there  was  any  Complaint, 
and  yet  this  Fee  when  first  taken,  was  as  valuable  as  Twenty  Shillings  now  is, 
which  is  all  that  I  take  for  them. 

And  as  to  Lett-Passes,  the  Fee  of  Twelve  Shillings  which  I  take  for  long 
Voyages  and  four  Shillings  for  Coasters,  brought  upon  an  Average  is  less  than 
the  Secretary's  Fee  for  them  established  by  Law  is  worth  at  this  Time. 

But  so  far  was  I  from  taking  what  I  pleased  on  these  Heads,  that  I  confined 
my  self  exactly  as  to  both  to  the  Fees  settled  at  New- York  by  Ordinance  of 
the  Governour  and  Council,  allowing  for  the  difference  of  Exchange  between 
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the  Provinces;  And  so  far  is  this  from  Money  raised  at  my  Pleasure,  that 
there  is  none  of  the  King's  Governours  in  America  that  I  have  heard  of,  who 
have  not  Fees  for  the  same  two  Articles  and  none  less  than  mine,  and  most 
of  them  much  larger. 

This  is  the  true  State  of  a  Matter  complained  of  to  you  by  a  few  only  of 
the  Merchants,  who,  except  two  or  three,  are  far  from  considerable,  and  upon 
which  you  have  made  a  Complaint  to  His  Majesty  without  sending  me  a  Copy 
of  it,  I  suppose,  for  fear  that  I  should  discover  all  the  Misrepresentations  in  it. 
And  here  I  cannot  but  wonder  at  your  Readiness  to  accuse  me  of  Treating 
the  Assembly  with  a  Course  of  Harshness  and  Severity,  when  you  have  taken 
upon  you  to  treat  me  in  so  indecent  a  manner  as  in  Page  29  of  your  Votes  to 
call  my  Government  a  Mai-Administration  even  after  that  you  knew  that 
all  my  former  Conduct  had  been  Approved  by  the  Crown.  Whatever  might 
be  your  Opinion  of  my  Proceedings,  it  did  not  become  you  to  make  your  selves 
Judges  as  well  as  Parties,  by  Condemning  them  before  they  had  been  heard 
and  judged  by  our  Superiours. 

Your  Observation  upon  that  part  of  the  Royal  Order  which  I  had  recited  [  73  ] 
to  shew  that  you  don't  act  according  to  the  Trust  reposed  in  you  in  the  Support 
of  Government  is  very  extraordinary;  You  say  that  it  seems  to  be  founded  0 
the  Supposition  that  altho'  the  last  Assembly  had  given  a  sufficient  Sum,  yet  that 
this  and  succeeding  Assemblies  would  not.  Where  this  Supposition  is  to  be  met 
with  in  the  Ropal  Order  I  confess  I  cannot  see.  This  part  of  the  Royal  Order 
must  be  founded  on  what  immediately  proceeds,  wherein  the  Lords  report  that 
it  appeared  that  the  Point  contended  for  was  to  bring  the  Governour  appointed 
by  His  Majesty  over  them  to  a  dependence  upon  their  good  Will  for  his  Subsistence, 
which  would  manifestly  tend  to  the  lessening  of  his  Authority  and  consequently 
of  that  Dependence  which  this  Colony  ought  to  have  upon  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain, 
by  bringing  the  whole  Legislative  Power  into  the  Hands  of  the  People;  And  there- 
fore in  the  next  Paragraph  the  Words  due  Provision  for  the  Support  of  His 
Majesty's  Governour  must  be  taken  to  mean  such  a  Provision  as  does  not  leave 
him  dependent  on  the  Good  Will  of  the  Representatives  from  time  to  time; 
Which  would  still  be  the  Case,  tho'  you  and  other  Assemblies  should  make 
such  Offers. 

You  go  on  and  say  that  this  Assembly  has  now  done  it,  and  you  doubt  not  but 
others  will,  which  if  they  do  from  time  to  time  they  answer  their  Trust,  the  Manner 
being  left  to  the  Discretion  of  the  General  Court. 

It  is  the  Manner  of  Doing  it  which  the  Lords  assert  to  be  contrary  to  the 
Intent  of  the  Charter;  But  you  have  lately  given  an  uncontestible  Proof  that 
you  do  not  design  to  make  any  Sum  a  Rule  for  other  Assemblys  by  Non-con- 
curring the  Councils  Amendment  to  your  Resolve  about  it,  in  which  they 
would  have  had  it  declared  that  the  second  Three  Thousand  Pounds  was  for 
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this  present  Year.  Here  you  found  your  selves  obliged  to  throw  off  the 
Disguise,  and  refuse  to  make  any  such  Explanation;  By  which  you  shew  to 
all  the  World  that  you  mean  these  Offers  no  other  ways  than  as  Temptations 
to  me  to  give  up  His  Alajesty's  Instructions;  But  the  Use  you  make  of  keeping 
these  temporary  Allowances  in  your  Power  from  six  Months  to  six  Months 
appears  by  the  Injustice  you  have  done  to  the  Judges  and  the  Secretary,  who 
have  now  served  fourteen  Months  without  any  Allowance,  which  you  know 
best,  if  it  is  not  owing  to  their  shewing,  what  you  think,  too  great  a  Regard 
to  His  Majesty's  Service. 

In  Answer  to  my  Charge  about  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  you  offer,  that  the 
General  Resolve  for  the  Supply  oj  the  particular  Orders  of  the  Court  in  allowing 
Accompts  subsequent  thereon,  are  fully  comprehended  and  fully  intended  in  the 
fVord  Acts  mentioned  in  the  Charter. 

When  such  Language  comes  before  a  Parliament  who  know  the  difference 
of  a  Resolve  and  an  Act,  and  that  nothing  can  be  an  Act  without  Enacting 
Words,  it  must  appear  very  surprizing  to  them,  especially  when  several  particular 
Orders  or  Accompts  are  likewise  called  Acts;  Which  Kind  of  particular  Accompts 
were  never  brought  into  Parliament  to  be  pass'd  there  before  the  Treasury 
can  issue  Money  upon  them;  So  that  they  will  be  perfectly  sensible  of  the 
unjust  Diffidence  which  you  shew  of  the  Governour  and  Council,  when  you 
would  deprive  them  of  this  Right  which  they  have  by  the  Charter.  But  nothing 
shews  the  weakness  of  your  Cause  more  than  the  Necessity  you  find  your 
selves  in  to  conceal  some  Words  of  [  74  ]  the  Charter  to  shew  that  this  Method 
cannot  in  the  least  Measure  tend  to  prevent  an  Opportunity  to  His  Majesty  to 
disallow  such  Acts  any  more  than  if  they  had  all  the  Formality  of  a  Law,  for  all 
Orders  as  well  as  Laws  Statutes  and  Ordinances  that  pass  the  three  Branches  of 
the  Legislature  are  to  be  transmitted  to  His  Majesty  for  Approbation  or  Disallowance. 
I  would  gladly  know  why  you  have  suppressed  the  Words,  under  the  publick 
Seal,  which  I  recited  to  you  in  my  last  Message  when  it  is  considered  that  by 
the  Charter  they  are  to  be  transmitted  under  the  publick  Seal  to  His  Majesty 
for  Approbation  or  Disallowance,  the  Absurdity  of  the  present  Method  plainly 
appears;  For  was  it  ever  practiced  or  thought  on  to  send  these  Resolves  or 
Orders  or  particular  Accompts  Home  under  the  publick  Seal,  or  if  they  were 
how  could  paying  Money  on  particular  Orders  be  justified  before  His  Majesty's 
Approbation  could  be  had,  or  the  three  Years  expressed  for  Disallowance 
elapsed,  so  that  at  once  here  appears  nothing  but  Inconsistency. 

I  must  however  allow  that  you  have  just  Reason  to  blame  me  for  understanding 
and  Practicing  in  this  Mannner  in  your  Favour,  But  if  you  consider  that  it  was 
in  the  Beginning  of  my  Government,  before  I  had  Time  to  inform  my  self 
of  the  publick  Affairs,  I  hope  you  will  think  me  excusable,  especially  since  I 
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am  ready  to  assure  you,  that  you  shall  never  have  another  Occasion  to  reproach 
me  with  any  such  Compliance. 

It  is  a  ver>'  low  Distinction,  by  which  you  would  observe  that  it  is  not  said, 
that  Her  Majesty  or  the  Privy  Council  or  the  Committee  apprehended  the  former 
Ofer  was  only  made  to  tempt  me,  but  barely  that  it  was  so  apprehended;  as  if 
these  Words  //  was  so  apprehended  could  there  relate  to  any  other  Persons,  but 
to  those  that  were  then  speaking,  who  were  the  Committee  of  Council,  and  what 
they  said  afterwards  approved  by  Her  Majesty  and  the  Privy  Council. 

As  to  your  Intreaties  to  me  to  compassionate  the  ruinous  Circumstances  of 
this  People,  I  can  very  sincerely  return  them  to  your  selves  and  observe  your 
Endeavours  to  make  the  publick  Affairs  so  difficult  and  troublesome  to  me 
to  transact,  when  I  am  tyed  up  by  my  Instructions  on  one  Hand  and  meet 
with  nothing  but  Contradiction  and  111  Usage  from  you  on  the  other. 

But  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  remember  who  made  this  Province  that  was 
once  flourishing  to  decline  so  much;  Even  they  who  have  ruined  the  Credit 
of  it  by  making  a  deluge  of  Paper  Currency,  which  your  very  Petitioners  among 
the  Merchants  will  maintain.  By  this  Means  those  who  lend  Money  lose 
more  than  their  Interest  every  Year,  and  those  who  have  none  may  get  Money 
by  borrowing  only. 

When  you  follow  better  Maxims  and  consent  to  put  the  publick  Affairs 
upon  the  real  Foot  of  the  Charter  and  of  Magna  Charta  then  the  Province 
may  again  flourish,  but  till  then  you  have  nothing  to  expect  but  the  Displeasure 
of  the  Legislature  of  Great  Britain;  And  that  you  may  not  be  deceived  by 
the  idle  Surmises  of  your  Agents,  I  will  give  you  an  Account  at  Length  of  what 
was  done  by  that  Legislature  to  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  in  the  Sixth  Year 
of  the  late  King  by  an  Act  for  the  better  securing  the  De-[  75  ][pen]dency  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Ireland  upon  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain;  Which  Act  is  at  Length 
as  follows. 

"X"^  THereas  the  House  of  Lords  of  Irelajid  have  of  late,  against  Law, 
"  W  "assumed  to  themselves  a  Power  of  Jurisdiction  to  Examine,  Correct 
"and  amend  the  Judgments  and  Decrees  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  the  Kingdom 
"of  Ireland;  Therefore  for  the  better  securing  of  the  Dependency  of  Ireland 
"upon  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  May  it  please  Your  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
"That  it  may  be  declared;  and  be  it  declared  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent 
"Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
"Temporal  and  Commons  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
"Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  said  Kingdom  of  Ireland  hath  been,  is,  and 
"ought  to  be  subordinate  unto  and  dependent  upon  the  Imperial  Crown  of 
"Great  Britain,  as  being  inseperably  united  and  Annexed  thereunto;    and  that 
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"the  King's  Majesty  by  and  with  tlie  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
"and  Temporal  and  Commons  of  Great  Britain  in  Parliament  Assembled, 
"had,  hath,  and  of  Right  ought  to  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  make 
"Laws  and  Statutes  of  sufficient  Force  and  Validity  to  bind  the  Kingdom 
"and  People  of  Ireland. 

"And  be  it  further  Declared  and  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That 
"the  House  of  Lords  in  Ireland  have  not,  nor  ought  to  have  any  Jurisdiction 
"to  judge  of  Affairs,  or  to  Reverse  any  Judgment  Sentence  or  Decree  given 
"or  made  in  any  Court  within  the  said  Kingdom:  And  that  all  Proceedings 
"before  the  said  House  of  Lords  upon  any  such  Judgment  Sentence  or  Decree 
"are,  and  are  hereby  Declared  to  be,  utterly  Null  and  Void,  to  all  Intents 
"and  Purposes  whatsoever.

of  the  Loan  Money,  Income  of  the  Light  House,  l^c.  and  Mr.  Gushing,  Mr. 
Lynde,  A^Iajor  Chandler,  Mr.  Saltonstall  and  Mr.  Lemmon  be  a  Committee  to 
prepare  a  Bill  accordingly.  [  76  ] 

Voted,  that  Col.  Pain,  Mr.  Shove,  Mr.  ^hite,  Mr.  Mason,  Mr.  Ghurch  and 
Mr.  Almy  have  leave  to  be  absent  next  week. 

Charles  Chambers  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Robert  Auchmuty 
Esq;  and  James  Read,  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  Rest  of  the  Propri- 
tors  of  Londonderry,  l^c.  with  a  Report  of  a  Committee  of  both  Houses  thereon, 
passed  on  in  Council,  viz.

And  whereas  it  is  of  great  Consequence  to  the  Peace  of  the 
two  Provinces  that  the  said  Line  be  speedily  settled;  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Agent 
Dummer  be  directed  to  sollicit  the  Settlement  of  the  said  Line  without  delay, 
and  that  Instructions  be  prepared  accordingly.

George;  And  they  have  and  always  will  seek  the  true  Interest  and  Welfare 
of  this  Province. 

It  is  wonderful  to  this  House,  that  you  should  argue  so  much  from  the  Settle- 
ment of  the  Civil  List  for  the  fixing  your  Salary,  when  there  is  so  great  and

Provided 
always  That  the  several  Drafts  made  upon  the  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  express 
and  declare  out  of  which  of  the  two  several  Sums  aforementioned  the  Money 
is  to  be  paid,  and  the  said  Bills  shall  pass  out  of  the  Treasury  at  the  Value 
therein  expressed,  equivolent  to  Money,  and  shall  be  so  taken  and  accepted 
in  all  publick  Payments;  and  the  Duties  of  Impost  and  Excise,  together  with 
all  other  Incomes,  shall  be  a  Fund  and  Security  for  the  Payment  and  drawing 
in  the  said  Bills  into  the  Treasury  again,  so  far  as  the  same  will  reach.  And

of  Assize  and  General  Goal  Delivery  to  be  holden  at  Cainbridge,  within  and 
for  the  County  of  Middlesex,  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  July  last  past;  when  and 
where  after  both  Parties  were  heard,  the  temporary  Writ  of  Mandamus  by 
that  Courts  Order  was  made  final  and  Peremptory,  &  the  aforesaid  Committee 
required  to  erect  the  Meeting-House  without  delay  at  the  Place  aforesaid, 
pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court;  The  Materials  to  be  removed, 
and  the  determination  respecting  the  Scituation  of  the  Meeting-House  to  be 
Recorded  as  above.  This  House  cannot  but  apprehend  the  proceedings  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature,  Court  of  Assize  and  General 
Goal  Delivery  in  this  Affair,  to  be  very  extraordinary,  and  not  warranted  by 
Law.  And  in  this  Opinion  we  are  the  rather  confirmed,  for  that  by  a  Law 
of  this  Province,  Intitled,  An  Act  Prescribing  Forms  of  Writs  in  Civil  Causes, 
made  and  passed  in  the  13th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  the  late  King  William;  it 
is  Enacted  that  all  Civil  Actions  other  then  such  as  are  Cognizable  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall  be  Originally  heard  and  Tried  in  an  Inferiour  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  excepting  in  Suits  where  the  King  is  concerned. 

Furthermore,  the  Act  for  establishing  a  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature, 
Court  of  Assize  and  General  Goal  Delivery,  past  the  nth  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  King  William,  setting  forth  the  Constitution  and  Power  of  that  Court, 
Enacts,  that  Civil  Causes  and  Actions  between  Party  and  Party,  be  brought 
before  that  Court,  by  Appeal,  Review,  Writ  of  Error,  or  otherwise  as  the  Law 
directs,  and  the  Subsequent  Paragraph  in  Hac  Verba,  and  Generally  of  all 
other  Matters  as  fully  and  amply  to  all  Intents  &  Purposes  whatsoever,  as 
the  Courts  of  King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas  and  Exchequer  within  His  Majesty's 
Kingdom  of  England,  have  or  ought  to  have,  does  not  Warrant  and  Impower 
the  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature  to  Issue  out  Writs  of  Mandamus,  for  the 
bringing   forward,   hearing   and   determining   Civil    Causes   or  Actions   before 
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that  Judicature:  For  tho'  the  Courts  of  Kings  Bench,  isfc.  by  Usage  and  Custom, 
may  be  well  in  the  Practice  of  such  proceedings,  yet  the  method  for  Trials 
here  being  assertained  by  a  Law  of  this  Province  which  plainly  and  expresly 
ordains,  that  all  Civil  Actions,  except  as  before  excepted,  shall  be  Originally 
heard  in  the  Infcriour  Courts,  from  whose  Judgment  Appeals  lie  to  the  Supcriour 
Courts;  The  case  of  Maiden  not  being  a  Case  excepted  in  the  aforesaid  Law, 
as  also  not  being  brought  before  the  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature,  iffc,  cither 
by  Appeal,  Review,  or  Writ  of  Error;  the  aforesaid  Writ  of  Mandamus  cannot 
be  supported  by  any  Law  of  this  Province,  but  seems  to  be  in  opposition  thereto: 
We  therefore  think  it  incumbent  on  this  Court  to  signify  their  disapprobation 
of  such  a  practice,  or  being  any  ways  countenanced;  left  in  a  short  time  the 
Courts  established  here  assume  to  themselves  Powers  in  prejudice  of  the  Rights, 
Properties  and  [  90  ]  Estates  of  his  Majesty's  good  Subjects  within  this  Juris- 
diction, and  the  known  and  well  approved  way  of  Trials  by  Virdict  of  Jurors, 
in  a  great  Measure  rendred  useless.  For  prevention  whereof,  the  aforesaid 
Writ  of  Mandamus,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Justices  had  thereon,  be  by 
the  Authority  of  this  Great  and  General  Court,  and  hereby  are  declared  to 
be  set  aside  and  made  Null  and  Void  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  whatsoever.

in  Chief,  the  said  Instruction  recommending  the  passing  of  Acts  to  establish 
a  fixed  and  Honourable  Salary  for  the  Supporting  and  Maintaining  the  Dignity 
of  His  Majesty's  Governour  and  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being: 
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Now  by  Commander  in  Chief  can  be  understood  no  other  Person  than  the  Lieutenant 
Governour. 

Besides,  the  Reason  assigned  by  His  Majesty  for  having  such  a  Salary  fixed, 
does  equally  relate  to  the  Lieutenant  Governour  when  Commander  in  Chief,  as 
to  the  Governour.  viz.  That  the  Assembly  had  from  time  to  time  made  them 
such  allowances,  and  in  such  Proportions  as  they  themselves  have  thought 
the  Governour  had  deserved,  in  order  thereby  to  make  the  said  Governour 
more  dependant  on  them.  Wherefore  the  Government  of  this  Province,  with 
His  Majesty's  said  Instruction  being  devolved  upon  me,  I  look  upon  my  self  to 
be  now  under  the  same  Obligation  to  insist  upon  the  said  Instruction,  and  do  once 
more  move  you  to  a  Comply ance  therewith,  from  a  Sense  of  my  Duty  to  His  Majesty, 
and  in  tender  Regard  to  the  Welfare  and  Prosperity  of  this  Province.

Whereas  this  Summer  past,  several  Ships  or  Vessels  have  Arrived  from 
Ireland,  in  the  Sea-Port  Towns  within  this  Province,  most  of  which  Vessels 
Transport  a  number  of  Passengers,  several  of  whom  are  frequently  Infected 
with  Feavers  &  other  Infectious  Distempers;  notwithstanding  which  they 
send  on  Shore  their  Passengers,  by  which  means  the  Infection  hath  been  brought 
among  the  Inhabitants  here,  and  Death  ensued:  And  this  Week  a  Ship  arrived 
in  the  Harbour  of  Boston,  in  which  were  many  Passengers,  and  several  of  them 
during  the  Passage  were  taken  sick  of  the  Small-Pox,  some  of  whom  died  on 
Board;  yet  the  Master  was  so  hardy  as  to  bring  up  the  Ship  into  the  Harbour 
at  Boston,  and  set  his  Passengers  on  Shore,  who  have  scattered  themselves 
throughout  the  Country  Towns  to  the  great  Hazzard  and  Danger  of  the  Lives 
of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  here,  as  well  as  grievous  Loss  and  Damage 
of  the  Province  otherways.  Wherefore  for  the  Prevention  of  future  Danger 
on  this  Head,  Voted,  That  his  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  be  desired 
to  send  his  Orders  to  Castle  William,  directing  the  Commanding  Officer  there, 
to  take  Care  that  all  Vessels  coming  from  Ireland  be  not  suffered  to  pass  the 
Castle,  but  dispatched  to  [  94  ]  Spectacle-Island,  and  not  allow'd  to  come  up 
to  Town,  or  any  of  the  Seamen  or  Passengers  on  any  Pretence  whatsoever, 
permitted  to  come  to  Boston,  or  any  other  Town,  Village  or  Precinct  within 
this  Province;  or  that  any  of  the  Goods  or  Merchandize  on  Board  any  Ship 
or  Vessel  coming  from  Ireland,  landed  in  any  Town  until  leave  first  had  and 
obtained  from  the  Select-Men  of  the  said  Towns.  And  that  the  commanding 
Officer  at  Castle-William  be  further  directed  upon  Receipt  of  this  Order,  to 
notify  the  Master  of  the  Light-House  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Harbour  of  Boston, 
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who  is  also  directed  to  use  his  utmost  Care  to  enquire  of  all  Vessels  inward 
bound,  and  acquaint  all  Vessels  coming  from  Ireland  of  this  Order,  that  they 
exactly  conform  thereto.  And  whereas  the  Passengers  that  are  in  the  Ship 
infected  with  the  Small-Pox,  have  presumed  to  disperse  into  many  of  the  Towns 
within  this  Province,  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  directed  and 
impowered  to  issue  out  Warrants  in  Search  of  all  such  Persons,  and  cause 
them  to  be  convented  before  them,  and  upon  Proof  made  of  their  being  such 
Passengers,  forthwith  to  send  them  or  cause  them  to  be  sent  to  the  Hospital 
on  Spectacle-Island  in  the  Harbour  of  Boston,  there  to  remain  and  not  allowed 
to  come  off  without  leave  from  this  Court. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
Voted,  That  the  following  Message  be  sent  to  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant 
Governour,  in  Answer  to  His  Honour's  Message  brought  down  this  Morning 
by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

May  it  please  Your  Honour, 

THe   House   Reading   and    Considering   Your  Honour's   Message   of   this 
Day,  in  Faithfulness  to  our  Country  assure  You,  That  this  House  cannot 
pass  an  Act  for  fixing  a  Salary  on  Your  Honour,  conformable  to  His  Majesty's 
23d  Instruction  as  it  now  stands,  for  the  Reasons  heretofore  given. 
In  the  House  of  Representatives, 
September  20.  1729. 

Charles  Chambers  Esq;  brought  down  the  following  Message  from  the  Hon- 
ourable Board,  viz.  In  Council,  September  19.  1729.  The  Board  taking  into 
Consideration  a  Message  of  the  Honourable  House,  in  Answer  to  a  Message 
of  the  Council  on  the  Affair  of  Maiden  Meeting-House,  and  a  Writ  of  Mandamus 
issued  by  the  Justices  of  the  Superiour  Court,  cannot  but  observe  how  indus- 
triously the  Order  of  the  General  Court,  appointing  the  New  Meeting-House 
of  the  said  Town  to  be  placed  where  it  is  now  erected,  and  also  for  Recording 
the  Order  of  the  Court  for  that  purpose  in  the  Town-Book  of  Maiden  is  concealed, 
when  the  said  Order  was  the  Foundation  of  the  Mandamus  of  the  Justices; 
and  likewise  the  Reason  assigned  by  the  Board  in  their  Message;  and  the 
Board  justly  expected  that  the  House  would  have  had  an  equal  concern  for 
supporting  the  Honour  and  Authority  of  this  Court,  and  have  therefore  joyned 
with  them  in  directing  and  incouraging  the  People  of  Maiden  to  go  on  and 
finish  their  New  Meeting-House  where  it  is  now  begun.  And  the  Board  cannot 
but  look  upon  it  as  a  very  extraordinary  and  unwarrantable  Proceeding,  and 
of  dangerous  Consequence,  for  the  House  to  declare  their  Opinion,  that  the 
Maiden  Committee  or  any  other  Persons,  are  no  ways  obliged  to  follow  [  95  ] 
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the  Orders  and  Determinations  of  the  Justices  of  the  Superiour  Court  in  the 
aforesaid  Writ  of  Mandamus.  And  it  seems  very  strange  to  the  Board,  that 
when  the  Mandapius  of  the  Justices  was  designed  only  to  enforce  Obedience 
to  an  Order  of  the  General  Court,  that  the  House  should  suggest  that  the 
Persons  concerned  were  at  their  Liberty,  and  thereby  encourage  their  Dis- 
obedience to  an  Order  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  this 
Province. 

Then  the  House  Adjourned  to  Monday  next.  Four  a  Clock  Afternoon.

of  Representatives;  nor  can  the  Board  allow  what  the  House  in  their  Message 
affirm,  "  That  when  the  publick  Business  of  the  Province  is  under  Consideration, 
"it  ought  to  be  discussed  by  a  greater  Number  of  the  Council  {than  usually  attend) " 
before  any  Determination;  since  by  the  Charter,  if  a  Quorum  of  the  Council  be 
present  at  the  passing  of  any  Act  Law  or  Order,  it  is  as  Valid  in  the  Law  as  if  the 
Board  are  full.

How  pernicious  such  a  Method  in  time  may  prove,  is  not  hard  to  say;  and 
the  Way  and  Method  the  Treasury  hath  been  for  many  Years  past  supplied 
in,  is  conformable  to  the  Charter,  and  the  publick  Debts  duly  discharged,  to 
the  Ease  and  Quiet  of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects:  And  the  House  cannot  but 
now  declare,  if  the  Honourable  Board  should  not  see  good  to  concur  with  the 
House  in  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  as  drafted  by  them,  and  so  the  publick 
Debts  (which  they  are  deeply  concerned  should  be  forthwith  discharged)  be  not 
duly  paid,  they  cannot  suppose  that  any  Blame  can  be  justly  imputed  to  them.

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  this  Morning  to  prepare  a  Reply 
for  this  House  to  make  to  the  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board  of  the  20th 
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Instant,  made  Report,  which  was  Read  and  accepted  and  is  as  follows,  viz. 
The  House  arc  constrained  shortly  to  Reply  to  the  Message  of  the  Honourable 
Board  of  Saturday  last,  respecting  the  Writ  of  Mandamar,  and  Order  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Superiour  Court  thereon,  and  declare,  that  the  Pains  taken  by 
the  Board,  to  pervert  the  Sincere  and  good  design  of  the  House  in  Acting  as  they 
did  in  that  Affair,  cannot  be  accounted  for;  [  102  ]  especially  that  the  House 
should  be  Charged  with  Industriously  concealing  the  Order  of  the  General  Court, 
which  was  the  Foundation  of  the  Order  on  the  aforesaid  Writ  of  Mandamus. 
Now  what  can  be  plainer  than  that  the  House  in  the  Vote  sent  up  to  the  Board 
for  Concurrence  on  the  Thursday  foregoing,  in  three  several  places  Refers 
to  the  aforesaid  Order  of  the  General  Court,  and  in  two  seperate  Clauses 
mentions  the  Recording  the  Order  in  the  Town-Book  of  Maiden;  and  their 
Insinuation  had  incouraged  Disobedience  to  an  Order  of  the  General  Court 
is  extremly  Injurious,  and  bears  hard  upon  the  Integrity  of  the  House:  Was 
it  ever  before  supposed  an  unwarrantable  Proceeding,  and  of  dangerous  Conse- 
quence, for  a  House  of  Representatives  to  declare  as  they  did  in  their  Message 
to  the  Honourable  Board  on  Friday  last,  when  the  House  had  before  that 
Message  in  the  most  Publick  manner  adjudged  the  Proceedings  of  the  Justices 
of  that  Court  to  be  without  or  rather  against  Law?  That  such  a  Practice 
if  allowed,  would  render  every  Mans  Estate  and  Property  very  precarious, 
Jurors  in  Civil  Causes  or  Actions  in  a  great  Aieasure  Rendred  useless,  and 
the  Subjects  summoned  to  that  Judicature  in  a  way  heretofore  not  known  in 
this  Country:  These  things  considered,  how  can  the  House  but  let  the  Maiden 
People  know  how  far  in  their  Opinion  they  were  obliged  to  give  into  the  Deter- 
mination of  the  aforesaid  Justices  on  the  Writ  of  Mandamus?  Can  this  be 
deemed  encouraging  Disobedience  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court?  The 
House  when  they  sent  up  that  Vote,  had  good  reason  to  expect  the  Concurrence 
of  the  Council  thereon,  that  so  the  good  and  Wholsom  Laws  of  this  Province 
establishing  and  directing  the  proceedings  of  the  several  Courts  of  Justice, 
long  since  established  and  allowed  of  by  His  Majesty,  might  not  be  improved 
to  the  great  disquiet  of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  the  Inhabitants  here, 
for  whose  good  and  benefit  they  were  ordained. 

Foted,  That  Mr.  Jacobs  and  Mr.  Westtvood  Cooke  have  leave  to  be  absent 
till  the  end  of  next  Week. 

A  Petition  of  Joshua  Lamb  Esq;  and  Mr.  Timothy  Ruggles,  a  Committee 
of  a  number  of  Proprietors  and  Purchasers  of  a  certain  Tract  of  Land  lying 
near  Brookfield,  Praying  for  Confirmation  of  all  or  part  thereof  for  a  Township, 
for  Reasons  mentioned.  Read,  and  the  Question  was  put.  Whether  the  Prayer 
of  the  Petition  should  be  Granted? 

It  pass'd  in  the  Negative. 
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Mr.  Cushing  from  the  Committee  of  Petitions  Reported  on  the  Petition  of 
Robert  Wilson^  as  entred  Yesterday,  which  was  Read  and  accepted,  and  Resolved 
that  the  Sum  of  Twenty  five  Pounds  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  PubHck 
Treasury  to  Mr.  Thomas  Cushing,  to  be  by  him  repaid  to  such  Persons  as  the 
Petitioner  is  indebted  unto  for  Medicines  l^c.  and  for  and  towards  his  further 
Support  and  Cure  of  his  Leg. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

On  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Allen  as  entred  the  19th  Currant,  which  was 
Read  and  accepted,  and  P'oted,  That  two  hundred  Acres  of  the  unappropriated 
Lands  of  this  Province,  be  and  hereby  is  granted  to  the  Petitioner,  and  that 
he  do  by  a  Surveyor  and  Chainmen  on  Oath  Survey  and  lay  out  the  same, 
so  as  it  doth  not  prejudice  any  Tract  of  Land  fit  for  a  Town-[  103  ]ship,  or 
interfere  with  any  former  Grant  of  this  Court,  and  return  a  Piatt  thereof  within 
Twelve  Months  for  Confirmation.

Whereas  this  Court  have  made  two  new  Towns  in  the  County  of  Middlesex, 
one  of  which  was  taken  out  of  the  Town  of  Chelmsford,  called  IVestJord,  the 
other  partly  out  of  the  Town  of  Concord,  and  partly  out  of  the  Town  of  Bilrica, 
called  Bedford,  and  no  Province  Tax  laid  on  them,  by  means  whereof  those 
Towns  which  they  were  taken  out  of,  will  pay  more  than  their  just  Proportion 
towards  the  Province  Tax  this  present  Year; 

Resolved,  That  the  Assessors  of  tlie  Towns  of  Chelmsford  Concord  and  Bilrica, 
be  and  hereby  are  impowered  this  present  Year  to  Assess  the  said  new  Towns 
of  fVestford  and  Bedford  to  the  Province  Tax,  as  if  they  had  not  been  made; 
and  the  Constable  or  Constables  of  each  of  the  said  old  Towns  respectively, 
are  impowred  to  collect  the  same  accordingly. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Mr.  Cushing,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  laid  on  the  Table  a  Letter  from  Jeremiah 
Dummer  Esq;  Dated  Middle-Temple,  July  1st.  1729.  to  Mr.  Secretary  Willard, 
which  was  Read. 

John  Turner  and  Spencer  Phips  Esqrs.  brought  down  the  following  Message 
from  the  Honourable  Board,  viz.  In  Council,  September  25th.  1729.  [  104  ] 

THe  Board  had  very  good  Reason  to  hope  from  the  Message  they  sent 
down  to  the  Honourable  House  the  20th.  Currant,  referring  to  Maiden 
new  Meeting-House,  and  the  Mandamus  of  the  Judges  thereupon,  and  in 
Answer  to  a  Message  of  the  House  dated  the  Day  before,  to  have  heard  no 
more  of  that  Affair:  And  what  it  is  that  has  constraind  the  House  to  send 
up  their  Reply,  they  know  best  themselves.  However,  lest  the  Silence  of  the 
Board  should  be  interpreted  as  if  the  Matters  alledged  by  the  House  in  their 
Reply  were  Just  and  Proper,  and  carried  Conviction  with  them,  the  Board  are 
content  to  Rejoin  to  the  Reply  of  the  House,  and  to  observe.  That  the  House 
plainly  mistake  one  of  their  Messages  for  the  other:  For  the  last  Message 
of  the  Board  now  complained  of,  is  dated  the  19th  Currant,  and  in  Answer 
to  a  Message  of  the  House  dated  the  same  Day,  in  which  there  is  not  the  least 
hint  of  or  referrence  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court  for  appointing  the  Place 
of  the  New  Meeting-House  of  Maiden,  and  Recording  that  Order  in  their 
Town-Book;  and  therefore  for  the  House  to  say  that  they  had  mentioned 
this  Order  of  their  Message  of  the  i8th.  is  nothing  to  the  purpose,  for  that 
is  not  the  Message  the  Board  made  Answer  to:  Besides,  if  the  House  had,  as 
they  would  Insinuate,  a  just  Regard  for  an  Order  of  this  Court,  it  had  been 
very  proper  after  they  had  Invey'd  against  the  Mandamus  of  the  Justices, 
as  much  as  they  saw  fitting,  yet  finally  to  have  directed  and  incouraged  the 
Committee  and  Town-Clerk  of  Maiden  to  comply  therewithal,  in  finishing  the 
New  Meeting-House  where  it  is  now  erected,  and  Recording  the  Order  of 
the  General  Court  in  their  Town-Book:  But  this  the  House  have  wholly  declined 
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in  all  their  Messages,  and  have  contented  themselves  with  setting  the  Parties 
concerned  at  Liberty  from  any  Obedience  to  the  Mandamus.  And  whether 
this  Proceeding  of  the  House  does  not  amount  in  some  measure  to  the  encourag- 
ing of  Disobedience  to  an  Order  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly 
of  this  Province,  is  the  Question. 

The  Board  see  no  Reason  from  any  thing  offer'd  by  the  House  in  their  Reply, 
to  alter  their  Sentiments;  but  are  still  of  Opinion  that  the  Declaration  of  the 
House  referring  to  the  Mandamus  of  the  Justices  cannot  be  warranted  by 
the  Royal  Charter,  and  may  be  of  dangerous  Consequences  to  the  Constitution: 
For  as  it  is  the  undoubted  Right  and  Business  of  the  General  Court  to  make 
Laws,  so  the  Execution  of  those  Laws,  and  the  Administration  of  Justice  to 
the  Subject  belongs  to  the  Judges  and  Courts  of  Justice;  and  therefore  for 
the  House  to  declare  as  they  now  do,  that  they  have  adjudged  the  Proceedings 
of  that  Court  to  be  without  or  rather  against  Law!  this  is  very  Extraordinary 
indeed,  and  of  the  First  Impression.  It  had  been  very  well  if  the  House  had 
supported  this  new  Authority  either  by  some  Clause  in  the  Royal  Charter, 
or  other  Power  vested  in  them  by  Law:  Especially,  since  by  an  Act  of  this 
Province  the  only  way  to  Reverse  a  Judgment  of  the  Superiour  Court  is  by 
Writ  of  Review.  The  House  indeed  seem  very  jealous  of  the  Liberty  and 
Property  of  the  Subject,  so  far  as  to  protect  them  from  Writs  issuing  out  of 
the  Superiour  Court;  but  then  in  the  same  Breath  they  draw  the  Jurisdiction 
to  themselves,  when  certainly  as  it  is  most  agreeable  to  the  Constitution  of  our 
English  Gevernment,  so  it  is  best  on  all  Accounts  for  Matters  of  Liberty  and 
Property  to  be  determined  by  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  not  by  the  General 
Court.  Nor  can  the  Board  think  it  proper  for  this  Court,  upon  this  Occasion 
es-[  105  ]pecially,  to  enquire  into  the  Power  of  the  Superiour  Court  as  to 
Writs  of  Mandamus,  Prohibition  &c.  It  will  be  time  enough  to  do  that  when 
there  may  be  just  matter  of  Complaint,  and  not  when  the  Mandamus  in 
Question  was  founded  on  and  designed  to  inforce  an  Order  of  this  Court;  and 
that  not  in  an  Affair  of  any  private  or  personal  Liberty  or  Property  that  might 
be  proper  for  a  Jury  to  Try,  but  a  Matter  of  great  Concern  to  the  Interest 
of  Religion,  and  the  Peace  of  the  Town  of  Maiden. 

A  Plan  of  two  Thousand  Acres  of  Land  laid  out  to  the  Towns  of  Watertown 
and  Westown,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  this  Court  in  June  1728.  Setting  forth 
the  Bounds  thereof,  Read,  and  Ordered,  That  the  said  Plan  be  accepted,  and 
that  the  Land  therein  delineated  and  described,  be  and  hereby  is  confirmed 
unto  the  Towns  of  Watertown  and  Westown,  provided  the  same  exceeds  not 
the  Quantity  of  two  Thousand  Acres,  nor  interfere  with  any  other  or  former 
Grant. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
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Jonathan  Dowse  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Stephen  Greenleaf,  as 
entred  the  19th  Instant,  Passed  on  in  Council,  viz.  In  Council  Sept.  i^th.  1729. 
Read  and  Resolved,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition  be  Granted,  and  that  the 
Petitioner  have  liberty  to  bring  forward  another  Trial  of  the  said  Action,  at 
the  next  Supcriour  Court  of  Judicature  to  be  holden  at  Boston  for  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February  next,  filing  his  Reasons  of  Appeal 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superiour  Court  fourteen  Days  before  the  sitting  of  the 
said  Court,  and  duly  notifying  the  adverse  Party  thereof;  and  that  the  Justices 
of  the  Superiour  Court  be  and  hereby  are  impowered  and  directed  to  proceed 
to  a  Trial  of  the  said  Cause,  giving  Judgment  therein,  and  award  Execution 
thereupon;  any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

William  Pepperell  Esq;  brought  down  an  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Lieutenant- 
Governour  Wentivorth  to  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour,  accompanying 
the  following  Vote  or  Order  of  Council,  viz.  In  Council,  September  25th.  1729. 
His  Honour  having  communicated  to  the  Board  a  Letter  from  the  Lieutenant- 
Governour  of  New-Hampshire,  importing,  that  the  Differences  between  the 
People  of  Haverhil  and  Londonderry  do  still  continue,  and  there  is  danger  lest 
they  end  in  Bloodshed,  unless  some  effectual  care  be  taken  to  prevent  it; 
Ordered,  That  Spencer  Phips  and  Theophilus  Burrell  Esqrs.  with  such  as  the 
Honourable  House  shall  appoint,  be  a  Committee  to  concert  Measures  with 
a  Committee  of  the  Province  of  New-Hampshire,  for  keeping  the  People  near 
the  dividing  Line  in  Peace  and  good  Agreement,  until  the  Line  between  the 
two  Provinces  be  settled:  The  said  Committee  to  make  Report  of  their  Doings 
to  this  Court  for  Confirmation;  and  that  Mr.  Agent  Dummer  be  anew  instructed 
by  this  Court,  to  use  his  best  Endeavours  that  the  Settlement  of  the  said  divid- 
ing-Line be  brought  to  a  conclusion  as  soon  as  may  be.

A  Petition  of  Edmund  Goff  of  Marblehead,  but  late  of  Ca7nbridge,  Esq;  shewing 
to  this  Court,  the  great  hardships  he  labours  under  in  respect  to  two  Judgments 
of  the  Inferiour  Court  held  at  Boston  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  in  October 
last  past,  recovered  against  him  in  the  Name  of  Samuel  Shute  of  London,  Esq; 
accounting  the  same  erronious;  Praying  the  said  Judgments  may  be  Reversed, 
or  he  may  have  such  other  Relief  as  this  Court  shall  think  fit,  for  Reasons 
mentioned  in  the  Petition.  Read  and  Dismist. 

Voted,  That  the  following  Message  be  sent  up  to  the  Honourable  Board, 
viz. 

SOon  after  the  Arrival  of  the  late  Governour,  WILLIAM  BURNET  Esq; 
His  Majesty's  Instruction  to  Establish  an  ample  and  honourable  Salary, 
for  the  Support  and  Maintaining  the  Dignity  of  the  Governour  and  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  was  laid  before  the  General  Court,  being  Recom- 
mended by  His  Majesty;  and  after  the  same  had  been  by  a  Committee  of  both 
Houses  considered,  debated  and  consulted  on,  they  concluded  the  best  way 
of  supporting  the  Government  to  be  as  heretofore  they  were  in  the  Practice 
of;  which  was  also  the  Result  of  both  Houses  after  mature  Deliberation.  And 
hoping  the  late  Governour  would  accept  an  ample  and  honourable  Support 
in  the  accustomed  manner,  they  chearfully  came  into  a  Grant  of  Money  for 
that  Purpose;  but  the  Success  was  not  according  to  Expectation,  the  Governour 
refusing  to  accept  any  Sum  unless  fixed  agreeable  to  His  Majesty's  Instruction; 
and  from  Time  to  Time  sending  Messages  to  the  House  that  he  expected  their 
Compliance,  that  they  were  met  for  that  Purpose,  and  were  there  to  remain 
till  that  Affair  was  accomplished;  And  all  the  Arguments  and  Reasons  offered 
on  the  part  of  the  House  proved  in  vain,  the  Governour  abiding  in  his  first 
Resolution.  The  Representatives  then  in  General  Court  assembled,  concluded 
upon  addressing  His  Majesty  by  an  humble  Memorial,  assigning  [  107  ]  Reasons 
for  their  non-compliance,  looking  upon  it  their  incumbent  Duty  so  to  do; 
and  though  they  could  not  give  into  the  aforesaid  Instruction,  yet  were  willing 
to  assure  His  Majesty,  that  they  would  afford  an  ample  and  honourable  Support 
for  His  Majesty's  Governour,  and  doubted  not  but  succeeding  Assemblies 
would  at  all  times  do  the  same,  and  therefore  humbly  hoped  and  earnestly 
desired  they  and  the  People  they  represented,  might  still  be  continued  in  His 
Majesty's  Royal  Grace  and  Favour,  and  numbred  among  His  Majesty's  most 
dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects.  And  that  the  Address  might  be  forwarded,  Francis 
Wilks  of  London  Esq;    and  soon  after  Jo7iathan  Belcher  of  Bostoji,  Esq;    then 
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bound  for  Great  Britain,  were  appointed  by  the  House  Agents  to  transact 
that  Affair,  and  use  all  proper  Endeavours  before  His  Majesty  or  any  Board 
or  Boards,  that  the  Reasons  offered  in  the  Memorial  might  be  acceptable. 
Those  Gentlemen  have  presented  the  said  Address,  which  hath  been  heard 
and  considered  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade 
and  Plantations,  and  before  a  Committee  of  the  Privy-Council,  who  Reported 
to  Her  Majesty  in  Her  most  honourable  Privy-Council,  advising  that  the  whole 
Matter  be  laid  before  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  which  Her  Majesty  was 
pleased  to  approve  of,  and  passed  Her  Royal  Order  thereon;  Which  several 
Hearings  have  already  called  for  a  considerable  Expence  of  Money,  and  should 
the  Affair  be  brought  before  the  Parliament,  the  Agents  unless  they  are  season- 
ably supplyed,  cannot  get  the  Business  solicited  and  managed  there,  or  before 
any  Board  or  Boards  before  whom  that  Business  may  be  brought.  And 
inasmuch  as  the  former  House  engaged  those  Gentlemen  in  their  Service, 
and  Voted  once  and  again  to  furnish  them  with  Money  to  enable  them  to 
engage  Council,  and  do  and  perform  every  thing  conducive  to  bring  this 
Business  to  an  happy  and  speedy  Issue:  but  the  Efforts  of  that  House  were 
not  attended  with  Success;  and  this  House  still  look  upon  it  adviseable,  that 
the  Agents  now  soUiciting  the  Affairs  in  that  momentous  Article,  ought  from 
Time  to  Time  to  be  supplied  with  a  sufficiency  of  Money  seasonably  to  pursue 
the  good  Intent  and  Purpose  of  the  House  respecting  the  supporting  His 
Majesty's  Government  here:  And  inasmuch  as  the  Honourable  Board  are 
now  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  former  and  present 
House,  and  how  far  their  Affairs  have  been  heard,  and  the  Determination 
of  the  Crown  thereon,  as  well  as  what  further  Steps  may  be  taken,  the  House 
deem  it  their  bounden  Duty  once  more  to  move  the  Honourable  Board  to 
concur  a  Vote  which  accompanies  this  Message,  for  supplying  Francis  Wilks 
and  Jonathan  Belcher  Esqrs.  with  Money  for  the  Ends  and  Purposes  aforesaid. 
The  House  cannot  expect  that  the  Affair  can  be  managed  and  sollicited  without 
Money;  and  should  the  Matter  labour  for  want  of  Money,  and  finally  miscarry, 
the  House  must  hold  themselves  for  ever  inexcusable,  did  they  not  as  far  as  in 
them  lie,  use  all  proper  Ways  and  Means  seasonably  and  sufficiently  to  Remit 
Money  to  those  Gentlemen;  being  fully  satisfied  that  it  is  the  ardent  desire 
of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  whom  we  represent,  that  the  Agency  may  be 
supported:  And  when  we  consider  that  in  former  Reigns,  the  Crown  sent 
this  Government  an  Instruction  of  the  same  Nature  with  the  present  Instruc- 
tion, that  upon  both  Houses  Addressing  His  Majesty,  the  General  Court  were 
left  to  support  the  Government  in  their  then  accustomed  way;  so  we  doubt 
not  but  had  the  same  Means  been  used  now  as  then,  the  Affairs  of  the  Govern- 
ment had  been  in  a  better  Scituation  than  now  they  [  108  ]  are.  Notwith- 
standing, that  the  People  may  be  continued  in  the  Improvement  of  what  they

be  accomodated,  and  the  present  Straits  and  Difficulties  the  Government  for 
many  Months  past  have  been  labouring  under,  may  be  removed.

THe  House  of  Representatives  upon  Auditing  the  Accompts  of  the  Province- 
Treasurer,  observe  the  following  Draughts  made  upon  him  out  of  the 
Five  hundred  Pounds  Appropriation,  mostly  by  his  Excellency  the  late  Gov- 
ernour,  some  by  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour,  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  the  Council,  which  the  House  apprehend  to  be  against  the  plain 
Design  as  well  as  Words  of  the  Act  or  Resolve  whereby  the  said  Five  hundred 
Pound  was  put  into  the  Treasury.     The  Particulars  are, 

A  Draught  for  Twenty  one  Pounds  Ten  Shillings  to  Samuel  Tyley  June  1st. 
1728,  /.  17  II  J.  part  thereof  for  a  Copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly 
at  their  Sessions  held  October  4th  and  November  lid.  1727.  the  Residue  being 
/.  3  19  s.  for  a  Copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Council  from  the  beginning  of  Sept. 
to  the  end  of  Febr.  1727. 

Another  Draught  for  jour  Pounds  sixteen  Shillings  and  three  pence  to  Daniel 
Henchman,  March  1728.  for  one  hundred  and  Seventy  Reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Council,  delivered  hYh.m  December  loth.  1728.    as  also  another  Draught 
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to  said  Henchman  January  14th.  1728.  for  two  Ream  and  an  half  of  fine  Paper 
delivered  the  Secretary  November  27th.  1728. 

Another  Draught  for  Forty  three  Pounds  seventeen  Shillings  and  eight  pence 
to  Col.  Stoddard  March  12th.  1728.  being  for  Service  and  Expence  in  April 
and  June  1728.  [  110] 

Another  Draught  for  Twenty  nine  Pounds  three  Shillings  and  eight  pence  to 
Mr.  Sheriff  Winslow,  to  discharge  the  Accompts  and  Expences  in  searching 
after  Henry  Phillips,  when  there  was  no  Accompt  at  all  as  is  usual  left  with  the 
Treasurer,  how  that  Expence  arose. 

Another  Draught  was  made  May  23d.  1729.  to  John  Wolcott  of  Five  Pounds, 
for  Officiating  as  Clerk  to  the  Council. 

The  House  would  take  notice  as  to  Mr.  Tyley's  Money,  that  it  was  not  for 
what  required  prompt  Payment,  and  arose  in  the  Recess  of  the  Court,  forasmuch 
as  the  Order  of  the  Honourable  the  Lieut.  Governour  and  Council  was  not 
given  in  some  considerable  time  after,  and  not  until  the  General  Assembly 
was  actually  sitting,  when  his  Accompt  might  have  been  laid  before  the  whole 
Court,  as  the  Resolve  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  for  that  Year  directed. 

As  to  the  Reports  and  Paper  for  which  Mr.  Henchman  had  Eleven  Pounds 
thirteen  Shillings  and  Nine  pence,  they  both  were  delivered  while  the  Court 
were  sitting,  the  one  being  Nov.  27th.  and  the  other  Dec.  loth.  1728.  and 
therefore  could  not  without  contradicting  the  very  Words  of  the  Supply  be 
paid  out  of  that  Money,  which  was  only  for  necessary  and  unforeseen  Charges, 
arising  in  the  Recess  of  the  Court. 

As  to  the  Forty  three  Pounds  seventeen  Shillings  and  eight  pence  drawn  for 
Col.  Stoddord  March  12th.  1728.  the  House  cannot  but  observe,  that  this  Order 
was,  as  to  some  of  it,  about  nine  Months,  and  as  to  great  part  of  it,  about  ten 
or  eleven  Months  after  the  Expence  and  Service  said  to  be  done,  and  that 
in  this  space  the  General  Court  was  actually  sitting  near  about  five  Months, 
and  Col.  Stoddard  for  more  than  a  Month  in  the  Fall  of  that  Year,  (some 
Months  after  the  last  Article  of  his  Accompt)  sat  in  the  Court  as  a  Member 
of  the  Honourable  Board:  What  good  or  Justifyable  Reason  Col.  Stoddard 
could  have  for  deferring  this  Matter  for  five  Months  together  while  the  whole 
Court  was  sitting,  and  refusing  to  lay  his  Accompt  before  them,  the  House 
cannot  conceive,  nor  how  his  Excellency  the  Governour  and  the  Honourable 
the  Council  could  suppose  that  was  a  matter  that  required  prompt  Payment, 
that  had  been  voluntarily  delayed  so  long,  while  the  whole  Court  was  sitting. 

The  House  would  further  say,  as  to  the  Twenty  nine  Pounds  three  Shillings 
and  eight  pence  paid  Mr.  Sheriff  Winslow  for  searching  after  Henry  Phillips, 
without  any  Accompt  left  with  the  Treasurer,  what  particulars  that  Sum  arose 
from,  that  it  was  very  different  from  common  Custom  and  Practice,  and  the 
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House  cannot  see  how  the  General  Court  when  the  Accompts  of  the  Treasurer 
are  Audited,  could  judge  whether  their  Money  was  misapply'd  or  not. 

The  House  would  observe  upon  the  Draught  to  Mr.  fVolcott,  that  it  was 
for  Service  done  during  the  sitting  of  the  General  Court,  and  therefore  ought 
not  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Five  hundred  Pounds  appropriated  for  Charges  arising 
in  the  Recess  of  the  Court;  and  also  that  a  Clerk  of  the  Council  is  an  Officer 
unknown  to  this  Court,  while  there  is  a  Secretary,  for  whom  Money  ought 
to  be  drawn  out  of  the  publick  Treasury,  without  a  special  Order  of  this 
Court.  [Ill] 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary 
fVUlard,  That  it  is  His  Excellency's  Pleasure,  that  this  Great  and  General  Court 
or  Assembly  should  be  prorogued  to  Wednesday  the  Ninetee?ith  Day  of  November 
next,  to  meet  at  the  Court-House  in  Boston,  at  Ten  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning; 
and  the  said  Great  and  General  Court  is  prorogued  accordingly. 

N.  B.  The  following  Vote  had  come  forth  in  its  proper  Place,  but  that  the  House 
had  Reason  to  hope,  that  upon  repeated  Application  to  the  Honourable  Board, 
the  Agents  would  have  been  supplied. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  September  4.  1729. 

HIS  Majesty's  23d  Instruction  recommending  the  fixing  a  settled  Salary 
on  the  Governour  for  the  Time  being,  communicated  to  the  General 
Court  by  His  Excellency  the  Governour  soon  after  his  Arrival  here,  the  same 
was  taken  into  Consideration,  and  a  Compliance  therewith  declared  by  both 
Houses  as  not  tending  to  the  Service  of  this  Province,  but  that  the  best  Way 
for  supporting  the  Government,  was  in  their  Opinion  the  Method  the  Court 
had  been  in  the  constant  Use  and  well  approved  Practice  of:  And  the  late 
House  of  Representatives  have  after  frequent  and  solemn  Debates  and  Argu- 
ments passed  between  them  and  the  Governour  on  that  Article,  manifested 
their  Unwillingness  to  comply  with  the  aforesaid  23d  Instruction,  and  gave 
their  Reasons  why  they  could  not,  and  at  length  addressed  His  Majesty  by 
an  humble  Memorial,  declaring  to  His  Majesty,  that  in  their  humble  Opinion, 
a  Compliance  with  His  Majesty's  said  Instruction,  would  infringe  the  Rights 
of  His  Majesty's  free-born  Subjects  here,  and  deprive  the  People  inhabiting 
this  Province  of  those  valuable  Rights  and  Privileges  they  hold  by  Virtue 
of  the  Royal  Charter.  And  that  their  Address  might  seasonably  reach  His 
Majesty,  appointed  Francis  Wilks  and  soon  after  Jonathan  Belcher  Esqrs. 
Agents  for  this  House,  to  appear  before  His  Majesty  or  any  Board  or  Boards 
before  whom  the  Consideration  of  this  Affair  might  come,  and  use  their  utmost 
Endeavours  that  the  whole  Affair  relating  to  settling  a  fixed  Salary  might  be 
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set  in  a  true  and  plain  Light,  that  so  the  representative  Body  as  well  as  the 
rest  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  of  this  Province,  might  still  be  continued  among 
the  Number  of  His  Majesty's  most  loyal  and  dutiful  Subjects;  which  Memorial 
with  the  Reasons  couched  therein,  have  been  laid  before  His  Majesty  in  His 
most  honourable  Privy  Council,  and  their  Advice  with  His  Majesty's  Approba- 
tion thereon  been  laid  before  this  Court  by  His  Excellency,  by  which  the  23d 
Instruction  is  explained,  and  the  fixing  a  Salary  on  the  present  Governour, 
during  the  whole  of  His  Administration,  instead  of  fixing  it  on  the  Governour 
for  the  Time  being;  which  having  been  duly  weighed  and  considered  by  the 
House,  is  by  them  apprehended  inconvenient  to  comply  with:  And  in  as  much 
as  the  soUiciting  and  carrying  on  those  Affairs  at  the  Court  of  Great-Britain, 
have  already  required  a  considerable  Expence  of  Money,  and  necessarily  will 
demand  far  larger  Sums  to  bring  our  Matters  to  a  happy  Close,  and  the  former 
House  being  very  desirous,  that  the  valuable  Rights  of  the  good  People  they 
represented  might  be  preserved  and  long  continued  to  them;  once  and  again 
came  into  Votes  directing  the  Treasurer  to  furnish  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher 
with  Money  to  inable  them  to  soUicit  the  Affairs  of  the  House,  by  engaging 
Council,  and  what  other  Methods  they  may  think  adviseable  to  bring  Matters 
to  an  happy  Issue;  but  their  several  Attempts  proved  fruitless,  the  Council 
nonconcurring  their  Votes,  and  this  House  being  fully  perswaded  that  if  those 
Gentlemen  are  not  speedily  supplied  with  Money,  the  Interest  Peace  and 
Welfare  of  this  whole  People  will  be  in  the  utmost  Hazzard  and  Danger;  did 
therefore  send  up  to  the  Council  a  Vote  for  Concurrence,  directing  and  impower- 
ing  Mr.  Treasurer  Allen  to  furnish  the  Agents  of  this  House  with  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  Sterling,  for  the  effecting  the  aforesaid  good  Ends  and  [  112  ]  Purposes, 
which  the  Council  have  thought  fit  likewise  to  nonconcur;  notwithstanding 
they  well  know  what  Proceedings  at  several  Boards  at  Home  have  been  had, 
where  the  Matters  contained  in  the  Memorial  have  been  heard,  and  what 
farther  may  be  before  any  Conclusion. 

When  we  take  these  Things  into  our  most  serious  Consideration,  we  cannot 
but  look  upon  it  our  bounden  Duty  to  use  all  proper  Methods  for  the  raising 
Money  for  the  Agents  of  the  House  to  inable  them  to  carry  on  the  Affairs 
betrusted  with  them:  For  verily  should  our  Affairs  miscarry  for  want  of  Money, 
His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  the  People  of  this  Province  would  have  Cause 
sufficient  ever  to  blame  their  Representatives  for  their  supine  Negligence, 
and  little  Regard  they  shew  for  the  Peace  and  lasting  Tranquility  of  this 
Province,  and  these  Members  never  able  to  excuse  themselves. 

And  not  doubting  but  the  Inhabitants  whom  we  represent,  having  a  just 
Sense  and  due  Regard  for  the  Privileges  they  enjoy,  and  have  been  in  the  free 
Use  of,  and  that  they  may  be  still  continued  to  them  and  transmitted  to  their 
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Posterity,  would  with  utmost  freedom  of  Spirit  manifest  their  sincere  Intent 
to  effect  the  same: 

We  the  Representatives  in  General  Court  now  assembled,  heartily  joyning 
them  in  such  Purposes,  do  most  earnestly  recommend  a  Subscription  for  a 
Collection  of  Money  by  all  those  who  wish  well  to  this  Province,  it  being  the 
best  Expedient  we  can  under  our  present  Difficulties  and  perplexed  Circum- 
stances think  the  most  likely  Way  to  furnish  the  aforesaid  Gentlemen  with  a 
sufficient  Supply  of  Money  for  the  aforesaid  good  Ends  and  Purposes.  And 
that  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  here  may  be  encouraged  to  engage  and  go 
through  a  Work  so  necessary  at  this  critical  Juncture;  this  House  doubt  not 
the  several  Sums  subscribed  will  in  due  Time  be  repaid  out  of  the  publick 
Treasury:  And  that  not  only  this  but  succeeding  Assemblies  will  use  their 
utmost  Endeavours  that  whoever  shall  appear  to  lend  their  helping  Hand  in 
this  our  Day  of  Danger,  be  refunded,  with  hearty  &  sincere  Thanks.  And 
for  the  more  speedy  and  effectual  prosecuting  this  Affair,  it  is  desired  that 
all  whoever  are  disposed  to  subscribe  or  contribute,  would  pay  the  same  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Representatives  or  one  or  more  of  the  Select-Men  of  their 
several  Towns,  to  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  Speaker  or  any  one  of  the 
Representatives  of  Boston,  a  Committee  to  transmit  to  the  Agents  the  Deter- 
mination of  the  House  relating  to  this  Affair,  to  be  used  and  imployed  as  this 
House  shall  direct,  for  the  accomplishing  and  well  issuing  the  aforesaid  Affair 
relating  to  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction.  The  Sum  proposed  to  be  collected 
as  aforesaid  is  Four  Thousand  Pounds,  which  will  purchase  Otie  Thousand 
Pounds  Sterling,  if  not  something  more.  'Tis  not  doubted  but  that  the  Select- 
Men  of  the  several  Towns  throughout  this  Province,  will  in  an  especial  Manner 
exert  themselves  in  Favour  of  what  is  above  recommended  by  the  House, 
who  can  and  do  affirm  and  declare,  that  in  all  this  they  aim  at  establishing 
the  Weal  of  the  good  People  here.

JOURNAL 

Of  the  Honourable  House  of 

Representatives. 

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusetts s-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Salem  in  the  County 
of  Essex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Eighth  Day  of  May,  being  the  last 
Wednesday  of  the  said  Month,  Annoque  Domini  1729.  and  from  thence 
continued  by  sundry  Prorogations  to  Cambridge  in  the  County  of  Middlesex, 
and  Boston  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  to  Wednesday  the  Nineteenth  Day  of 
November  following,  and  then  met,  being  the  Fourth  Session  of  the  said  Court. 

A  Quorum  of  the  House  being  met.  Ordered,  That  Col.  Paine,  Major 
Chandler  and  Major  Gerrish,  go  up  with  a  Message  to  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governour  to  acquaint  him,  that  a  Quorum  of  the 
House  is  now  met,  and  ready  to  proceed  to  the  Business  of  the  Session;  who 
returned,  They  had  delivered  the  Message. 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz.  Mr.  Speaker,  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governour  directs  this  Honourable  House  forthwith  to  attend  him 
in    the    Council-Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
Speech  to  the  Court,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with 
the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber.  [  114  ] 

His  Honour's  SPEECH  is  as  follows,  viz. 

GENTLEMEN, 

HAving  once  more  an  Opportunity,  I  can't  forbear  to  remind  you  of  the  KING'S 
Instructions  for  fixing  a  Salary  on  the  Governour  or  Commatider  in  Chief 
of  this  Province;  since  there  is  hopes  that  if  it  be  now  done,  the  Matter  may  be 
prevented  from  coming  into  Parliament,  the  Sessions  of  late  Years  not  being  earlier 
than  about  the  middle  of  January.  /  doubt  not  but  there  are  some  amongst  us 
who  will  impute  it  to  a  Concern  for  my  own  Interest  that  I  again  insist  on  this 
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Affair;  but  I  assure  you  that  for  my  part,  I  can  cheerfully  depend  on  His  Majesty 
for  the  Recompence  of  my  Services;  and  let  the  Consequence  be  what  it  zvill,  I  shall 
always  enjoy  the  Approbation  of  my  own  Heart  in  having  done  my  Duty  to  my 
KING  and  Country.  Nevertheless,  I  cannot  but  earnestly  desire  to  see  this  Province 
restored  to  His  Majesty  s  Favour,  which  I  shall  ever  think  to  be  of  very  high  Impor- 
tance to  us.  It's  our  great  Felicity  to  be  under  the  best  of  Kings,  who  neither  expects 
nor  desires  any  thing  from  us,  but  what  is  intirely  consistent  with  the  Privileges 
of  the  British  Constitution,  and  that  tends  to  our  own  Peace  and  Prosperity:  And 
may  this  People  never  be  wanting  in  suitable  returns  of  Duty  and  Loyalty. 

The  miserable  State  into  which  our  Bills  of  Credit  are  sunk,  to  the  great  Reproach 
of  the  Government,  calls  for  our  united  and  speedy  Endeavours  to  preserve  them 
from  growing  worse,  and  if  possible  to  restore  them  to  that  Value  as  to  answer 
their  Denomination:  And  youU  do  well  to  consider  how  far  the  Legislature  is 
chargeable  with  the  Guilt  of  that  Oppression  which  Widows,  Orphans,  Ministers 
and  other  People  that  have  not  the  Remedy  in  their  own  Power,  are  daily  suffering 
by  their  falling  below  it  to  so  shameful  a  degree  in  the  Purchase  of  all  the  necessaries 
of  Life.  If  you  can  think  of  any  Expedients  for  delivering  the  People  of  this 
Province  from  this  Calamity,  my  best  Endeavours  shall  not  be  wanting,  so  far 
as  may  consist  with  His  Majesty's  Instructions.

Whereas  some  Persons  have  lately  been  visited  with  the  Small  Pox  in  the 
Town  of  Boston,  where  the  Great  and  General  Court  is  now  sitting,  and  many 
of  the  Members  being  very  uneasy  lest  other  Persons  may  have  that  Distemper, 
and  so  secreet  it  as  that  the  Members  of  the  Court  are  or  may  be  endangered

A  Petition  of  Samuel  Hatch  Junior,  Caleb  Oldham,  and  Thirty  others  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Northerly  part  of  Marshfield,  with  some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Scituate, 
at  a  Place  called  the  Two  Mile,  praying,  they  may  be  erected  into  a  Precinct 
or  Township,  for  the  Reasons  mentioned.

Peter  Thacher  Esq;  brought  down  the  Bill  Entitled,  An  Act  jor  Regulating 
the  Ferries  between  the  Counties  of  Barnstable  and  Dukes  County,  pass'd  the 
House  the  last  Session  of  the  Court,  (with  a  Message,  That  the  Board  desire 
the  House  would  now  assume  the  Consideration  of  the  said  Bill,  and  that  the 
Time  for  continuing  the  Act  therein  projected  may  be  lengthned) 
Read  a  First  Time. 

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  3d  Currant,  to  take  under 
Consideration  the  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board  of  that  Date,  wherein 
they  decline  to  join  with  the  House  in  a  Conference  on  the  Subject  Matter 
of  their  Vote  of  the  25th  ult.  for  supplying  the  Agents  of  the  House  with  /.  500 
Sterling,  made  Report,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  thereupon  the 
House  came  into  the  following  Message,  viz. 

THe  Members  of  this  House,  being  elected  and  sent  here  to  consult  the 
common  Good  of  the  People  whom  they  Represent,  taking  into  their 
most  deliberate  Consideration  the  Vote  of  the  Honourable  Board  of  the  third 
Instant,  unanimously  refusing  to  confer  with  the  House  on  their  Vote  of  the 
25th  of  November  last,  for  supplying  Jonathan  Belcher  and  Francis  fVilks  Esqrs. 
with  Five  hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  &c.  dare  not  remain  silent  and  make  no 
Reply  thereto,  lest  the  good  People  here  should  thereby  be  in  danger  of  receiving 
and  harbouring  ill  Thoughts  of  their  Members,  as  though  by  their  Vote  of 
the  2Sth  of  November  they  were  bringing  Destruction  on  this  whole  Country, 
or  at  least  the  Business  proposed  by  that  Vote,  if  effected,  would  have  a  natural 
Tendency  thereto,  inasmuch  as  the  Honourable  Board  suppose  a  bare  Conference 
with  the  House  thereon,  instead  of  perpetuating  the  true  Interests  of  this 
Country,  might  in  the  Issue  prove  hurtful  to  it;  and  for  that  Reason  only  they 
declined,  and  justify  their  Refusal.  Though  the  Honourable  Board  may 
apprehend  the  House's  non-compliance  with  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction 
may  be  highly  displeasing  to  His  Majesty,  yet  can  they  look  upon  it  a  thing 
so  highly  Criminal  for  the  Assembly  to  approach  His  Majesty,  and  humbly 
beg  leave  to  lay  before  him  for  his  wise  and  princely  Consideration,  their  Reasons 
for  their  non-compliance  with  what  he  has  recommended  to  them,  as  to  forbid 
the  Board  all  Communication  with  the  House  on  so  dangerous  an  Article.^ 
the  former  as  well  as  present  House  having  proceeded  so  far  respecting  that 
Instruction,  and  their  humble  Memorial  having  been  laid  before  His  most 
Sacred   Majesty  by  the   above-named   Gentlemen,  appointed  [  147  ]  for   that 
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Service,  and  from  time  to  Time  directed  and  impowered  to  solicite  that  Affair 
at  Great  Britain,  as  the  Honourable  Board  well  know,  and  in  all  Probability 
their  future  Attendance  and  Solicitations  may  be  further  required,  when  that 
Business  may  be  again  brought  before  that  Board,  or  any  other  before  any 
Determination  will  be  had  thereon:  And  since  that  Matter  is  thus  scituated, 
will  not  every  one  that  has  any  Regard  to  the  true  Interest  of  this  Country, 
sincerely  desire,  and  what  in  them  lies,  strenuously  endeavour  that  the  Gentlemen 
employed  by  the  Assembly  in  an  Affair  of  so  great  Importance,  may  be  suffi- 
ciently and  seasonably  enabled  at  all  times  to  appear  before  His  Majesty  in 
Council,  or  where  the  same  may  be  further  heard;  that  by  their  dutiful  Applica- 
tion His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  here  may  still  remain  in  His  Majesty's  Grace 
and  Favour,  and  not  accounted  disloyal  or  undutiful,  that  the  Powers,  Privileges 
and  Liberties  of  right  belonging  to  the  People  here,  may  receive  no  Prejudice. 
Had  the  Design  of  the  House  been  in  it  self  never  so  abhorrent,  would  it  not 
have  been  then  more  abundantly  the  Duty  of  the  Honourable  Board  to  accede 
to  the  Conference,  as  a  likely  Method  to  convince  and  dissuade  the  House, 
that  by  their  insisting  in  so  unwarrantable  Methods,  the  good  People  here 
would  be  brought  into  Premunires;  and  by  thus  condescending  had  they 
not  in  a  more  eminent  manner  distinguished  themselves,  and  discharged  the 
great  Trust  and  Confidence  His  Majesty  reposes  in  the  Members  of  his  Council 
here,  and  they  thereby  consulted  the  common  Good. 

When  the  Nation  of  England  in  the  Reign  of  the  late  King  James  the  Second, 
freed  themselves  from  Popery  and  Arbitrary  Power,  by  inviting  the  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Orange  to  accept  the  Crown  and  Government  of  those  Kingdoms, 
as  King  and  Queen,  previous  thereto  a  Declaration  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons  assembled  at  Westminster,  agreed  upon  several 
Privileges  which  they  ascertained  of  right  belonged  to  them  though  then  lately 
invaded;  and  which  they  insisted  to  be  restored  to  and  hold  as  their  undoubted 
Right  as  Englishmen;  which  when  presented  to  His  Majesty  King  William, 
he  was  graciously  pleased  to  make  Answer,  That  he  thankfully  accepted  what  they 
had  offered.  Among  the  sundry  Articles  thus  solemny  stipulated,  is  the 
following.  That  it  is  the  Right  of  the  Subjects  to  Petition  the  King,  and  all  Commit- 
ments and  Prosecutions  for  such  Petitioning  are  Illegal.  And  they  claimed, 
demanded  and  insisted  upon  all  the  Premises  as  their  undoubted  Rights  and 
Liberties,  and  that  no  Declaration,  Judgments,  Doings  or  Proceedings  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  People  in  any  of  the  said  Premises,  ought  in  any  wise  to  be 
drawn  hereafter  into  Consequence  or  Example.  This  Right  the  People  of 
Great  Britain  have  ever  accounted  precious. 

His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  First  (of  blessed  Memory)  in  a  most  Gracious 
Speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  November  23d.  1719.  of  his  meer  Grace 
and  free  Will  expresses  himself  in  the  Words  following:   Jtidas  I  can  truly  affirm, 
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that  no  Prince  was  ever  more  zealous  to  increase  his  ozvn  Authority,  than  I  am 
to  perpetuate  the  Liberty  of  my  People,  I  hope  you  will  think  of  all  proper  Measures 
to  establish  and  transmit  to  your  Posterity  the  Freedom  of  our  happy  Constitution, 
and  particularly  to  secure  that  part  which  is  most  liable  to  abuse.  I  value  my 
self  upon  being  the  first  who  hath  given  [  148  ]  you  an  Opportunity  to  do  it.  Thus 
that  Glorious  Prince  to  the  House  of  Commons.  Let  what  the  Nation  of 
England  so  wisely  stipulated  for  themselves,  their  Posterity,  and  what  his 
late  Majesty  so  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain, 
be  compared  with  the  Vote  of  the  Honourable  Board,  and  every  one  will  easily 
perceive  how  they  militate. 

The  Board  now  plainly  manifest,  whatever  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Crown,  they  hold  it  the  Duty  of  this  Legislature  to  come  into:  Allow  that, 
and  what  distressed  Circumstances  may  not  this  Province  be  labouring  under, 
if  Great  Britain  should  again  be  so  unhappy,  as  when  under  the  Government 
of  an  arbitrary  despotick  Prince,  surrounded  with  evil  Counsellors.? 

Have  the  Honourable  Board  the  least  Shadow  of  Reason  to  imagine  that 
his  present  Majesty  can  or  will  be  displeased  at  the  Assembly  for  approaching 
His  Royal  Presence,  and  humbly  beg  leave  to  lay  before  Him  their  Reasons 
for  not  complying  with  what  His  Majesty  hath  been  pleased  to  recommend, 
when  in  all  Duty  and  Loyalty  they  endeavour  to  shew  forth  that  by  a  Compliance 
therewith,  it  is  humbly  conceived  the  very  Powers  and  Privileges  the  People 
have  hold  and  enjoy  in  Consequence  of  the  Royal  Grant,  under  the  Broad 
Seal  of  Great  Britain,  will  be  lessened,  and  at  the  same  Time  give  His  Majesty 
assurance,  that  what  His  Majesty  has  recommended,  will,  as  to  the  Substance, 
though  not  in  the  exact  Method  prescribed,  be  complied  with,  and  the  People 
continued  in  what  they  esteem  valuable. 

It  is  holden  for  true,  that  good  Laws  can  be  expected  only  from  a  good  Govern- 
ment; and  that  in  the  Reign  of  a  Prince  whose  Title  is  founded  upon  the 
Principle  of  Liberty,  cannot  but  be  the  most  proper  if  not  only  Time  for  a 
People  to  inform  themselves  of  their  just  Rights,  that  from  a  more  perfect 
Knowledge  of  their  true  Worth,  they  may  be  animated  to  assert  and  defend 
them  against  the  attempts  of  ill  Men  in  Time  to  come. 

Since  the  Resolution  of  the  Honourable  Board  is  by  their  aforesaid  Vote 
so  apparently  and  publickly  made  known,  it  is  verily  high  time  for  the  Repre- 
sentatives to  speak  with  great  Plainness  and  Freedom,  and  let  the  Honourable 
Board  know.  That  the  House  being  the  Representative  Body  of  this  People, 
if  finally  the  Board  insist  on  their  Vote  of  Non-concurrence  for  supplying 
Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher,  look  upon  themselves  strictly  bound  to  use  such 
other  Expedients  as  shall  be  thought  adviseable  and  likely  to  furnish  the  Gentle- 
men with  Money,  soliciting  and  endeavouring  to  perpetuate  the  inestimable 
Rights  and  Privileges  of  this  People;    that  they  may  in  the  best  manner  they 
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can,  with  utmost  Duty  and  Submission,  appear  before  His  Majesty,  and  excuse 
and  plead  for  us;  trusting  and  hoping  by  the  help  of  God,  their  Labour  and 
Pains  will  be  succeeded,  and  we  still  find  Favour  in  the  Eyes  of  His  Majesty, 
that  the  Honourable  Board  and  their  Posterity,  together  with  the  rest  of  His 
Majesty's  good  Subjects  may  in  due  time  reap  the  Benefit  thereof. 

Sent  up. 
A  Petition  of  James  Mattocks,  Son  of  Samuel  Mattocks,  late  deceased,  Thomas 
Webber  and  Mehetabel  his  Wife,  and  William  Ambrose  and  Elizabeth  [  149  ] 
his  Wife,  the  Heirs  of  James  Mattocks  deceased,  praying  they  may  be  impowered 
to  redeem  the  Mortgage  of  a  Real  Estate  consisting  of  a  Dwelling  House, 
Shop,  Garden  and  Wharfe  in  Boston,  made  to  John  Clark,  late  of  Boston,  Esq;

A  Petition  of  William  Almy  of  Tiverton,  Yeoman,  praying  he  may  be  allowed 
to  file  his  Reasons  of  Appeal  de  novo,  from  a  Judgment  obtained  against  him 
on  an  Action  of  Trespass  the  Petitioner  brought  against  Josiah  Briggs  of  Bristol, 
at  an  Inferiour  Court  held  at  Bristol  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  1728.  the 
Lawyer  that  drew  the  Reasons  of  Appeal  failing  to  Sign  them,  and  that  Execu- 
tion on  the  Judgment  of  the  Superiour  Court  held  at  Bristol  in  September  last, 
may  be  stayed,  and  that  the  Cost  hitherto  may  abide  the  Event  of  the  Trial 
on  said  Appeal.

Mr.  Welles  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  3d  Currant,  to  consider  of 
the  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board  of  the  second  Currant,  wherein  they 
decline  conferring  with  the  House  about  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney-General, 
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Reported  thereon,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  thereupon  the  House 
came  into  the  following  Message,  viz. 

THc  House  of  Representatives,  desirous  ever  to  cultivate  and  preserve 
a  Harmony  with  the  Honourable  Board,  after  their  rejecting  once  and 
again,  the  House's  Motion  for  them  to  join  in  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney-General, 
requested  (as  is  the  common  Usage  of  Parliament,  as  well  as  the  General 
Assembly  in  such  case)  that  tliere  might  be  a  Conference  between  the  two 
Houses  upon  the  Matter  in  difference:  And  it  was  very  unexpected  that  the 
Honourable  Board  should  reject  so  reasonable  and  customary  a  Motion;  and 
it  must  appear  strange  that  they  have  so  done,  if  the  Honourable  Board  have 
it  at  Heart  to  promote  or  maintain  a  good  Understanding  between  the  several 
Branches  of  the  Legislature;  especially  upon  the  Reasons  assigned  in  their 
Message  to  the  House  of  the  2d  Instant,  which  to  mention  them  in  brief,  are. 
That  His  Majesty's  70th  Instruction  [  150  ]  to  the  Governour,  and  the  plain 
Direction  of  the  Royal  Charter,  forbid  or  will  not  admit  the  General  Assembly 
to  determine  that  Matter. 

As  to  the  first  Reason,  it  will  be  best  in  order  to  a  clear  view  of  its  Strength, 
to  reduce  it  into  plain  Words,  as  it  stands  here,  an  Argument  against  the 
Honourable  Board's  conferring  with  the  House,  whether  the  General  Court 
ought  or  may  chuse  the  Attorney-General  or  not,  and  it  must  run  thus;  What- 
ever His  Majesty's  Instruction  to  the  Governour  directs  the  General  Court 
not  to  do,  that  the  Honourable  Board  may  not  confer  with  the  House  about, 
in  order  to  the  Court's  being  satisfied  whether  they  may  and  ought  to  do  it 
or  not;  But  His  Majesty's  70th  Instruction  to  the  Governour  directs  the  General 
Court  not  to  chuse  an  Attorney-General,  Therefore  the  Board  may  not  confer 
with  the  House  in  order  to  the  Court's  being  satisfied  whether  they  ought  or 
may  chuse  the  Attorney-General  or  not.  If  the  Honourable  Board  will  not 
own  and  assert  the  first  Proposition,  their  Argument  signifies  nothing;  and 
if  they  do,  the  Royal  Charter  and  every  Privilege  we  enjoy  as  Englishmen, 
signifies  as  little:  For  we  must  not  only  lose  them,  or  at  least  the  benefit  of 
them  in  every  such  Case,  but  must  forbear  saying  or  conferring  whether  we 
ought  or  not:  And  how  frequent  such  a  Case  may  happen  to  be,  in  some  future 
Reign,  is  not  difficult  to  discern,  if  we  should  ever  be  so  miserable  as  the  Nation 
sometime  was,  in  an  arbitrary  Reign,  before  the  Revolution,  and  the  Settlement 
of  the  Crown  in  the  most  Illustrious  House  of  Hanover. 

The  other  Reason  mentioned,  is,  That  the  plain  Direction  of  the  Royal 
Charter,  will  not  admit  the  General  Court  to  decide  the  Matter  in  difference; 
as  it  is  used  as  an  Argument  against  a  Conference.  If  it  be  bro't  into  a  plain 
and  regular  Form,  it  must  stand  thus;  Whenever  the  House  of  Representatives 
move  the  Honourable  Board  to  confer  upon  the  General  Court's  Right  to  do 
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that  which  the  Honourable  Board  thinks  belonging  to  the  Governour  and 
Council,  then  it  is  reasonable  to  refuse  to  confer  with  them:  But  in  this  Motion 
to  confer,  whether  the  General  Court  may  chuse  the  Attorney-General  or  not, 
the  House  move  the  Honourable  Board  to  confer  upon  what  the  Board  think 
belongs  to  the  Governour  and  Council;  Therefore  it  is  reasonable  for  the  Board 
to  refuse,  tJc.  If  this  be  good  Reasoning,  and  the  first  Proposition  true,  it 
is  scarce  possible  there  should  ever  be  a  Conference  again:  For  when  the 
Honourable  Board  and  House  are  of  a  Mind,  there  is  no  Occasion  nor  Room 
for  it;  and  when  they  differ  in  Sentiments,  (the  only  Cause  of  a  Conference) 
then  the  Board  may  refuse  to  confer  for  that  very  Reason;  and  so  by  this 
way  of  Arguing,  the  only  Cause  or  Reason  for  a  Conference,  may  be  a  good 
Reason  against  it:  For  it  must  be  supposed,  that  the  Honourable  Board  will 
not  say,  that  this  way  of  Reasoning  shall  be  allowed,  where  their  own  Right 
is  called  in  Question,  but  in  no  other  Case. 

But  the  House  are  dissatisfied  also  with  the  Opinion  of  the  Honourable 
Board  in  the  Assumption,  that  the  Right  of  appointing  the  Attorney-General 
is  in  the  Governour  and  Council:  And  since  the  Honourable  Board  refuse 
to  hear  their  Reasons  in  a  Conference,  they  pray  leave  to  mention  some  of 
them  in  this  Message.  [  151  ] 

It  is  universally  acknowledged,  that  the  Right  of  appointing  the  Attorney- 
General  is  originally  in  the  Crown:  The  Question  therefore  is,  whether  in  the 
Charter  it  is  granted  to  the  whole  General  Court,  or  to  the  Governour  and 
Council  only.  The  House  suppose,  the  Charter  grants  the  Right  to  the  whole 
Court,  and  that  in  the  following  Words,  J^id  We  do  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Successors,  give  and  grant,  that  the  said  General  Court  or  Assembly  shall  have 
full  Power  and  Authority  to  name  and  settle  Annually  all  Civil  Officers  within 
the  said  Province,  such  Officers  excepted,  the  Election  of  whom  JVe  have  by  these 
Presents  reserved  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  or  to  Our  Governour  of  the 
said  Province  for  the  Time  being.  If  therefore  the  Attorney-General  be  a  Civil 
Officer,  which  all  the  World  owns,  and  be  not  excepted,  he  is  undeniably  in 
the  Appointment  of  the  General  Court.  Now  that  he  is  not  excepted  will 
appear,  if  we  consider  the  only  Clause  in  the  Charter  giving  Power  to  the 
Governour  and  Council  to  appoint  any  Officers,  which  is  in  the  following  Words, 
And  We  do  further  Grant  and  Ordain,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  Lauf^d  for  the 
said  Governour,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council  or  Assista7its,  from 
Time  to  Time  to  Nominate  and  Appoint  Judges,  Commissioners  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer,  Sheriffs,  Provosts,  Marshals,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  Officers 
to  Our  Council  and  Courts  of  Justice  belonging.  The  only  Words  that  are  ever 
pretended  in  this  Clause  to  comprehend  the  Attorney-General  are  the  last. 
And  other  Officers  to  Our  Council  and  Courts  of  Justice  belonging.  And  that 
these  Words  neither  do  nor  can,  the  House  suppose  they  can  make  very  evident. 
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And  it  must  be  acknowledged  by  evey  impartial  Person  at  the  first  look, 
that  it  appears  strange  and  very  unusual,  that  an  Officer  whose  Business  is 
for  the  whole  Government,  and  thro'  the  whole  Government,  should  if  intended 
at  all,  not  be  particularly  mentioned,  but  after  naming  Sheriffs,  Provosts, 
Marshals,  Justices  of  the  Peace  (the  extent  of  whose  Offices  reaches  but  to  their 
respective  Counties)  should  be  bro't  in  by  a  Clause  used  commonly  after  the 
more  principal  Matters  are  particularly  mentioned,  lest  some  lesser  or  more 
inconsiderable  Things  may  have  been  omitted:  For  no  one  can  suppose  that 
the  Attorney-General,  who  is  much  the  same  in  this  Province,  tho'  in  a  far 
less  Sphere  than  the  Attorney-General  is  in  Great  Britain,  can  be  considered 
in  the  Charter  as  such  a  petty  Officer,  or  more  inconsiderable  than  those 
mentioned  in  that  Clause.  Most  certain  it  is,  he  is  not  accounted  so  by  His 
Majesty,  by  whom  he  is  in  Great  Britain  constituted  by  Letters  Patents,  and 
with  the  great  Privilege  of  Quamdiu  se  bene  gesserit.  But  the  House  would 
not  rely  upon  this  Argument  only,  but  suppose,  that  in  the  Nature  of  his  Office, 
the  Attorney-General  cannot  as  well  be  an  Officer  belonging  to  the  Courts 
of  Justice,  and  he  neither  is  nor  can  so  much  as  be  pretended  to  be  an  Officer 
of  Council.  It  is  very  evident  that  in  Great  Britain  he  is  not  reckoned  an 
Officer  of  either  of  those  venerable  Judicatories  or  Courts  of  Justice,  Kings- 
Bench,  Common-Pleas  or  Exchequer.  It  is  well  known,  that  the  Antiquity 
of  those  famous  Seats  of  Justice  is  such,  as  to  be  founded  upon  no  Statute, 
but  on  Prescription  and  Immemorial  Usage,  and  therefore  no  Act  of  Parliament 
can  be  recur'd  to,  to  see  what  is  their  Power  and  Extent,  or  what  their  Officers; 
but  we  must  be  determined  by  common  Estimation,  and  the  Books  and  Prece- 
dents of  the  Sages  of  those  Courts.  Now  in  the  Lists  of  the  Officers  of  those 
Courts,  either  ancient  or  modern,  no  Mention  is  made,  that  we  can  find,  that 
the  (  152  ]  King's  Attorney-General  is  an  Officer  belonging  to  any  of  them, 
but  he  is  a  great  Officer  of  the  Crown,  constituted  by  Patent,  as  has  been  said, 
as  well  as  the  Judges  of  those  Courts,  and  with  the  Privilege  of  Quamdiu  se 
bene  gesserit  before-mentioned,  more  anciently  than  some  of  them.  The  King's 
Attorney  does  indeed  hold  the  Place  of  Clericus  Utlagariorum  in  the  Court 
of  Common-Pleas,  but  it  is  only  a  Privilege  granted  to  that  Officer,  not  a  part 
of  his  Office,  he  always  exerciseth  it  by  his  Deputy:  As  King's  Attorney  he 
is  no  more  Clerk  of  the  Outlawries,  than  the  Bishop  of  Salisbury  as  such  is 
Chancellor  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter;  the  Privilege  of  which  Office  he  yet  always 
enjoys. 

Nor  does  the  Nature  or  Office  of  an  Attorney  at  all  bespeak  him  an  Officer 
belonging  to  the  Courts  of  Justice.  The  Books  tell  us,  an  Attorney  is  one 
who  has  the  charge  of  another's  Business,  being  retained  by  him:  And  the 
old  and  constant  Use  of  the  Word,  has  been  for  one  in  the  place  or  stead  of 
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another;  and  he  seems  to  be  a  sort  of  Successor  to  the  ancient  Responsalis. 
The  King's  Attorney  is  therefore  his  Officer,  and  every  private  Man's  Attorney 
is  his  Officer;  and  as  such,  neither  the  one  or  the  other  is  the  Officer  of  any 
other  Man  or  Order  of  Men  whatsoever.  Nor  can  the  King's  Attorney  or 
the  Attorney  of  any  private  Man  be  said  to  be  an  Officer  of  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
because  he  pleads  and  is  impleaded  before  them;  for  then  every  Plaintiff  and 
Defendant  when  they  plead  or  are  impleaded  would  be  so:  Nor  can  the  King's 
Attorney  be  said  to  be  an  Officer  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  because  he  may  be 
one  whom  some  Court  or  Courts  of  Justice  have  admitted  to  take  the  Attorney's 
Oath;  for  the  taking  that  Oath,  does  not  make  a  Man  more  or  less  either  the 
King's  or  any  private  Man's  Attorney.  But  the  King's  Patent  in  Great  Britain 
makes  His  Attorney  there,  and  nothing  else,  as  the  Choice  of  those  whom  the 
King,  by  His  Letters  Patents  has  authorized,  makes  him  here. 

The  House  of  Representatives  would  beg  leave  farther  to  observe,  that  all 
Courts  of  Justice  in  this  Province,  as  to  their  Power,  Business,  Extent  and 
every  thing,  are  wholly  erected  and  constituted  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  that  by  a  most  express  and  ample  Grant  from  the  Crown  in  the  Charter, 
the  Words  of  which  are  these:  And  We  do  of  Our  further  Grace,  certain  Knowledge 
and  meer  Motion  Grant,  Establish  and  Ordain,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors, 
That  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  Our  said  Province  or  Territory 
for  the  Time  being,  convened  as  aforesaid,  shall  for  ever  have  full  Power  and 
Authority  to  Erect  and  Constitute  Judicatories  and  Courts  of  Record,  or  other 
Courts,  to  be  held  in  the  Name  of  Us,  Our  Heirs  or  Successors,  for  the  hearing, 
trying  and  determining  all  manner  of  Crimes,  Offences,  Pleas,  Processes,  Plaints, 
Actions,  Matters,  Causes  and  Things  whatsoever  arising  or  happening  within 
Our  said  Province  or  Territory.  Nothing  can  belong  therefore  to,  or  be  a  part 
of  any  of  these  Courts,  but  by  the  Constitution;  the  Constitution  of  all  Courts 
of  Justice  is  by  the  General  Court:  If  the  General  Court  therefore  has  not 
annexed  the  Office  of  Attorney-General  to  any  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  or  in 
other  Words,  has  not  made  him  a  part  or  to  belong  to  them,  he  cannot  by 
the  Constitution  of  these  Courts  be  an  Officer  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  belonging, 
and  consequently  cannot  be  appointed  by  the  Governour  and  Council,  who 
are  to  [  153  ]  appoint  no  other  than  Officers  belonging  to  Courts  of  Justice, 
beside  those  particularly  named,  among  which  he  is  not  one,  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council,  to  which  he  is  not  pretended  to  belong,  it  is  presumed  the 
Honourable  Board  will  not  say,  the  General  Court  have  annexed  this  Office 
to  any  Court  of  Justice;  the  Act  of  Assembly  may  easily  be  produced  if  it  be 
so.  The  Governour  and  Council  may  appoint  Officers,  that  is,  design  the 
Persons  belonging  to  the  Courts  of  Justice,  but  the  General  Court  only,  can 
appoint  Offices,  and  say  what  shall  and  what  shall  not  belong  to  any  Court. 
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To  sum  up  in  a  Word  what  has  been  said  upon  the  Argument,  the  Attorney- 
General  is  a  great  Civil  Officer  of  the  King's,  or  whole  Government,  not  belonging 
to  any  particular  Court  or  Courts  of  Justice,  neither  from  the  Nature  of  his 
Office,  nor  by  ancient  Usage  or  Estimation,  nor  by  any  Act  of  the  General 
Court,  who  only  can  say  what  shall  and  what  shall  not  constitute  or  belong 
to  Courts  of  Justice  here,  and  consequently  must  by  express  Words  of  Charter, 
unavoidably  be  chosen  by  the  whole  General  Court,  and  not  appointed  by  the 
Governour  and  Council. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  House  cannot  but  be  deeply  affected,  to  observe  the 
Honourable  Board  so  intent  and  earnest  to  take  so  great  a  Privilege  from  the 
General  Assembly,  which  they  have  so  good  a  right  to,  and  are  so  well  possessed 
of,  and  which  they  came  into  after  a  very  solemn  and  mature  Deliberation 
of  the  Honourable  Board,  many  Years  ago;  especially  to  be  so  fixed  and  engaged 
in  it,  as  to  refuse  to  hear  the  Reasons  that  heretofore  prevailed  with  those 
honourable  and  good  Patriots  their  Predecessors,  and  which  might  possibly 
have  perswaded  the  present  Honourable  Board  to  continue  this  Privilege  to 
the  Assembly,  as  it  did  the  former  to  restore  it.  Sent  up. 

A  Petition  of  Patrick  Hickey  of  Marblehead,  Victualler,  shewing.  That  he 
appealed  from  a  Judgment  of  an  Inferiour  Court  of  Common  Pleas  held  at

Mr.  Speaker, 

SIR, 

'y'^Ur  last  covered  you  a  Duplicate  of  the  Petition  (or  Complaint)  we  laid 
'V-^hefore  His  Majesty  against  Governour  Burnetts  Mall-Administration, 
'which  His  Majesty  referred  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  Trade,  to 
'make  Report  to  Him  thereon:  Upon  which  their  Lordships  sent  for  us  Yesterday 
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'to  Support  the  Allegations  therein,  where  we  attended,  and  told  their  Lordships 
'we  were  ready  (Mr.  Burnet  the  Governour's  Brother  was  there  also)  After 
'Reading  the  Petition,  their  Lordships  entred  into  the  Particulars,  the  Chief 
'whereof  were,  [  160  ] 

'  The  Governour's  Breach  of  the  Law  in  not  passing  a  Warrant  for  paying  the 
'Representatives,  upon  the  Clerk's  Certificate. 

'His  not  passing  the  Impost  Bill,  7ior  that  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury. 

'His  exacting  exorbitant  and  illegal  Fees  on  the  Shipping. 

'To  the  first  their  Lordships  said  they  had  a  Letter  from  the  Governour 
'four  Days  after  the  Date  of  ours  from  the  Honourable  House,  wherein  he 
'says  he  had  passed  a  Warrant  for  the  Representatives  Pay,  so  that  Difficulty 
'was  over.  We  then  recurred  to  the  Source  of  the  present  Contest  between 
'the  Governour  and  the  House,  viz.  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction;  and  repeating 
'the  Words  in  the  latter  Clause  — 

'And  in  Case  the  said  Council  and  Assembly,  &c. 
'We  observed  to  their  Lordships,  that  we  humbly  conceived  the  King  had 
'plainly  pointed  out  to  the  Governour  his  Duty  upon  a  Non-compliance;  which 
'was,  to  return  the  Matter  to  Himself,  to  do  therein  according  to  his  Royal 
'Wisdom;  but  that  there  was  not  in  the  Instruction  the  Shadow  of  a  Direction 
'to  the  Governour  to  distress  and  oppress  the  King's  good  Subjects  in  the  Way 
'and  Manner  he  had,  in  order  to  force  and  compel  them  to  do  what  was  against 
'the  Light  of  their  Reason  and  Conscience,  and  what  they  had  so  often  declared 
'in  the  most  solemn  manner,  would  be  to  betray  their  Trust  in  giving  up  the 
'Liberties  and  Privileges  of  the  People.  We  urged  in  the  plainest  and  strongest 
'Terms  we  could,  the  vast  Hazards,  Damages  and  Inconveniences  to  which 
'the  Governour  had  exposed  the  King's  Province,  and  all  the  good  People 
'therein,  by  not  giving  his  Assent  to  the  Bill  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury;  in 
'which  their  Lordships  did  not  vindicate  him  in  the  least  measure,  or  allow 
'of  his  Reason  therein,  but  said.  It  was  the  u7idoubted  Right  of  the  Assembly  not 
'only  to  impose  and  levy  proportionable  and  reasonable  Assessments  Rates  and 
'Taxes,  but  to  Appropriate  the  same,  as  they  should  judge  proper.  We  then  went 
'on  to  his  raising  Money  upon  the  King's  Subjects  without  Law,  viz.  So 
'much  for  Let-Passes  to  Vessels,  and  so  much  extra  for  Registers.  At  this 
'their  Lordships  seemed  surprized,  and  would  at  first  hardly  entertain  it  for 
'Fact.  We  told  their  Lordships,  in  obedience  to  their  Commands,  we  were 
'prepared  with  our  Proofs.  The  Words  of  one  of  the  Lords  were,  This  is 
'Shocking,  and  repeated  it.  We  told  their  Lordships,  if  it  was  in  a  Governour's 
'Breast  to  raise  what  Fees  or  Taxes  he  pleased  on  the  King's  Subjects,  there 
'would  be  no  further  Occasion  for  Assemblies,  or  Care  to  be  taken  for  fix'd 
'Salaries,  nor  would  the  People  think  they  lived  in  an  English  Government. 
'They  asked  what  the  Let-Pass  was.?     We  told  them   izs.     The  Governour's 
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'Brother  said  that  was  not  above  3  or  4  Shillings  Sterling.  We  replied,  If  he 
'had  a  Power  to  say  Men  should  not  go  on  their  lawful  Occasions  without 
'paying  him  Three  Shillings,  he  might  when  he  pleased  say  they  should  pay 
'  Thirty,  or  more.  Their  Lordships  heard  us  with  much  Calmness  and  Patience, 
'and  treated  us  with  a  great  deal  of  Respect,  and  said  upon  the  whole,  Jltho' 
'the  Assembly  had  not  paid  that  just  Regard  they  ought  to  the  King's  Instruction, 
^yet  the  People  should  have  all  manner  of  Justice  done  them.  The  Governour's 
'Brother  desired  a  Copy  of  the  Complaint,  which  their  Lordships  ordered  him, 
'that  he  might  send  it  to  the  Governour,  to  make  Answer  thereto,  they  saying 
'that  was  the  usual  Course  of  things  of  this  kind:  Upon  which  we  observed 
'to  their  Lordships,  what  a  length  of  Time  must  intervene  between  this  and 
'a  Receipt  of  the  Governour's  Answer,  and  therefore  prayed  their  Lordships, 
'that  some  conditional  Directions  might  be  given  to  the  Governour  in  the 
'mean  Time,  for  the  Relief  of  the  Province  from  these  oppressive  Grievances, 
'which  their  Lordships  received  favourably,  and  said  they  would  consider  of, 
'when  we  were  withdrawn:  And  we  doubt  not  a  good  [  161  ]  issue  of  this  Matter 
'in  due  Time.  For  the  Future,  in  Cases  of  Complaint,  and  for  a  more  speedy 
'Relief,  it  will  be  best  to  serve  the  Governour  with  Copies  in  a  formal  manner, 
'and  acquaint  him  you  are  sending  them  over  to  His  Majesty,  and  return 
'an  Affidavit  of  such  Service  under  the  Seal  of  the  Province,  or  in  the  best 
'manner  you  can,  to  certify  such  Service  here  at  home.  We  desire  you  to 
'get  from  the  Secretary's  Office  the  Number  of  Registers  paid  for  since  Governonr 
'Burnet's  Arrival,  and  from  the  Impost-Office  the  Number  of  Vessels  cleared 
'that  have  paid  his  Let-Passes,  that  so  an  honest  Computation  may  be  made 
'of  what  he  has  extorted  in  this  manner.  We  are  also  told  he  has  doubled  the 
'Price  of  Bounty-Certificates,  which  will  doubtless  be  redressed,  upon  your 
'sending  us  authentick  Proofs  thereof.  With  the  tender  of  our  best  Services 
'to  the  Honourable  House,  we  remain,

THe  House  of  Representatives  having  this  present  Session  once  and  again 
endeavoured  that  Francis  Wilks  and  Jonathan  Belcher  Esqrs.  Agents  for 
this  House  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  might  be  supplied  out  of  the  publick 
Treasury,  to  enable  them  to  solicite  the  Affairs  and  perpetuate  the  Peace  and 
Tranquility  of  this  Country:  To  effect  which  they  came  into  Votes  and  sent 
them  to  the  Honourable  Board,  where  they  were  Non-concurred;  which  Method 
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the  preceeding  Assembly  often  tried,  but  were  defeated  by  the  Board's  Non- 
concurrence  as  aforesaid.  And  inasmuch  as  it  is  well  known,  that  the  Business 
the  said  Gentlemen  are  engaged  in,  cannot  be  managed  and  carried  on  without 
considerable  expence  of  Money; 

His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  the  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled, 
having  the  true  Interest  of  this  People  at  Heart,  and  justly  fearing  if  Money 
be  not  seasonably  remitted  the  Agents,  the  Inestimable  Rights  and  Privileges 
of  this  People,  which  they  have  so  long  happily  enjoyed,  will  be  in  great  Hazard 
of  being  diminished,  if  not  totally  subverted:  For  if  none  be  enabled  to  appear 
for  us,  what  can  be  expected?  It  is  therefore  by  the  House  most  earnestly 
Recommended  to  all  that  have  a  Regard  to  New-England's  Welfare,  that  in 
this  critical  Juncture,  they  would  lend  their  helping  Hand  to  prevent  the 
threatned  Mischief.  And  should  the  several  Towns  Raise  and  Contribute 
so  as  to  make  up  the  Sum  to  be  Remitted  One  Thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  we 
hope  and  trust  that  those  who  shall  give  into  this  Method,  will  be  repaid  in 
convenient  Time:  And  doubtless  as  this,  so  all  succeeding  Assemblies  will  look 
upon  it  their  bounden  Duty  to  use  all  proper  Methods  for  that  Purpose. 

And  for  the  more  speedy  and  effectual  prosecuting  this  Affair,  it  is  desired, 
that  all  whoever  are  disposed  to  Subscribe  or  Contribute,  would  pay  the  same 
into  the  Hands  of  their  Representatives,  or  one  or  more  of  the  Select-Men 
of  their  several  Towns  to  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  Speaker,  or  any  one 
of  the  Representatives  of  Boston,  a  Committee  to  transmit  to  the  [  162  ]  Agents 
the  Determination  of  the  House  relating  to  this  Affair,  to  be  used  and  employed 
as  this  House  shall  direct,  for  the  accomplishing  and  well  issuing  the  aforesaid 
Affair  relating  to  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction.  The  Sum  proposed  to  be 
Collected  as  aforesaid,  is  Four  Thousand  Pounds,  which  will  purchase  One 
Thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  if  not  something  more.  'Tis  not  doubted  but  that 
the  Select-Men  of  the  several  Towns  throughout  this  Province,  will  in  an 
especial  manner  exert  themselves  in  favour  of  what  is  above  Recommended 
by  the  House,  who  can  and  do  affirm  and  declare,  that  in  all  this  they  aim  at 
establishing  the  Weal  of  the  good  People  here. 

A^.  B.  In  several  Letters  from  those  Gentlemen,  they  advise  of  the  Necessity 
of  a  seasonable  Supply  of  Money  to  engage  Counsel,  Wr.  and  to  manage  the 
Affair  betrusted  them. 

Thus  in  one.  fVe  doubt  not  but  you  will  have  so  just  a  Solicitude  for  the  Welfare 
of  the  Province,  as  not  to  let  an  Affair  of  such  Consequence  miscarry,  for  want 
of  a  sufficient  atid  seasonable  Supply  of  Money.  In  another,  But  if  we  are  not 
timely  supplied  with  Money  to  go  forward,  the  Province  must  be  always  content 
with  his  {meaning  the  Governour)  Volo  et  jubeo. 

Again,  And  the  Affair  must  drop,  and  he  gain  what  Point  he  pleases. 
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Samuel  Thaxter,  Spencer  Phips  and  Peter  Thacher  Esqrs.  brought  down  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Circumstances  the  Province 
lies  under  as  to  the  Bills  of  Credit,  signed  in  the  Name  and  by  Order  of  the 
Committee,  Benjamin  Lynde.

A  Petition  of  Samuel  French,  Samuel  Pool  and  Edward  Bate,  a  Committee 
in  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Abhinton,  shewing.  That  there  is  a  small  Tract  of 
Land  in  that  Township,  at  the  North  East  End  of  the  Land  called  fValdo's 
Farm,  which  is  no  Man's  Property,  as  the  Petitioners  suggest,  praying  they 
may  have  a  Grant  of  the  said  Land,  for  the  Reasons  mentioned.  Read,  and 
Ordered,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  said  Land

Read,  and  Ordered,  That  the  Petitioner  serve  Ebenezer 
Eddy  with  a  Copy  of  this  Petition,  that  he  shew  Cause  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  the  next  May  Session,  why  the  Prayer  thereof  should  not  be  granted;  and 
that  Execution  be  superseded  in  the  mean  Time,  any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Mr.  Speaker  communicated  a  Letter  from  Thomas  Westbrooke  Esq;  and  Mr. 
Samuel  Waldo,  praying  that  the  House  would  reconsider  their  Vote  on  their 
Petition,  praying  for  some  Lands  at  the  head  of  Falmouth  in  Casco-Bay,  for 
their  Encouragement  in  carrying  on  the  Mast-Trade,  '^c.  and  that  they  may 
be  heard  before  a  Committee  thereon.  Read,  and  Ordered,  That  the  said 
Petition  be  committed  to  the  Committee  for  Lands. 

Mr.  Gushing  from  the  Committee  for  Petitions  Reported  on  a  Memorial 
of  Capt.  James  Woodside,  praying  his  Wages  may  be  advanced  to  Four  Pounds 
per  Month,  viz.  The  House  upon  reading  the  within  Petition,  having  directed 
the  Commtttee  to  inquire  into  the  Mismanagements  of  the  Petitioner,  and 
having  made  Inquiry,  have  received  credible  Information,  that  several  of  his 
Men  were  by  him  employed  in  Fishing  five  or  six  Weeks  together,  and  were 
absent  from  their  Duty  that  Time,  which  also  he  confess'd:  That  when  some 
of  the  People  in  that  Town,  and  others  transiently  calling  in  there,  seldom 
found  more  than  two  or  three  of  the  Soldiers  [  164  ]  there;  and  that  the  Garrison 
was  kept  in  a  very  dirty  Condition,  more  like  Stable  than  a  Fort,  and  no  Centinels 
out,  and  that  when  they  have  come  into  the  Harbour  in  the  Night,  have  gone 
up  to  the  Fort,  knock'd  and  called  a  long  time  before  they  could  awake  any 
Body.  That  his  Men  were  often  out  in  his  Boats  all  the  Day  Fishing;  that 
by  setting  his  Seins  cross  the  River  or  in  the  Eddies,  greatly  obstructed  the 
Fish  going  up  the  River,  to  the  great  Damage  both  of  the  Indians  and  English, 
and  when  the  Indians  complained,  his  Answer  was.  That  fishing  was  free  by 
Charter,  and  he  would  do  it;  and  abused  and  beat  them,  which  much  discouraged 
them  from  coming  down  that  River.  That  he  sells  the  Provisions  to  Persons 
out  of  the  Garrison,  and  that  the  Men  have  some  times  no  Provisions  to  eat. 
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but  are  forced  to  go  up  to  Town  to  beg  Meat.  That  he  sells  Hogsheads  of 
Bread  out  of  the  Stores,  and  if  the  Men  complain  to  him,  he  beats  and  abuses 
them,  and  thereby  compells  them  to  say  and  sign  any  thing  he  would  have 
them;  and  which  they  have  and  would  freely  declare,  if  they  might  without 
Fear;  and  also  discover  many  of  his  other  ill  Managements  at  that  Garrison, 
as  his  selling  of  Drink  to  the  Inhabitants,  Fishermen  and  Soldiers,  to  such  a 
degree,  that  the  Soldiers  are  so  disordered  that  they  are  seldom  fit  to  be  upon 
Duty.  That  Francis  Loud  an  Invalid,  who  was  some  Years  since  posted  there 
only  for  Subsistence,  the  said  IVoodside  has  from  Time  to  Time,  upon  making 
up  his  Roll,  brought  Receipts  from  the  said  Loud  for  so  much  received  of  him 
in  Cloathing  as  his  Wages  would  have  come  to,  if  he  had  been  to  have  had 
any,  which  has  hitherto  pass'd  unobserved,  and  so  the  Treasurer  has  discounted 
it  with  him  on  the  Slop  Accompt,  which  on  the  two  last  Rolls  within  i6  or  17 
Months,  amounted  to  /.  27  which  is  thought  to  be  twice  as  much  as  the  said 
Loud  could  wear  in  that  Time:  The  Committee  therefore  propose,  that  the 
Officer  there  henceforth  let  said  Loud  have  no  more  than  may  be  necessary, 
and  lay  a  particular  Accompt  thereof  before  the  Court.  All  which  considered, 
the  Committee  propose  that  the  Petition  be  dismist,  and  that  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governour  be  desired  to  dismiss  the  said  IVoodside  from  the 
Service:  And  whereas  that  Garrison  is  but  of  little  Service  to  the  Province 
in  this  Time  of  Peace,  it  is  proposed  that  the  Soldiers  there  be  dismist,  and 
that  only  a  Serjeant  and  four  Centinals  be  posted  there  during  the  Time  of 
Peace,  and  that  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour  be  earnestly  desired  to 
give  his  Orders  accordingly.  Read  and  Accepted,  and  Voted,  That  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governour  be  earnestly  desired  to  dismiss  the  said  Capt.  James 
fVoodside,  and  to  give  his  Orders  for  reducing  the  Garrison  to  a  Serjeant  and 
four  Men  accordingly.

That  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  for  a  Township  to  Thomas 
How  and  others,  Inhabitants  of  Marlborough  and  Stow,  in  Answer  to  their 
Petition  for  a  Tract  of  Land  lying  Westerly  of  Brookfield,  between  that  and 
Swift  River:  Provided  there  be  Land  enough  on  said  River,  or  near  it,  to 
accomodate  the  Petitioners  after  Joseph  Andrews  and  others  of  Salem,  and 
Eleazer  Carver,  John  Kingman  and  others  of  Bridgwater,  are  accommodated 
with  two  Townships  at  the  same  place,  which  the  Committee  have  reported 
to  be  granted  to  them  near  the  same  place. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  North  of  Pennicook, 
to  run  up  Merrimack  River,  be  granted  for  a  Township,  in  Answer  to  a  Petition 
of  Robert  Kimball,  Joseph  Blancher,  and  others.  Inhabitants  of  Andover,  Bradford, 
Wohurne  and  Reading. 

Thar  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be  granted  for  a 
Township  to  Samuel  Farbell  and  others,  many  of  whom  were  under  the  Command 
of  Capt.  Lovewell,  in  his  Marches  after  the  Indians,  and  four  and  Twenty  of 
them  at  the  killing  of  the  Ten  Indians,  upon  their  Petition  for  the  same  in 
the  unappropriated  Lands,  to  the  Westward  of  Lunenburgh. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  for  a  Township,  to 
Samuel  Chamberlain  Junior,  Henry  Adams  and  others,  Inhabitants  of  Chelmsford, 
Concord,  Billerica,  Andover  and  Littleton,  between  Lunenburgh  and  Northfield, 
in  lieu  of  their  Petition  for  a  Township  near  the  Wachuset  Hills,  which  the 
Committee  have  reported  to  be  granted  to  other  Petitioners  of  a  prior  Date. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  for  a  Township  to  Caleb 
Call  and  others  of  Charlestown,  between  Dunstable  and  Northfield,  in  lieu  of  a 
Tract  of  Land  upon  the  North  side  of  the  Narraganset  Town  which  they 
petitioned  for,  but  the  Committee  have  reported  it  to  be  granted  to  others 
of  a  prior  Date. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  for  a  Township,  to 
begin  upon  the  Southward  side  of  the  Town  granted  to  LoveweWs  Soldiers  at 
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Suncook,  down  the  River  four  Miles  on  the  ffest  side,  and  three  Miles  on  the 
East,  be  granted  to  Samuel  Chapman  and  others,  in  Answer  to  a  Petition  of 
theirs  for  said  Land  for  a  Township. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  for  a 
Township  to  John  Sargent,  Benjamin  Woodbridge  and  others,  beginning  at  the 
Sovth  side  of  the  River  of  Merrimack,  where  the  Committee  have  reported  a 
Township  to  be  granted  to  Samuel  Chapman  and  others,  ends,  and  so  down 
the  River  to  make  up  the  Contents  aforesaid,  three  Miles  from  the  River  on 
the  East  side,  and  four  Miles  from  the  River  on  the  West  side. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be  granted  to  Samuel 
Haywood  and  others  for  a  Township,  on  the  Northward  from  Turkey-\  173  ] 
Hills,  and  partly  Westward  from  Dunstable,  lying  on  both  sides  Sowhegan  River, 
upon  their  Petition  for  the  same. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  for  a  Township  be  granted  to  Gershom  Rice  and  others 
His  Majesty's  Loyal  and  Dutiful  Subjects,  upon  their  Petition,  lying  between 
the  Townships  of  Rutland  and  Shrewsbury,  Lancaster  new-Grant  and  Turkey- 
Hills,  including  the  great  Wachuset  Hill. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  for  a  Township,  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be 
granted  to  Ebenezer  Dickenson,  Caleb  Lyman,  David  Graves  and  others,  upon 
Ashawelot,  within  ten  or  fourteen  Miles  of  Northfield. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  to  Thomas 
Hastings  and  others,  for  a  Township  between  Dunstable  and  Northfield,  in  lieu 
of  a  Tract  of  Land  petitioned  for  by  them  from  the  North-West  corner  of  Rutland 
Bounds,  so  runing  three  Miles  on  Rutland  West  Line,  and  Northerly  to  Paquoiag, 
which  the  Committee  have  reported  to  be  granted  to  others  of  a  prior  Date. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  to  Ephraim 
Hildreth  and  John  Tyng  of  Dunstable,  for  themselves  and  forty  eight  others, 
and  Zacheus  Lovewell  and  eight  others.  Soldiers  under  Capt.  John  Lovewell 
deceased,  part  of  whom  first  discovered  the  Use  of  Snow-Shoes,  and  killed 
old  Harry,  upon  their  Petition  for  a  Township  to  the  Eastward  of  the  Towns 
granted  to  the  Narraganset  Soldiers. 

That  a  Township  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  to  Nathaniel 
Lampson  and  others,  between  Dunstable  and  Northfield,  in  lieu  of  a  Tract  of 
Land  petitioned  for  by  them  for  a  Township  on  Miller's  River,  which  the 
Committee  have  reported  to  be  granted  to  others  of  a  prior  Date. 

That  a  Grant  of  a  Tract  of  Land  of  six  Miles  square  be  granted  to  Ephraim 
Curtin  and  others,  upon  their  Petition  of  May  26th.  1726.  joining  West  on 
Rutland,  so  as  not  to  interfere  on  those  Tracts  granted  on  Swift  River. 

That  a  Township,  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be  granted  to  Caleb 
Blogget,  Benjamin  Haywood,  Simon  Crossby  and  others,  upon  their  Petition 
for  a  Tract  of  Land  lying  West  of  Unkanunot  Hills,  adjoining  to  a  Township 
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lately  petitioned  for,  lying  North  of,  and  adjoining  to  the  Narraganset  Town 
at  Sowhegan. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be  granted  to  James 
Pecker  and  others,  Inhabitants  of  Boston,  upon  their  Petition,  lying  on  the 
North-West  side  of  the  Narraganset  Town  at  Wachuset  Hills  and  Northfield. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  upon  the  Petition 
of  Samuel  Whittemore,  Henry  Prentice,  John  Hicks  and  others  of  Cambridge, 
be  granted  to  them  between  Watatick-iVAh  and  the  Town  of  Northfield. 

That  a  Tract  of  Land  the  Contents  of  six  Miles  square,  be  granted  to  [  174  ] 
Wymond  Bradbury,  Jeremiah  Bumstead  Junior  and  others,  upon  their  Petition, 
on  the  North-West  part  of  Scarborough  and  Biddeford,  extending  to  Saco  River. 

The  Committee  further  humbly  propose.  That  those  Persons  who  have 
signed  in  several  Petitions,  be  excluded  all  Right  in  or  by  any  Petition,  except 
that  which  bears  the  first  Date,  unless  they  shall  settle  that  which  they  first 
petitioned  for,  and  the  others  in  their  own  Persons  or  their  Children;  and 
that  such  Committee  or  Committees  as  to  the  Wisdom  of  this  Court  shall 
seem  best,  be  appointed  to  lay  out  the  several  Tracts  of  Land  granted,  and 
make  a  Return  to  this  Court  of  a  Plat  thereof,  at  the  Charge  of  the  several 
Petitioners  respectively,  within  such  Time  as  this  Court  shall  appoint.  Read 
and  Accepted,  and  Foted,  That  the  several  Parcels  of  Land  mentioned  in  the 
within  Report,  be  and  hereby  are  given  and  granted  to  the  Petitioners  therein 
named  respectively,  on  the  Conditions  reported,  provided  the  same  interferes 
with  no  other  or  former  Grant  or  Grants. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

On  the  Petitions  of  William  Taylor  and  others,  of  sundry  Inhabitants  of 
Hampshire  County,  of  sundry  Inhabitants  of  Watertown  and  Weston,  oi  Jonathan 
Bozvers,  Samuel  Kendall,  Henry  Farwell  and  others,  of  Joseph  Hill  and  others, 
and  of  the  Town  of  Wenham,  praying  for  Lands  for  Townships,  which  were 
Read  and  Accepted,  and  Foted,  That  the  said  Petitions  be  referred  to  the 
next  May  Session  accordingly. 

On  the  Petition  of  Dr.  William  Douglass  and  others,  of  Thomas  Cutler,  Samuel 
Haywood  and  others,  of  John  Day,  Robert  Lord  and  others,  of  John  Stearns, 
Josiah  Perry  and  others,  of  Benjamin  Whittemore  and  others,  which  were  Read 
and  Accepted,  and  Voted,  That  the  said  Petitions  be  dismiss'd  accordingly. 

Ordered,  That  a  Message  be  sent  up  to  the  Honourable  Board,  to  desire 
they  would  send  down  the  Petition  of  the  Agents  for  the  House  to  His  Majesty, 
and  their  Letters  to  the  House,  sent  up  the  i6th.  and  to  inquire  whether  the 
Board  have  pass'd  on  the  Vote  of  the  House  of  that  Day  for  supplying  Messieurs 
Wilks  and  Belcher  with  /.  500  Sterling. 

A  Message  from  the  Board  by  John  Wheelwright,  Paul  Dudley  and  Melatiah 
Bourn  Esqrs.  with  Mr.  Secretary  Willard,  viz.  In  Council  December  17th.  1729. 
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Ordered,  That  the  following  Message  be  sent  down  to  the  Honourable  House 
of  Representatives,  viz. 

THe  Honourable  House  having  on  the  loth  Instant  sent  up  a  Message 
(in  a  Stile  rather  becoming  the  Disputations  of  an  Academy,  than  the 
Gravity  of  the  Legislature)  complaining  of  the  Board's  Non-concurring  a  Vote 
of  the  House  for  a  Conference  relating  to  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney-General; 
wherein  had  the  House  contented  themselves  with  supporting  their  own  Opinion, 
the  Board  might  safely  have  let  the  Matter  rested  without  any  Answer;  but 
since  the  Message  seems  to  be  in  great  part  designed  to  expose  the  Proceedmgs 
of  His  Majesty's  Council,  they  are  very  willing  to  justify  their  Conduct  in 
that  Affair.  [175] 

And  to  begin  with  the  Choice  of  the  King's  Attorney-General:  The  Board 
freely  acknowledge  their  deliberate  Opinion  to  be,  That  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives have  no  just  Right  to  Vote  in  that  Election,  but  that  he  ought  to 
be  appointed  by  His  Majesty's  Governour  of  this  Province,  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Council,  in  the  same  Manner  as  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs, 
&c.  are:  And  of  this  Opinion  was  His  Majesty's  Government  of  this  Province 
from  the  beginning  of  our  present  Constitution,  and  the  Practice  accordingly. 
Now  Contemporanea  Expositio  est  Optima. 

In  October  1692.  which  was  the  Year  the  Charter  arrived,  at  a  Day  appointed 
for  the  Nomination  of  Civil  Officers,  Mr.  Anthony  Checkley  was  nominated 
and  appointed  by  the  Governour  and  Council  to  be  the  King's  Attorney-General, 
and  had  a  Commission  in  Form  for  that  Purpose,  which  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Records  of  the  Secretary's  Office;  and  in  the  Year  following  the  Governour 
and  Council  without  any  preceding  Vote  of  the  Representatives,  ordered  the 
said  Checkley  a  Payment  of  Sixty  Pounds  for  his  Service  as  Attorney-General: 
Nor  was  this  Payment  afterwards  complained  of  as  any  Grievance  by  the 
Representatives;  and  he  continued  in  the  Execution  of  that  Office  until  the 
Year  1702.  when  Paul  Dudley  Esq;  was  nominated  and  appointed  by  the 
Governour  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council,  to  be  Attorney-General. 
Nor  can  it  be  pretended  that  ever  the  House  of  Representatives  made  any 
Claim  to  Vote  in  the  Election  of  the  Attorney-General  for  Twenty  Years  together. 
Can  it  be  supposed  that  so  many  Assemblies  should  be  all  this  while  asleep, 
no  Patriots  found  among  them,  or  that  they  willingly  parted  with  a  Privilege 
that  they  thought  themselves  justly  entitled  to.^ 

In  June  1715.  at  a  Council  held  at  Boston,  the  Question  was  put.  Whether 
the  General  Court  have  Authority  to  name  and  settle  Annually  an  Attorney-General.? 
And  it  was  voted  in  the  Negative.  It  must  be  acknowleged  that  for  some 
Years  before  the  arrival  of  the  late  Governour  Burnet,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives joined  with  the  Council  in  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney-General,  claiming

it  as  their  Right  so  to  do:  But  then  it  is  well  known  that  in  those  Years  the 
House  of  Representatives  made  other  Claims,  and  adventured  to  do  many 
things  which  they  were  not  justified  in,  but  faulted  for,  upon  a  publick  Hearing 
before  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  First  of  Glorious  Memory,  and  His 
Privy  Council. 

Besides  the  Usage  and  Practice  before-mentioned,  the  Board  cannot  but 
apprehend  it  to  be  most  agrcable  both  to  the  Royal  Charter,  and  the  Nature 
of  the  Office  of  His  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  that  the  Governour  of  this 
Province,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council,  should  as  well 
nominate  and  appoint  him,  as  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs,  and  other  Officers  to 
the  Council  and  Courts  of  Justice  belonging.  For  tho'  in  strictness  of  Speech 
the  Attorney-General  is  not  an  Officer  belonging  to  any  particular  Court  of 
Justice,  yet  inasmuch  as  the  Execution  of  his  Office  lies  principally  in  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  and  his  proper  Business  and  Duty  is  to  appear  for  the  King 
in  all  Matters  referring  to  the  Crown  brought  into  any  of  the  Courts  of  Justice 
within  this  Province,  he  may  be  very  well  comprehended  within  those  General 
Words  of,  other  Officers  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  belonging.  Of  this  Opinion 
was  the  present  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  Sir  Robert  Raymond,  when 
he  was  His  late  Ma-[  176  ]jesty's  Attorney-General,  upon  a  Reference  made 
to  him  on  that  very  Point.  But  above  all.  His  present  Majesty  has  been 
pleased  in  His  Royal  Instruction,  directing  the  appointment  of  an  Attorney- 
General,  to  express  himself  in  the  Words  following.  And  whereas  We  have  been 
informed  that  the  General  Court  have  taken  upon  them  to  name  this  Officer,  you 
are  therefore  to  signify  to  them,  that  We  conceive  that  Nomination  to  be  Our  undoubted 
Right,  and  you  are  not  to  suffer  any  Person  to  act  in  that  Station,  but  such  as 
shall  be  nominated  by  you  as  aforesaid.  So  that  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Crown, 
the  Representatives  joining  in  the  Election  of  an  Attorney-General,  is  not 
founded  upon  any  just  Right  or  Authority  granted  to  them,  but  a  Power 
assumed  or  taken  up  by  or  of  themselves.  If  we  consider  the  Nature  of  the 
Office  of  an  Attor^iey-General,  it  must  seem  strange  to  Men  of  Judgment  in 
Law  or  Government,  that  the  Populace  or  Representatives  of  the  People  should 
have  any  Vote  in  his  Election:  For  as  the  House  have  observed,  he  is  an  Officer 
of  the  Crown,  (though  not  a  great  Officer  of  the  Crown,  as  they  by  mistake 
call  him)  and  it  is  the  Sole  Prerogative  of  the  King  to  appoint  him;  and  yet 
they  would  argue  that  the  Royal  Charter  vests  the  Power  of  chusing  the  King's 
Attorney-Gefieral  for  this  Province  in  the  General  Court  or  Assembly.  The 
Clause  relied  on  by  the  House  is  truly  recited,  upon  this  the  Question  is.  Whether 
among  the  Civil  Officers  within  this  Province  to  be  named  and  settled  Annually 
by  the  General  Court  or  Assembly,  the  King's  Attorney-General  is  comprehended? 
The  House  take  the  Affirmative,  and  yet  in  their  Description  of  an  Attorney- 
General  say  he  is  an  Officer  of  the  Crown,  and  appointed  by  a  Commission 
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from  the  King  to  hold  the  Office  Quamdiu  se  bene  gesserit.  Now  in  the  first 
place,  Officers  of  the  Crown  properly  so  called,  may  be  and  often  are  contra- 
distinguished from  Civil  Officers,  even  as  Pleas  of  the  Crown  are  from  Civil 
Actions.  And  in  the  next  place,  the  Civil  Officers  to  be  named  and  settled 
by  the  General  Court,  are  to  be  chosen  Annually,  whereas  the  House  say. 
That  an  Attorney-General's  Commission  runs,  Quamdiu  se  bene  gesserit,  Tenures 
of  as  different  a  Nature  as  well  can  be,  one  depending  upon  the  good  Behaviour, 
and  so  may  possibly  last  during  Life,  the  other  expiring  at  the  end  of  the  Year. 
Besides,  it  is  a  known  Maxim  of  the  Law  with  respect  to  the  Crown,  That 
the  King  cannot  part  with  his  Prerogative,  but  by  full  and  express  Words; 
and  therefore  the  Clause  relied  on  by  the  House  for  their  pretended  Privilege 
not  expressing  an  Attorney-General,  the  Right  of  chusing  him  Annually  among 
other  Civil  Officers  within  the  Province,  cannot  pass  to  or  be  vested  in  the 
General  Court  or  Assembly.  And  as  to  Implication,  nothing  can  be  more 
absurd  than  to  imagine  that  the  late  King  Willia^n  and  Queen  Mary  (of  blessed 
Memory)  who  granted  the  Royal  Charter,  ever  designed  the  Representative 
Body  of  the  People  of  this  Province  should  have  any  Hand  in  chusing  an 
Attorney-General  for  them  or  their  Successors.  It  cannot  be  thought  probable, 
that  when  the  King  by  his  own  Commission  appoints  the  Attorney-General 
at  home,  and  in  his  Dominions  abroad  does  it  by  his  Governours,  the  Province 
of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  should  be  so  distinguished  from  all  the  rest  as  to 
have  that  Officer  elected  by  the  Legislature,  and  that  every  Year. 

The  House  indeed  are  pleased  to  make  a  great  Harangue  on  the  Privilege 
of  chusing  an  Attorney-General,  and  of  the  vast  Importance  it  is  to  [  177  ]  this 
Country  that  they  should  bear  a  part  in  his  Election:  This  must  be  intended 
more  ad  captandum  Populum,  than  to  perswade  or  convince  Men  of  Thought 
and  Consideration.  For  sure  the  Nomination  and  Appointment  of  Judges, 
Justices  and  Sheriffs,  and  other  Officers  to  the  Council  and  Courts  of  Justice 
belonging,  is  and  must  be  of  much  greater  Consequence  to  the  Liberties  and 
Privileges  of  this  Country,  than  the  Choice  of  an  Officer  to  manage  the  King's 
Causes  in  his  Courts  of  Justice;  and  yet  the  Method  of  nominating  and 
appointing  of  all  the  Judges  of  the  Superiour  and  Inferiour  Courts,  as  well 
as  the  Justices  and  Sheriffs  of  the  several  Counties  within  the  Province,  was 
thankfully  accepted  of  and  submitted  to  by  our  worthy  Predecessors. 

Having  been  so  large  upon  the  first  and  main  Article,  viz.  the  Method  of 
appointing  an  Attorney-General,  there  will  need  the  less  to  be  said  why  the 
Board  declined  a  Conference  upon  their  non-concurring  the  Vote  of  the  House; 
for  the  Board  must  have  appeared  in  a  very  strange  Light  indeed,  and  acted 
very  inconsistently  with  themselves  and  their  Predecessors,  to  have  come  into 
a  Conference  with  the  House,  Whether  an  Attorney-General  was  to  be  chosen 
Annually  by  the  General  Court?     Since  the  Point  hath  been  so  long  and  solemnly 
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settled  by  the  Usage  and  Practice  of  the  Governour  and  Council,  submitted 
to  by  the  Assembly  for  more  than  a  Course  of  Twenty  Years  together,  and 
the  present  Attorney-General  of  the  Province  nominated  and  appointed  by 
his  late  Excellency  Governour  Burnet,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Council. 

And  whatsoever  the  House  may  think  or  say  of  Instructions  from  His  Majesty, 
the  Board  cannot  judge  it  decent  for  this  Court,  or  consistent  with  their  Duty 
to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  to  have  a  publick  Conference  upon  the  Subject 
Matter  of  an  Instruction  which  they  apprehend  to  be  agreable  to  the  Royal 
Charter,  and  no  Breach  upon  the  Privileges  of  this  People. 

The  Nature  and  Design  of  all  Conferences,  is  by  a  Debate  and  Argument 
to  bring  some  Controversy  or  Difference  of  Opinion  to  an  Issue :  And  accordingly 
the  End  proposed  by  the  House  in  their  Vote  for  a  Conference  is  in  these  Words, 
In  Order  therefore  that  there  may  be  a  full  Understanding  and  mature  Decision 
of  the  present  Controversy  between  the  Honourable  Board  and  the  House  respecting 
the  aforesaid  Choice,  (that  is  of  an  Attorney-General)  the  House  move  to  have  a 
Conference.  Now  if  the  Point  in  difference  be  already  determined  by  His 
Majesty,  and  so  thought  to  be  by  the  Board,  or  if  the  Board  apprehended  as 
they  certainly  did,  the  difference  aforesaid  touching  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney- 
General,  could  not  have  received  a  mature  Decision  even  by  an  Agreement 
of  the  General  Court,  the  Board  were  certainly  in  the  right  to  decline  a  Con- 
ference which  must  have  been  fruitless,  and  not  attained  the  End  proposed 
by  the  House. 

The  House  conclude  their  Message  with  saying.  That  they  cannot  but  be  deeply 
affected  to  observe  the  Honourable  Board  so  intent  and  earnest  to  take  so  great  a 
Privilege  from  the  General  Assembly,  which  they  have  so  good  a  right  to,  &c.  This 
is  indeed  a  high  Charge,  and  what  the  Board  did  not  expect,  much  less  deserve, 
being  conscious  of  having  always  at  Heart  the  valuable  [178]  Rights  and 
Liberties  of  this  People:  In  order  to  preserve  and  transmit  which  to  Posterity, 
the  Board  are  of  Opinion,  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  respective  Branches 
of  the  Legislature  to  rest  satisfied  with  such  Powers  and  Privileges  as  of  right 
appertain  to  them  by  the  Royal  Charter,  and  not  pretend  to  more.

Mr.  Welles  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  25th  ult.  to  consider  the 
Narraganset  Claims  of  Rights  in  the  two  Tracts  of  Land  granted  the  Officers 
and  Soldiers  that  were  at  the  Narraganset  Fight,  or  their  legal  Representatives, 
made  Report,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  Voted,  That  the  said  Tracts 
of  Land  be  granted  to  the  Persons  contained  in  the  within  written  List,  and 
that  the  said  Claimers  or  Grantees  meet  at  Boston,  (if  the  Small-Pox  be  not 
there,  if  it  be,  then  at  Cambridge)  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  next  ensuing, 
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then  and  there  to  choose  a  Committee  for  ordering  their  Affairs,  and  to  do 
other  things  needful  for  settling  said  Tracts  of  Land,  pursuant  to  the  Resolve 
of  this  Court  at  their  Session  in  June  1728.  and  that  publick  Notification 
be  given  by  Order  of  this  Court,  that  they  meet  by  themselves  or  Agents 
accordingly.

A  Message  from  the  Board  by  Theophilus  Burrell,  William  Dudley  and  Peter 
Thacher  Esqrs.  viz.  In  Council  December  17th.  1729.  Ordered,  That  the  following 
Message  be  sent  down  to  the  Honourable  House  of  Representatives,  viz. 

THe  Board  having  considered  the  Message  of  the  House  of  the  Ninth 
Instant,  relating  to  the  Board's  declining  a  Conference  on  the  Supply 
of  Five  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling  to  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher;  which  Message 
contains  a  recital  of  some  Passages  of  English  History,  with  Inferences  wrested 
therefrom,  tending  to  misrepresent  the  Council  to  the  People  of  this  Province: 
The  Board  therefore  think  it  proper  not  to  be  altogether  silent  in  vindicating 
their  Conduct  on  this  Occasion. 

If  it  be  considered  that  the  Matter  proposed  to  be  conferred  on  had  been 
thoroughly  discussed  in  several  former  Sessions,  and  the  Arguments  for  and 
against  it  fully  stated  and  enforced;  there  was  little  Reason  to  expect  any 
more  than  a  Repetition  of  the  same  Things,  from  whence  therefore  no  further 
Light  was  likely  to  be  obtained:  Besides  which  there  could  be  no  Room  to 
confer  whether  the  Council  should  be  Instrumental  to  issue  Money  for 
prosecuting  an  Affair  contrary  to  their  own  Votes,  and  [  180  ]  which  they  have 
all  along  declared  they  apprehended  the  prosecution  of,  might  prove  rather 
Detrimental  than  Beneficial  to  this  Province.  And  whereas  the  House  complain 
of  the  Board's  not  coming  into  a  Conference,  the  Council  have  much  greater 
Reason  to  complain,  that  the  Honourable  House  should  from  Session  to  Session 
of  this  Court,  and  many  Times  in  this  Session,  so  exceedingly  press  the  self- 
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same  Thing,  though  appearing  in  various  Shapes  and  Forms,  which  they 
apprehend  to  be  an  unparHamentary  and  unjustifiable  way  of  Proceeding. 
As  to  what  is  suggested  that  every  true  lover  of  his  Country  will  be  sincerely 
desirous  that  the  Gentlemen  employed  by  the  House,  may  be  sufficiently 
and  seasonably  enabled  at  all  times  to  appear  before  His  Majesty  in  Council, 
or  where  the  same  may  be  further  heard;  the  Board  have  good  Reason  to 
judge  of  the  true  Sentiments  of  the  Country  on  that  Affair:  For  if  after  it 
had  been  recommended  by  their  Vote  in  the  last  Session  to  all  well  wishers 
to  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  this  People,  to  make  a  Collection  of  Monies 
for  carrying  on  the  Affair  aforesaid,  and  Opportunity  in  the  late  Recess  for 
the  Members  to  reinforce  such  Recommendation,  it  may  be  well  inferred  from 
the  People's  refusal  to  contribute  thereto,  that  the  well  wishers  to  this  Country 
are  of  Opinion  with  the  Board,  that  it  were  more  safe  and  adviseable  to  comply 
with  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction,  than  to  prosecute  the  Justification  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  Non-compliance  any  further. 

And  as  a  former  House  of  Representatives  which  did  refuse  to  refund  Jonathan 
Belcher  Esq;  a  Sum  of  Money  which  he  alleged  was  expended  in  the  Service 
of  the  Province,  about  the  Time  that  his  Excellency  Col.  Shute  was  appointed 
Governour,  were  and  are  accounted  worthy  Patriots  to  their  Country;  so  the 
Board  apprehend  they  shall  be  esteemed  to  be  by  all  the  well  wishers  to  the 
true  Interest  and  Prosperity  of  this  Province,  in  refusing  their  Concurrence 
at  this  Time  to  the  drawing  out  of  Money  to  enable  Persons  to  carry  on  the 
said  Justification.  And  because  the  Board  have  manifested  their  readiness 
to  comply  with  His  Majesty's  twenty  third  Instruction,  not  deeming  it  to  be 
unreasonable  in  it  self,  or  tending  to  deprive  this  People  of  their  just  Rights 
and  Privileges;  from  thence  for  the  House  to  affirm,  that  the  Board  now  plainly 
manifest,  that  whatsoever  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Crown,  they  hold 
it  the  Duty  of  this  Legislature  to  come  into,  is  an  Inference  altogether  groundless 
and  unreasonable.  To  conclude,  the  Board  judging  that  the  true  Interest 
of  the  Province  will  be  best  served,  if  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher  do  desist 
from  further  prosecution  of  this  Affair,  and  that  the  Agent  of  this  Province 
be  instructed  and  enabled  to  use  all  proper  Means  to  secure  our  valuable 
Privileges,  the  Board  have  accordingly  manifested  their  readiness  to  come 
into  a  Supply  for  that  End,  and  are  still  willing  so  to  do. 
Read. 

Edmund  Quincy,  Symonds  Epes  and  John  Chandler  Esqrs.  brought  down  the 
following  Message,  vh.  In  Council  December  17th.  1729.  The  Board  having 
Yesterday  non-concurred  the  last  Vote  of  the  Honourable  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  allowing  /.  500  Sterling  to  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher,  think  it  proper 
to  acquaint  them  with  the  Reasons  inducing  them  thereto.     And  [  181  ] 
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First,  They  apprehend  it  of  dangerous  Consequence  for  any  Persons  though 
never  so  well  affected  to  this  Province,  to  be  encouraged  and  supported  in 
taking  upon  them  the  Character  of  publick  Agents,  and  making  a  Representation 
to  His  Majesty  of  the  Grievances  of  this  People,  under  the  Administration 
of  any  Governour,  without  Direction  for  their  so  doing,  both  from  the  Council 
and  House  of  Representatives,  or  so  much  as  advising  with  the  Agent  for  the 
Province  residing  in  Great  Britain.  Sure,  if  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  of 
this  Province  had  laboured  under  such  publick  Grievances  from  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  late  Governour  Burnet,  as  the  Vote  of  the  House  insinuates,  the 
Council  and  Representatives  would  have  joined  in  making  an  humble  Complaint 
thereof  to  His  Majesty,  and  no  Person  could  have  been  thought  so  proper  to 
manage  it  as  their  Agent  Jeremiah  Dummer  Esq; 

In  the  next  Place,  the  Board  apprehend  the  Death  of  his  late  Excellency 
must  of  Course  put  an  end  to  all  Complaints  of  his  Mai-Administration,  and 
the  Prosecution  and  Solicitation  thereof:  And  if  Messieurs  Wilks  and  Belcher 
before  the  News  of  Governour  Burnet's  Death  arrived,  were  at  any  Charge 
or  Expence  on  that  Affair,  it  must  be  but  a  small  part  of  the  Sum  proposed. 

The  Board  therefore  apprehend  with  good  Reason,  that  the  Design  of  the 
House  in  this  Vote,  though  they  have  endeavoured  to  cover  it,  is  to  obtain 
at  length  the  consent  of  the  Council  for  the  Grant  of  /.  500  Sterling  to  be  paid 
to  those  Gentlemen,  as  they  are  seperate  Agents  for  the  House,  in  order  to 
justify  their  Non-compliance  with  His  Majesty's  Instruction  for  fixing  a  Salary 
on  His  Governour  here:  But  this  is  what  the  Board  have  so  often  refused  and 
given  their  Reasons  for  it,  that  they  expected  to  have  heard  no  more  of  that 
Matter  from  the  House,  at  least  this  Session;  since  no  less  than  Four  Votes, 
tho'  of  a  different  Form,  for  this  very  Money,  have  met  with  a  Non-concurrence 
at  the  Board. 
Read. 

According  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  entred  into  the  Consideration 
of  the  Petition  of  Stephen  Hall  and  others,  Select-Men  of  Medford,  praying  as 
entred  the  loth  Currant,  the  Parties  were  admitted  into  the  House,  and  moved 
mutually  that  a  Committee  might  be  appointed  by  the  House  to  hear  and 
determine  the  Controversies  between  them,  which  should  conclude  their  Contro- 
versies.

the  House,  to  take  the  whole  of  the  Matter  in  Controversy  into  Consideration, 
and  that  the  Determination  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
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on  all  Parties;  and  the  House  having  considered  the  said  Motion,  and  being 
desirous  that  Peace  may  be  established  [  182  ]  there,  Voted,  That  Col.  Habijah 
Savage,  Col.  Thomas  Berry,  Benjamin  Prescot  Esq;  Joseph  Wilder  Esq;  and 
William  Ward  Esq;  be  a  Committee  for  that  Service,  (any  Three  of  whom 
to  be  a  Quorum)  and  that  they  hear  the  Parties  and  Determine  thereon,  the 
Charge  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Town.  Which  Vote  being  read  to  the  Parties, 
they  both  signified  their  Consent  and  Satisfaction  therein,  and  withdrew. 

A  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  of  Dedham  and  Needham,  praying  for  a 
Grant  of  six  Miles  square  of  Land  for  a  Township,  lying  six  Miles  North  from 
the  Narraganset  Town  at  Sowhegan,  and  four  Miles  from  Merrimack,  for  the 
Reasons  mentioned. 

Read,  and  referred  to  the  next  May  Session  for  further  Consideration. 
Then  the  House  Adjourned  till  To  Morrow  Three  a  Clock  Afternoon.

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  last  Night  to  consider  the  Answer 
of  the  Board  to  the  Message  of  the  House  about  the  Supply  to  the  Agents, 
Reported,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  is  as  follows,  viz. 

THe  Liberties,  Rights  and  Privileges  of  this  People,  being  in  a  more  especial 
manner  committed  to  the  Care  and  Guardianship  of  their  Representatives, 
when  in  General  Court  assembled,  though  but  one  of  the  three  Branches  of 
the  Legislature,  will  plead  for  and  justify  their  repeated  Applications  to  the 
Board  that  their  Agents  might  be  furnished  with  some  of  the  publick  Monies, 
being  fixed  on  a  sure  Foundation,  —  Self-Preservation  —  Salus  Populi  est  suprema 
Lex. 
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From  the  late  Conduct  of  the  Board,  the  House  verily  had  but  little  hopes 
of  Success,  but  a  sincere  Regard  for  the  publick  Good,  engaged  them  to  go  that 
length. 

The  Result  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  and  Commons  of  England, 
on  the  most  important  Article,  English  Liberty,  is  quoted  in  a  Message  from 
the  House,  but  their  Conclusions  seem  not  to  relish  with  the  Board,  but  no 
Inference  drawn  therefrom  by  the  House,  consequently  none  wrested  to  mis- 
represent the  Council.  For  the  Board  to  say,  they  have  good  Reason  to  judge 
the  Sentiments  of  the  Country  in  their  Favour,  from  the  Success  the  Method 
for  a  Collection  of  Money  met  with,  is  what  they  well  know  to  be  an  Amusement 
of  short  continuance;  for  not  only  the  Members  of  the  Board,  but  the  good 
People  to  whom  it  was  recommended  in  each  Town,  save  one,  which  gave 
more  than  their  Proportion,  are  [  186  ]  well  assured  nothing  of  that  Affair  hath 
as  yet  been  moved  to  them;  the  Votes  of  the  House  containing  that  Matter 
were  not  printed  till  some  Time  after  the  Prorogation,  and  so  remained  in 
Boston  till  the  present  Session. 

Is  it  possible  that  the  refusal  of  a  former  House  of  Representatives  to  refund 
Jonathan  Belcher  Esq;  a  Sum  of  Money  which  even  as  the  Board  say  he  alleged 
was  expended  in  the  Service  of  the  Province,  can  in  the  least  Measure  justify 
the  Board  in  their  Denials.'' 

When  any  Matter  or  Thing  is  recommended  by  Mis  Majesty  to  the  Council 
and  Representatives,  if  they  do  not  comply  therewith,  what  must  be  done? 
To  refuse,  and  give  Reasons  for  such  Refusal  is  rendered  impracticable  and 
faulty  by  the  Board,  for  without  Money  what  can  be  done? 

The  Board  judge  if  those  soliciting  our  Affairs  would  desist,  and  the  Agent 
of  this  Province  (both  the  Person  and  Office  unknown  to  this  House)  was 
engaged,  they  would  come  into  a  Supply.  They  go  on  and  apprehend  it  of 
dangerous  Consequence  for  any  Persons  to  be  encouraged  and  supported  in 
taking  upon  them  the  Character  of  publick  Agents,  without  Direction  from 
the  Council  and  House;  why  the  Governour  excluded?  This  seems  to  bear 
upon  the  Conduct  of  His  Majesty  and  Council,  for  receiving  and  entertaining 
a  Complaint  signed  by  Persons  as  Agents  for  the  House:  But  since  His  Majesty 
was  pleased  not  only  to  receive  the  Complaint,  but  immediately  order  it  to  be 
heard  and  considered  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
Trade  and  Plantations,  and  report  their  Opinion,  all  Apprehension  of  Danger 
ought  to  be  over;  and  it  is  not  doubted  but  the  Gentlemen  engaged  in  the 
Service  of  the  House  will  still  go  on,  and  not  in  the  least  be  dismayed  by  the 
Sentiments  of  the  Board.  It  is  very  shocking  to  hear  the  Board  now  say, 
If  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  here  have  laboured  under  such  Grievances 
from  the  Administration  of  the  late  Governour  Burnet  as  the  House  insinuates,

they  had  joined  in  an  humble  Complaint:  Sitting  the  Court  at  Salem,  the 
House  upon  the  grievous  Complaint  of  the  Merchants,  respecting  Governour 
Burnet's  oppressing  Trade,  raised  a  Committee  to  inquire  thereinto,  and  moved 
the  Board  to  join  some  of  their  Members  on  this  very  Article;  but  the  Board 
would  not  so  much  as  appoint  Persons  even  to  inquire  into  the  Truth  of  the 
Allegations;   whereby  the  House  were  constrained  to  act  seperately. 

That  the  Death  of  the  late  Governour  may  put  an  end  to  the  further  prosecu- 
tion of  Complaints  of  his  Mai-Administration  respecting  him  personally, 
perhaps  may  be;  but  doubtless  the  Agents  will  nevertheless  pursue  the  Affair, 
to  prevent  the  like  Oppression  de  fuluro. 

What  the  Board  mean  by  the  design  of  the  House  in  having  seperate  Agents 
supplied  with  Money  is  of  little  or  no  Consequence;  but  the  Board  may  rest 
satisfied  that  the  House  will  make  no  further  attempts  to  bring  the  present 
Members  of  the  Council  to  furnish  Money  out  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  Ends 
and  Purposes  above  enumerated.  [  187  ] 

To  conclude.  Since  the  Honourable  Board  apprehend  they  are  accounted 
worthy  Patriots  to  their  Country,  from  their  Deportment  on  this  Head;  the 
House  are  content  that  after  a  strict  Scrutiny  made  by  the  good  People  of 
this  Province,  respecting  the  Conduct  of  the  Board  and  House  in  the  present 
Dispute,  to  leave  the  Decision  to  all  impartial  Persons. 
Sent  up. 

On  a  Motion  made  and  seconded,  Foied,  That  a  Message  be  sent  up  to  the 
Honourable  Board,  to  desire  they  would  send  down  the  Petition  of  Samuel 
French  and  others  of  the  Town  of  Abington,  with  the  Vote  of  the  House  thereon, 
as  entred  the  15th. 

Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  the  said  Petition,  and  the  House  having  entred 
into  the  Consideration  of  their  said  Vote,  the  Question  was  put.  Whether  the 
House  will  reconsider  their  said  Vote?  Resolved  in  the  Affirmative,  and  Voted, 
That  the  Petition  be  dismiss'd. 

A  Bill  Entitled,  An  Act  in  Addition  to  the  Act  made  in  the  Fourth  Year  of 
the  Reign  of  the  late  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  Entitled,  An  Act  for  Regu- 
lating Townships,  Choice  of  Town-Oflftcers,  and  setting  forth  their  Power. 
Read  a  Second  Time. 

A  Bill  Entitled,  An  Act  for  Ascertaining  the  Travelling  Fees  of  Sheriffs  in 
serving  Writs. 

Read  a  First  Time. 

Mr.  Gushing  from  the  Committee  for  Petitions,  reported  on  a  Petition  of 
Joseph  Maylem  of  Boston,  shewing.  That  at  a  Court  of  Assize  held  at  Boston 
in  February  1725.  he  convicted  one  John  Toiler  for  Stealing,  who  was  committed 
to  His  Majesty's  Goal  in  Boston,  there  to  be  secured  until  he  had  made  the 
Petitioner  Satisfaction  for  his  Costs  and  Damages:    That  through  the  insuffi- 
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ciency  of  the  Goal  (as  the  Petitioner  suggests)  the  said  Tailer  hath  made  his 
escape;  praying  the  Authority  of  this  Court  for  Relief,  for  the  Reasons  men- 
tioned. The  Committee  having  considered  the  above  Petition,  and  it  not 
appearing  that  the  said  Escape  was  through  the  Insufficiency  of  the  Prison, 
are  of  Opinion  that  the  Petition  be  dismiss'd,  he  having  his  Remedy  at  the 
Common  Law.  Read  and  Accepted,  and  Voted,  That  the  Petition  be  accordingly 
dismiss'd. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Capt.  Thomas  Smith,  praying  as  entred  the  i6th  Currant, 
which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  so  far  as  that  the  Memorialist  be  impowered 
and  directed  to  see  that  the  Block-House  and  Parade  be  compleated  and  finished 
agreable  to  the  above  Report:  And  to  enable  him  therein.  Resolved,  That  the 
Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  be  advanced  and  paid  him  out  of  the  publick  Treasury, 
and  that  he  lay  an  Accompt  of  the  Charge  of  effecting  the  Work  before  the 
Court,  and  that  Mr.  Richard  Milberry  be  desired  and  impowered  to  agree  with 
some  suitable  Person  to  rebuild  and  substantially  finish  the  Bridge  over  Swan- 
Pond  Creek,  and  repair  the  Road  between  the  Bridge  and  the  Truck-House; 
and  to  enable  him  herein.  Resolved,  That  the  Sum  of  Thirty  Pounds  be  advanced 
and  [  188  ]  paid  him  out  of  the  publick  Treasury,  and  that  an  Accompt  of  this 
Charge  be  laid  before  the  Court. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

On  Two  Accompts  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Eliot,  as  entred   the  i6th.  which  was 
Read  and  Accepted,  and  Resolved,  That  the  Sum  of  Fifty  One  Pounds  eleven 
Shillings  and  one  Penny  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  to 
the  Accomptant  Mr.  Benjamin  Eliot,  in  full  discharge  thereof. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Theophilus  Burrell  Esq;  brought  down  the  following  Vote  of  Council,  viz. 
In  Council  December  i8th.  1729.  Ordered,  That  John  Chandler  and  William 
Dudley  Esqrs.  with  such  Gentlemen  as  shall  be  joined  by  the  Honourable  House 
of  Representatives,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  Commissioners  on  behalf 
of  this  Government,  to  meet  Commissioners  for  the  Government  of  Rhode- 
Island,  to  adjust  and  agree  upon  the  Partition-Line  between  that  part  of  this 
Province  which  was  formerly  the  Colony  of  Netv-Plimouth,  and  the  said  Colony 
of  Rhode-Island,  according  to  their  respective  original  Grants  from  the  Crown, 
and  make  Report  of  their  Doings  to  this  Court  for  their  Confirmation, 
in  order  to  the  running  of  the  said  Line;  the  said  Commissioners  from  this 
Government,  to  give  seasonable  Notice  to  the  Commissioners  of  Rhode-Island, 
of  the  Time  and  Place  of  their  Meeting. 

Sent  down  for  Concurrence.  Read  and  non-concur'd. 

Then  the  House  Adjourned  to  Three  a  Clock  Afternoon.

A  Bill  Entitled,  y^n  y4ct  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  for  the  Settlement  and 
Support  of  Ministers  and  School-Masters. 

Read  a  First  Time. 
Mr.  Gushing  from  the  Committee  for  Petitions  reported  on  the  Petition  of 
Jonathan  Battle  and  others  Inhabitants  of  the  Westerly  part  of  Dedham,  as 
entred  the  i6th.  and  praying  to  be  erected  into  a  Precinct,  which  was  Read  and 
Accepted,  and  thereupon  Voted,  That  the  Persons  therein  named,  together 
with  the  others  mentioned  in  the  Petition  annexed,  be  freed  from  paying  to 
the  Minister's  Rate  in  Dedham,  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Court,  and  that 
Samuel  Checkering  and  Twelve  others  named  in  said  Schedule,  who  usually 
attend  the  publick  Worship  of  God  at  Medfield,  and  Ralph  Day  and  Four  others, 
who  attend  the  publick  Worship  at  Needham,  be  obliged  to  pay  their  propor- 
tionable parts  towards  the  Support  of  the  Ministry  in  the  Towns  of  Medfield 
and  Needham  respectively,  to  be  assessed  and  levied  on  their  Polls  and  Estates 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  Minister's  Rates  are  raised  and  levied  on  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Town  where  [  189  ]  they  respectively  attend  as  aforesaid,  by  the 
Select-Men  or  Assessors  of  each  of  the  said  Towns,  and  collected  and  brought 
in  by  the  Constables  and  Collectors  of  each  Town  accordingly.  And  that 
Eleazer  Ellis,  and  Thirteen  others,  who  usually  attend  the  publick  Worship 
at  Natick,  be  obliged  to  pay  to  the  Support  of  the  Ministry  there,  in  the  same 
Proportion  with  the  other  Inhabitants  of  Dedham,  and  be  accordingly  taxed 
with  the  rest  of  the  Town  of  Dedham,  in  the  Minister's  Rates,  and  collected  by 
the  Constables  or  Collectors  of  said  Town,  or  by  some  or  one  of  them;  which 
Constables  or  Collectors  shall  from  Time  to  Time,  during  the  Pleasure  of  this 
Court,  as  aforesaid,  pay  the  several  Sums  so  assessed  and  collected  to  the 
Minister  of  Natick;  provided  that  all  such  who  do  or  shall  live  within  the 
Bounds  and  Limits  of  the  Lands  set  off  by  the  Town  of  Dedham,  referred  to 
in  the  said  Petition,  and  none  others,  be  and  hereby  are  exempted  or  freed 
from  paying  to  the  Ministry  in  said  Town. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
A  Petition  of  the  Town  of  Framingham,  praying  for  a  Grant  of  a  Tract  of 
Land   of   the   Contents   of  six   Miles   square,   lying  between   Sunderland  and 
Northfield,  and  joining  on  Connecticut  River,  and  bounding  Northerly  with  the 
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Bounds  of  NoTthfield,  and  Southerly  on  Sunderland,  and  otherways  on  the 
Province  Lands,  in  order  for  a  Township,  for  the  Reasons  mentioned.  Read, 
and  Ordered,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  Contents 
of  six  Miles  square  of  the  unappropriated  Lands  of  the  Province,  be  accordingly

learned  and  orthodox  Minister,  that  the  said  Sixty  Families  shall  each  of  them 
within  the  said  Term,  build  and  finish  a  Dwelling-House  of  one  Story  high, 
and  eighteen  Feet  square  at  least  on  their  Lots,  that  they  lay  out  a  Lot  for  the 
first  Minister,  to  draw  equal  Dividends  with  the  others,  as  also  one  for  the 
Ministry  and  one  for  the  School,  with  Rights  as  other  Lots;  that  they  bring 
to  and  fit  for  Mowing  or  Plowing  six  Acres  on  each  Right,  and  that  the  Grantees 
be  forbidden  and  restrained  from  making  Sale  of  all  or  any  part  of  their  Grants 
respectively  within  the  said  Term,  and  that  they  then  return  a  Plat  of  the 
Township  to  this  Court  for  Confirmation;  provided  it  interferes  with  no  other 
or  former  Grant  or  Grants,  and  that  the  Grantees  or  any  of  them  be  not  admitted 
into  any  of  the  other  Petitions  for  Townships. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

The  Petition  of  Matthew  Noble  and  others.  Inhabitants  and  Proprietors  of 
the  lower  Town  of  Hoiissatonnick,  praying  for  Relief  under  their  Difficulties, 
as  entred  the  23d  of  September  last,  and  referred.  Read  again,  and  Voted, 
That  Mr.  Gunn  serve  the  Committee  for  bringing  forward  the  said  Township 
with  a  Copy  of  this  Petition,  that  they  be  and  hereby  are  ordered  and  directed 
to  lay  before  this  Court,  an  Accompt  of  their  Managements  and  Proceedings 
hitherto  in  the  Settlement  of  the  said  lower  Town,  on  the  second  Thursday 
of  the  next  May  Session  of  this  Court.

Mr.  Welles  from  the  Committee  appointed  last  Night  on  the  Answer  of  the 
Board  to  the  Message  of  the  House  as  to  the  Choice  of  an  Attorney-General, 
made  Report,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  is  as  follows,  viz. 

THe  House  of  Representatives  having  received  a  Message  from  the  Hon- 
ourable Board,  dated  the  17th.  Instant,  in  Answer  to  that  of  the  House 
of  the  loth.  think  themselves  obliged  to  make  the  following  short  Observations, 

viz. 

That  the  Imputation  of  using  a  Stile  not  becoming  the  Gravity  of  a  Legis- 
lature had  not  been  put  upon  the  House's  Message,  if  the  Honourable  Board 
had  given  themselves  the  Trouble  of  consulting  the  Proceedings  of  Parliament, 
when  there  have  been  different  Sentiments  in  the  two  Houses;    and  especially 
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the  famous  Conference  and  Argument  between  them  in  the  Convention  of 
the  Estates  of  England  upon  the  Revolution,  where  their  Philology  in  nice 
and  critical  Inquiries  into  the  Use  and  Sense  of  Words,  as  well  as  their  Skill 
in  the  exact  stating  and  careful  examining  the  Force  of  Arguments,  favoured 
much  more  of  Accademical  Learning  or  the  University,  than  can  be  pretended 
or  hoped  for  concerning  any  thing  coming  from  this  House:  And  the  Decency 
of  such  a  Practice  is  since  warranted  by  the  same  Method  of  reducing  Arguments 
from  a  loose  to  a  regular  Form,  in  a  famous  Trial,  by  the  Impeachment  of  the 
Honourable  House  of  Commons,  before  that  most  August  Judicature  the 
House  of  Lords,  Anno  1709.  and  particularly  by  Serjeant  Parker,  then  a  Member 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  since  Earl  of  Macclesfield  and  Lord  high  Chancel- 
lour  of  Great  Britain;  and  Rushzvorth' s  Collections  will  afford  numberless 
Instances  of  like  Nature,  of  a  more  ancient  Date. 

The  House  think  it  too  obvious  to  need  a  particular  Observation  how  short 
and  easy  a  Method  such  a  way  of  Reflecting  is,  for  any  to  get  rid  of  the  trouble- 
some Arguments  of  those  that  differ  from  them,  or  to  escape  the  Absurdity 
of  their  own. 

The  House  cannot  omit  mentioning  their  Concern,  that  the  harsh  Construction 
of  a  design  to  expose  the  Proceedings  of  the  Honourable  Board  should  be  put 
upon  their  Message;  they  are  not  conscious  to  themselves  of  any  such  Purpose, 
nor  can  they  observe  any  thing  looking  that  way  in  their  Message,  further 
than  what  necessarily  arises  from  the  Nature  of  the  Controversy,  and  a  plain 
Narration  of  the  Practice  of  the  Honourable  Board  as  to  the  Point  in  Question. 

As  to  what  the  Honourable  Board  say  to  the  Matter  controverted,  and 
especially  from  the  early  Practice  of  the  Governour  and  Council  in  appointing 
the  Attorney-General,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  it  is  in  favour  of  the 
Honourable  Board's  Opinion;  but  then  it  must  be  observed,  that  it  is  more 
than  counter-balanced  by  the  Judgment  and  Practice  of  the  Governour  and 
both  the  other  parts  of  the  Legislature  for  near  fifteen  Years  together  to  the 
contrary:  And  certainly  Practice  upon  a  Judgment  deliberately  formed,  upon 
a  Matter  argued  and  debated,  is  of  more  weight  than  Practice  where  no  Question 
has  been  made.  This  is  look'd  upon  a  good  Rule  to  judge  of  Precedents  by, 
in  the  Law;  and  by  this  Rule,  we  [  191  ]  shall  find  (if  we  reflect)  that  we  judge 
in  common  human  Affairs.  As  for  the  latter  part  of  the  Clause  about  the 
Assembly's  sleeping  for  Twenty  Years,  the  House  think  it  would  be  as  difficult 
to  find  any  Precedent  of  such  Language  in  a  Legislature,  as  of  those  Accademical 
Disputations.  However,  if  it  may  be  decent,  the  same  Question  may  be  asked 
of  His  Majesty's  Council  for  about  Fifteen  Years  last  past. 

As  to  what  the  Honourable  Board  argue  from  the  Nature  of  the  Office  of 
Attorney-General,  as  though  he  could  not  be  appointed  by  the  whole  Assembly, 
or  that  it  is  absurd  to  think  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  should  allow  the 
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Representative  Body  to  have  any  Hand  in  chusing  him,  it  is  very  surprizing: 
Was  not  this  Power  vested  by  the  former  Charter  in  the  whole  Court?  And 
as  absurd  as  it  is,  is  it  not  continued  to  the  whole  Assembly  in  two  adjoining 
Colonies?  and  can  any  Reason  be  given  why  it  should  be  more  absurd  for  King 
William  to  give  it  to  this  whole  Court,  than  for  King  Charles  to  give  it  to  the 
whole  Court  in  a  neighbouring  Colony?  And  so  far  is  it  from  being  singular, 
that  the  whole  Court  should  chuse  the  Attorney-General,  that  it  will  be  a 
great  Singularity  if  they  may  or  do  not;  for  there  is  probably  no  other  Govern- 
ment in  all  the  Plantations  where  they  have  a  Charter,  but  that  the  Representa- 
tive Body  have  a  Hand  in  chusing  him:  But  it  does  not  seem  so  proper  or 
indeed  decent,  to  consider  what  was  or  was  not  absurd  for  King  Williavi  and 
Queen  Mary  to  do,  or  not  to  do;  their  Majesties  were  best  Judges  of  that; 
the  Business  now  is  to  know  what  they  have  done,  and  the  House  are  fully  in 
Opinion  that  they  have  in  the  most  ample  and  express  Words,  granted  the 
Appointment  of  the  Attorney-General  to  the  whole  Court. 

As  to  what  the  Honourable  Board  say,  That  the  King  cannot  part  with  his 
Prerogative  without  express  Words,  the  House  do  not  contest  it,  but  say, 
the  Words  in  the  Charter  are  express,  All  Civil  Officers.  It  is  the  Exception 
only  that  is  ambiguous,  and  by  which  Clause  only  it  is  that  the  Honourable 
Board  claim  their  Right.  If  the  Attorney-General  must  be  mentioned  nomina- 
tim,  then  the  whole  Court  cannot  appoint  or  chuse  any  Officer  at  all,  for  none 
are  particularly  mentioned;  and  so  that  full  and  ample  Grant  in  the  Charter 
to  the  General  Court  must  signify  nothing  at  all.  The  Honourable  Board 
seem  to  give  up  his  being  an  Officer  belonging  to  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and 
well  knowing  that  then  he  is  most  clearly  subjected  to  the  Choice  of  the  whole 
Assembly,  if  he  be  a  Civil  Officer,  they  seem  to  intimate  as  tho'  Officers  of  the 
Crown  were  not  Civil  Officers,  because  Pleas  of  the  Crown  differ  from  Civil 
Actions:  The  Intimation  and  Application  of  that  Reason  are  wholly  new  to 
the  House;  nor  can  they  understand  but  that  the  Great  Officers  of  the  Crown 
are  always  of  the  Civil  List,  and  upon  this  Occasion  the  House  would  signify, 
that  they  are  still  of  Opinion,  notwithstanding  the  Honourable  Board's  Correc- 
tion, that  the  Attorney-General  is  a  Great  Officer  of  the  Crown:  They  are  very 
sensible  he  is  not  one  of  the  Great  Officers  of  the  Crown,  commonly  called  the 
White-Staff  Officers,  but  as  the  Honourable  Board  say,  he  is  an  Officer  of  the 
Crown,  so  the  House  add.  That  compared  with  many  others,  he  is  a  Great 
Officer,  though  less  also  than  many.  As  to  what  is  said  on  the  difference, 
between  Annually  and  Ouamdiu  se  bene  gesserit,  the  House  acknowledge  it  to 
be  great,  but  they  never  pretended  the  Attorney-[  192  ]General  in  this  Province 
was  to  be  appointed  with  such  a  Clause,  nor  that  it  was  essential  to  a  King's 
Attorney  as  such  to  have  it:  If  the  Honourable  Board  are  of  that  Mind,  they 
are  as  inconsistent  in  appointing  the  Attorney-General,  as  they  would  suppose 
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the  House's  Argument  to  be:  For  there  is  more  difference  between  durante 
bene  placito,  (which  may  be  but  for  a  Day)  and  Quamdiu  se  bene  gesseril,  than 
between  Annually  and  Quamdiu  se  bene  gesserit. 

As  to  what  the  honourable  Board  say  of  a  great  Harangue,  i^c.  the  House 
are  at  a  loss  what  Legislature  to  think  of,  to  find  such  Phrases  passing  from 
one  Branch  to  the  other.  However,  the  House  cannot  but  say,  that  the  very 
Reason  assigned  why  the  House  should  rest  unconcerned  about  this  Matter, 
viz.  That  the  Governour  and  Council  have  so  much  Power,  and  may  appoint 
Judges,  i^c.  that  are  greater,  is  to  the  House  a  strong  Argument  to  make  them 
more  careful  not  to  loose  this  Privilege:  For  if  the  Governour  and  Council 
have  so  much  Power  legally,  there  is  the  less  need  of  adding  any  thing  they 
have  not  a  Right  to. 

As  to  what  the  Honourable  Board  say  concerning  His  Majesty's  Instructions, 
the  House  would  ever  consider  them  with  the  highest  Respect,  and  say.  That  it 
is  in  deference  to  His  present  Majesty's  Orders  and  Commands  to  the  Governour, 
as  well  as  in  Vindication  of  the  Rights  of  this  People,  that  the  House  have 
insisted  on  their  Right  of  chusing  the  Attorney-General.  His  Majesty  has 
commanded  the  Governour  in  his  Commission  under  the  Broad  Seal,  to  make 
the  Charter  his  great  Rule,  and  to  observe  Instructions  under  the  Signet  or 
Sign  Manuel,  as  they  are  conformable  thereto.  As  to  the  Resolution  of  the 
Point  in  Question,  by  that  venerable  and  learned  Judge  Sir  Robert  Raymond, 
when  he  was  Attorney-General)  according  to  the  honourable  Board's  Opinion, 
the  House  would  only  say.  That  they  can  also  produce  the  deliberate  Judgment 
of  Sir  Edward  Northey,  Attorney-General  to  the  same  glorious  Prince  King 
George  the  First,  fully  in  Favour  of  the  House's  Opinion,  that  the  whole  Court 
ought  to  chuse  the  Attorney-General  here. 

The  House  would  conclude  in  the  same  Opinion  and  Desire  with  the  Honour- 
able Board,  That  the  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature  would  be  contented 
with  the  Powers  and  Privileges  respectively  belonging  to  them  by  the  Royal 
Charter,  and  think  it  necessarily  follows,  that  the  Honourable  Board  should  not 
interrupt  the  House  in  joining  to  chuse  the  Attorney-General,  in  the  Choice 
of  whom  they  should  by  Charter  bear  a  part,  or  else  in  the  Choice  of  no  Officer 
at  all.

The  Precepts  for  the  Choice  of  the  Representatives  were  all  read  again  and 
considered. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Hobson,  Capt.  Goddard,  Capt.  Alden  and  Mr.  Bird,  be  the 
Monitors  of  this  House. 

Mr.  Speaker  communicated  sundry  Letters  from  Francis  Wilks  and  Jonathan 
Belcher  Esqrs.  Agents  for  the  House,  dated  London,  October  4th.  8th.  nth. 
and  24th.  Also  Two  other  Letters  of  December  sth.  and  February  i6th.  1729. 
from  Francis  Wilks  Esq;  giving  an  Account  of  the  Affairs  of  this  Province 
at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  &c. 

Whereas  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Second  hath  been  graciously  pleased 
to  Appoint  and  Commissionate  the  Honourable  Jonathan  Belcher  Esq;  Captain 
General  and  Commander  in  Chief  in  and  over  this  His  Majesty's  Province 
of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  whose  Arrival  is  daily  expected: 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Gushing,  Mr.  Welles,  Major  Brattle, 
Mr.  Hall,  Major  Bowles,  Col.  Fullam  and  Capt.  Rolfe,  with  such  as  the  Honour- 
able Board  shall  appoint,  be  a  Committee  in  the  Name  and  Behalf  of  this 
Court,  to  wait  upon  and  congratulate  him  at  his  coming  into  his  Government. 

The  abovesaid  Committee  are  desired  to  provide  suitable  Entertainment  for 
the  Members  of  this  Court,  and  such  other  Gentlemen  as  may  be  present  upon 
the  Governour's  Arrival  at  Boston,  or  elsewhere. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

A  Petition  signed  David  Bullen,  Joseph  Clark,  and  many  others,  Inhabitants 
of  sundry  Towns  within  this  Province,  praying  for  a  Grant  of  a  Tract  of 
unappropriated  Land  near  Deerfield,  containing  Forty  Eight  [  8  ]  square  Miles, 
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in  order  to  erect  the  same  into  and  settle  a  Township  there,  for  the  Reasons 
mentioned. 

Read.

Mr.  Secretary  came  down  with  a  Message  from  His  Honour,  directing  this 
House  forthwith  to  attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
Speech  to  the  Court,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy.  [  9  ] 
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His  Honour's  Speech  is  as  follows. 

GENTLEMEN, 

AS  we  are  once  more  met  in  a  General  Court,  if  there  be  any  thing  I  can  do 
for  the  publick  Good,  you  shall  find  me  still  ready  to  exert  the  utmost  of  my 
Power  for  that  End. 

By  one  of  the  late  Ships  I  have  received  an  Additional  Instruction  from  the 
King  concerning  raising  and  emitting  of  Money  and  the  Let-Passes  {which  were 
given  out  by  his  Excellency  the  late  Governour  Burnet)  and  the  Registers  of  Ships, 
which  I  shall  communicate  to  you. 

I  have  lately  received  a  Letter  from  His  Excellency  JONATHAN 
BELCHER  Esq;  acquainting  me  that  His  Majesty  had  been  pleased  to  Appoint 
him  His  Governour  of  this  Province,  and  that  his  Commissions  were  passed  the 
Seals;  upon  which  I  have  with  the  Advice  of  the  Council,  given  Directions  for 
his  Honourable  Reception  on  his  Arrival  to  his  Government:  And  if  you  shall 
think  of  any  thing  as  a  further  Testimony  of  your  Respect  to  his  Majesty's  Governour, 
there  is  now  an  Opportunity  offered  for  it.

Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  the  King's  Instruction  referred  to  in  His  Honour's 
Speech,  which  is  as  follows. 

Additional  Instructions  to  Our  trusty  and  well-beloved  William 
Dummer  Esq;  Our  Lieutenant-Governour  and  Commander 
in  Chief  of  Our  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  in 
GEORGE,  R.  New  England  in  America,  and  to  the  Commander  in  Chief 
of  Our  said  Province  for  the  Time  being.  Given  at  Our 
Court  at  St.  James's,  the  Second  Day  of  January,  1729-30. 
in  the  Third  Year  of  Our  Reign. 

WHEREAS  an  unwarrantable  Practice  hath  of  late  Years  been  intro- 
duced into  the  Proceedings  of  the  Assembly  of  Our  Province  of  the 
Maslachusetts-Bay,  of  Raising  Money  and  Supplying  the  current  Service  of 
the  Year  by  a  Vote  or  Resolve  instead  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  and  of  reserving 
thereby  to  the  said  Assembly,  a  Power  of  determining  what  Accounts  shall 
or  shall  not  be  paid,  even  after  the  Service  performed,  expresly  contrary  to 
the  Tenor  of  the  Charter  granted  to  this  Province  by  Our  Royal  Predecessors 
King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  whereby  they  are  impowered  to  raise  Monies 
for  the  Support  of  Our  Government,  and  for  the  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants, 
by  Act  or  Acts  of  the  Assembly  only,  and  the  issuing  of  the  said  Money  when 
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raised  is  cxpresly  reserved  to  Our  Governour  for  the  Time  being,  with  the 
Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council  of  the  said  Province:  Now  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure  is,  and  VV'e  do  hereby  Require  you  to  take  care  for  the  future,  that 
no  Money  be  raised  or  Bills  of  Credit  is-[  10  ]sued  in  that  Our  Province  of 
the  Massachusetts-Bay,  but  by  Act  or  Acts  of  Assembly;  in  which  Act  or  Acts 
one  or  more  Clauses  of  Appropriation  may  be  inserted:  But  that  the  issuing 
of  all  Monies  so  raised,  or  Bills  of  Credit  be  left  to  Our  Governour  or  Commander 
in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council, 
according  to  their  Charter,  subject  nevertheless  to  a  future  Inquiry  of  the 
then  present  or  any  other  Assembly,  as  to  the  Application  of  such  Monies. 

And  whereas  Complaint  hath  been  made  to  Us,  that  certain  illegal  and 
unaccustomed  Fees  on  Shipping  have  been  lately  exacted  within  Our  said 
Province,  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  and  We  do  hereby  strictly  command. 
That  neither  you  Our  said  Lieutenant-Governour,  nor  any  succeeding  Gov- 
ernour or  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay, 
do  presume  to  exact  or  demand  any  other  Fees  than  what  are  Legal  and  have 
been  customarily  taken  by  the  Governours  or  Commanders  in  Chief  of  that 
Our  Province  for  Registring  of  Ships  and  for  Let-Passes,  on  any  Pretence  or 
Account  whatsoever.

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary, 
which  is  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

INasmuch  as  the  King's  Instruction  {which  I  have  communicated  to  you)  directs, 
that  no  Fees  shall  be  taken  for  Let-Passes  and  Registers,  but  what  are  Legal, 
and  have  been  customarily  taken  by  the  Governours  and  Commanders  in  Chief 
of  this  Province,  I  think  it  necessary  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  never  required  any 
Let-Passes  to  be  taken,  nor  have  any  been  given  out  since  the  Death  of  his  late  Excel- 
lency Governour  Burnet:  That  for  the  Registers  I  have  taken  the  same  as  he  did, 
supposing  it  to  be  about  the  same  Value  with  what  was  originally  taken  in  Pieces 
of  Eight;  but  since  I  have  received  His  Majesty's  Instruction  abovementioned, 
I  have  refused  to  take  any  thing  for  them  at  present,  referring  it  to  the  General 
Assembly  to  Establish  a  Legal  Fee  by  an  Act,  which  I  now  recommend  to  your 
Consideration. 

It  may  be  proper  at  the  same  Time  to  take  under  your  Consideration,  the  Permits 
for  Vessels  to  pass  the  Castle,  which  was  originally  set  at  a  New-England  Shilling 
each,  and  was  raised  to  Two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence,  tho'  I  ordered  an  Abatement 
of  a  Shilling  on  such  Vessels  as  Trade  at  the  Parts  within  this  Province.

Place  from  Boston,  for  the  Court's  sitting  with  greater  Safety. 

The  Vote  was  put,  and  passed  in  the  Negative.  [  11  ] 

Whereas  the  Small  Pox  is  now  very  brief  and  prevalent  in  Boston,  by  Reason 
whereof  the  most  part  of  the  Members  of  this  Court  sit  in  great  Hazard  and 
Danger  of  taking  that  Distemper,  and  Death  soon  ensues:  And  whereas  the 
Honourable  Jonathan  Belcher  Esq;  is  daily  expected  from  Great  Britain,  who 
is  commissionated  for  this  Government,  and  there  being  no  Publick  Affairs 
lying  before  this  Court  that  require  an  immediate  Dispatch; 

Voted,  That  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governour  be  addressed,  that  He 
would  be  pleased  to  Adjourn  this  Court  for  a  short  Space  of  Time. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  the  Petition  of  Susannah  Harris  (which  was  to  have  been 
considered  this  Day)  be  further  referred  to  the  next  Thursday  of  this  Courts 
sitting. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Read  have  leave  to  return  home  for  the  recovery  of  his 
Health,  to  attend  his  Duty  in  the  House  as  soon  as  his  Health  will  admit  thereof. 

The  House  took  into  Consideration  a  Complaint  signed  Thomas  Westhrook 
and  others,  setting  forth.  That  Mr.  John  Tyng,  returned  to  Represent  the 
Town  of  Falmouth,  was  not  duly  elected,  l^c.  Ordered,  That  the  Complainants 
serve  John  East,  John  Perry  and  Moses  Pearson,  (signing  as  Select-Men  of 
Falmouth)  and  Robert  Means,  (signing  Constable  of  said  Town)  with  a  Copy 
of  this  Complaint,  that  they  shew  Cause  on  the  Third  Wednesday  of  this  Session 
(if  any  they  have)  why  the  Prayer  thereof  should  not  be  granted.

A  Verbal  Message  from  the  Honourable  Board  by  Benjamin  Lynde  and 
Thomas  Fitch  Esqrs.  and  Mr.  Secretary,  desiring  that  the  Gentlemen  chosen 
by  the  House  to  congratulate  the  Honourable  Jonathan  Belcher  Esq;  on  his 
Arrival,  might  be  added  to  those  Gentlemen  that  were  appointed  by  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant  Governour  and  Council  before  the  sitting  of  the  General  Court, 
which  Vote  of  Council  they  supposed  the  House  were  not  apprized  of,  and 
therefore  brought  a  Copy  thereof  and  laid  it  upon  the  Table,  together  with 
the  Vote  of  the  House  above  referred  to:

Of  the  Honourable  House  of 

Representatives. 

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Seventh  Day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini,  1730.  and  from  thence  continued  by  Adjournment  and  several 
Prorogations  to  Wednesday  the  Ninth  Day  of  September  next  following  and 
then  met  at  Cambridge  aforesaid,  being  the  Second  Session  of  the  said  Court. 

A  Quorum  of  the  House  being  met,  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Welles, 
Mr.  Lynde,  Col.  Berry  and   Major  Brattle  wait  upon    His  Excellency 
with  a  Message   to  acquaint   him.  That  a  Quorum  of  the  House  are 
now  met.     Who  returned,  they  had  delivered  the  Message. 

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  by  Mr.  Secretary,  directing  the  House  to 
attend  Him  in  the  Council-Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  accordingly  went  up,  and  His  Excellency  delivered 
a  SPEECH  to  the  Court,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  which  was 
Read  in  the  House,  and  the  same  is  as  follows,  viz.  [  2  ] 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

IT  is  with  Gratitude  to  Almighty  GOD,  that  I  now  mention  to  you  my  safe 
Return  from  Great  Britain,  after  a  long  Absence,  and  a  dangerous  Voyage. 

His  Majesty's  Commission,  published  at  my  Arrival,  told  you  of  the  King's 
having  appointed  me  his  Governour  of  this  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay, 
in  Consequence  whereof  I  now  see  you  with  pleasure,  convened  in  General 
Assembly  (I  doubt  not)  to  pursue  those  Measures  which  may  most  of  all 
conduce  to  His  Majesty's  Service  and  Interest,  and  the  Prosperity  of  this 
Country. 

The  first  Thing  I  would  recommend  to  you,  is  a  Regard  to  Virtue  and  true 
Religion,  for  which  New-England  has  (a  long  Time)  had  the  Honour  to  be 
distinguished;  and  from  His  Majesty's  pious  Care  of  His  People  here,  He 
has  commanded  me,  not  only  to  see  that  there  be  a  strict  Execution  of  all  the 
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Laws  now  in  Force  against  Immorality  and  Impiety,  but  that  I  commend  to 
your  Consideration,  the  enacting  such  others  as  may  best  promote  and  encourage 
our  most  holy  Religion:  And  I  wish  every  thing  of  this  kind  may  be  always 
bro't  forward  and  debated  with  a  true  Catholick  Christian  Spirit. 

It  is  one  of  the  shining  Graces  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  that  Dissenters  of 
all  Denominations  in  Great  Britain,  enjoy  the  Toleration  in  its  full  Ease  and 
Extent,  and  it  should  be  your  Care  to  imitate  the  Royal  Indulgence  of  our 
gracious  Sovereign,  that  none  of  our  Laws  may  carry  in  them  a  Spirit  of  Rigour 
or  Severity  to  those  who  may  conscienciously  differ  from  us  in  the  Modes  of 
Divine  Worship.  We,  I  say,  of  all  His  Majesty's  Subjects,  ought  as  much  as 
possible  to  steer  clear  of  this,  since  our  Ancestors  (but  in  the  last  Century) 
left  their  native  Country,  as  not  able  to  comply  with  any  Impositions  on  their 
Consciences,  or  endure  the  Hardships  of  not  doing  it.  And  I  can't  pass  from 
this  Article,  without  putting  you  in  mind  of  the  Happiness  peculiar  to  this 
Province,  in  the  early  Care  our  Fathers  took  for  a  liberal  and  pious  Education 
of  their  Posterity;  I  mean  the  founding  of  a  College  at  Cambridge:  And  I  do 
assure  you,  I  shall  gladly  embrace  every  Opportunity  you'l  put  in  my  Power 
of  nourishing  that  Seminary  of  Religion  and  Learning. 

Gentlemen, 

The  King's  placing  me  at  the  Head  of  his  Government  here,  taken  in  all 
Circumstances  of  it,  (without  assuming  any  personal  Merit  to  my  self)  is  such 
an  Instance  of  His  Majesty's  Grace  and  Favour  to  this  People,  as  I  want  Words 
to  express;  But  if  it  produces  from  you  that  Duty,  Loyalty  and  Gratitude 
justly  due  to  so  gracious  a  Prince,  I  shall  think  it  a  good  Omen  of  the  lasting 
Tranquillity  of  New-England.  The  Honour  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Interest 
of  Great  Britain,  are  (doubtless)  very  compatible  with  the  Privileges  and 
Liberties  of  her  Plantations;  and  it  being  my  Duty  to  support  the  former, 
it  will  also  be  my  Care  to  protect  the  latter.  I  have  it  in  Command  from  my 
Royal  Master,  to  communicate  to  you  His  27th  Instruction  to  me,  respecting 
the  Support  of  His  Governours  in  this  Province  for  the  future,  an  authentick 
Copy  of  it  shall  be  delivered  you  [  3  ]  by  the  Secretary,  and  may  save  my 
repeating  it.  While  I  resided  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  I  hope  you  are 
sensible  I  did  every  thing  in  my  Power  consistent  with  Reason  and  Justice,  for 
preserving  and  lengthening  out  the  Peace  and  Welfare  of  this  Province;  and 
what  Steps  have  been  taken  by  His  Majesty  with  respect  to  the  unhappy 
Dispute  betwixt  your  late  Governour  and  you,  you  are  no  Strangers  to;  and 
I  hope,  after  all  the  past  Struggle  and  Controversy,  you  will  think  it  for  the 
true  Interest  of  the  Province,  to  do  in  this  Matter  what  may  be  perfectly  accept- 
able to  His  Majesty.  Pleasing  is  the  sight,  while  I  behold  and  say,  Ye  are  my 
Brethren:    Ye  are  my  Bones  and  my  Flesh;    and  I  have  no  Interest  separate 
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from  your  true  and  real  Interest:  And  on  this  Head  I  must  add,  in  Fidelity 
to  the  King  my  Master  and  to  my  Country,  that  from  the  Honour  I  had  of 
waiting  often  on  His  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  from  my  Acquaintance  with 
the  several  Offices  thro'  which  this  Dispute  has  pass'd,  I  can't  suppose  any 
thing  could  have  prevented  this,  and  many  other  Matters  of  dangerous  Conse- 
quence to  the  Province,  being  laid  before  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  the 
last  Winter,  but  that  his  Majesty  in  his  great  Lenity  and  Goodness,  was  inclined 
to  give  you  one  more  Opportunity  of  paying  a  due  Regard  and  Deference  to 
what  in  his  Royal  Wisdom  he  thinks  so  just  and  reasonable:  And  this  I  say 
he  has  done  in  the  kindest  manner,  by  placing  one  at  the  Head  of  his  Government 
here,  in  whom  you  your  selves  had  placed  the  Trust  and  Confidence  of  your 
Affairs.  The  Fame  of  Cato's  Wisdom  reflected  Honour  on  old  Rome,  while 
he  made  so  brave  a  Stand  for  the  Liberties  of  his  Country,  but  when  Casar 
had  shut  him  up  in  his  little  Utica,  and  offer'd  him  Terms  of  Honour,  his 
Murdering  himself  rather  than  submit  to  a  Power  he  could  no  longer  rationally 
resist,  has  left  a  lasting  Brand  of  Infamy  on  the  Memory  of  that  great  Patriot. 
This,  Gentlemen,  I  mention  as  some  Illustration  of  the  Dispute  lately  subsisting 
between  his  Majesty  and  his  People  of  this  Province:  Tho'  I  by  no  means 
allow  it  to  run  parallel:  Casar  usurped  the  Empire  and  invaded  the  Common- 
Wealth,  but  happy,  how  happy  New-England,  that  lives  under  the  Government 
of  their  lawful  rightful  Sovereign  the  best  of  KINGS,  who  ascended  the  Throne 
of  his  Royal  Ancestors  with  universal  Joy  of  his  Subjects,  and  while  he  maintains 
the  Dignity  of  his  Crown  with  the  strictest  Honour,  he  at  the  same  time  bounds 
with  pleasure  his  Power  by  the  excellent  Constitution  and  Laws  of  his  Kingdom, 
and  defends  and  protects  the  Liberties  of  his  People  with  a  most  tender  paternal 
Care.  I  therefore  desire,  from  the  affectionate  Regard  I  have  to  my  native 
Country,  that  you  wou'd  give  your  most  calm  and  deliberate  Attention  to 
this  Affair,  of  so  nice  a  Consequence,  and  now  brought  to  a  Crisis. 

This  Province  is  generally  tho't  to  be  the  greatest  Mart  for  all  British  Manu- 
factures of  any  of  his  Majesty's  American  Dominions,  which  makes  the  Trade 
of  it  (for  a  young  Plantation)  large  and  extensive;  and  here  I  am  sorry  for 
the  Occasion  of  observing  to  you,  that  notwithstanding  the  Laws  you  now 
have  for  regulating  several  of  your  Manufactures,  yet  Means  are  found  to 
evade  and  elude  them,  to  the  great  Detriment  and  Reproach  of  the  Trade 
of  this  Country  in  general,  and  to  the  justification  of  Complaints  from  Abroad, 
whither  your  Products  are  exported.  But  as  nothing  can  tend  more  to  make 
you  a  flourishing  People  than  Trade  and  Commerce,  it  is  certainly  well  worthy 
your  Consideration,  in  what  best  Ways  and  [  4  ]  Methods  to  improve  and 
increase  it;  and  I  shall  very  chearfully  give  my  Consent  to  such  Laws  as  may 
be  further  necessary  to  give  you  a  just  Claim  not  only  to  a  profitable  but  an 
honourable  Trade:    And   I   could   heartily  wish  you  would  join  with  me,  in 
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seriously  considering  the  miserable  State  of  your  Bills  of  Credit,  how  much 
publick  Credit  is  sunk,  and  the  Value  of  every  Man's  Estate  depreciated  by 
some  Defects  in  their  Funds,  or  by  the  long  Periods  at  which  they  are  set: 
And  I  can  assure  you  the  Merchants  of  Great  Britain  trading  hither,  are  under 
great  Discouragements  on  this  Head:  Let  us  then  if  possible,  find  out  some 
Remedy  to  the  growing  Evil  of  the  sinking  Credit  of  the  Bills.  Nor  must 
I  dismiss  the  great  Affair  of  Trade,  without  putting  you  in  Mind  how  excessively 
the  Exchange  betwixt  Great  Britain  and  this  Province  is  risen  in  a  few  Years 
(from  Sixty  to  more  than  Two  Hundred  per  Cent.)  This  I  should  think  might 
in  some  good  measure  be  brought  to  Rights,  by  the  Government's  giving  the 
greatest  Encouragement  to  the  Husbandry  in  every  Branch  of  it,  and  to  the 
raising  all  other  Products  peculiar  to  the  Climate;  for  the  more  you  can  raise 
and  export,  the  less  will  be  the  Balance  to  your  prejudice  abroad,  and  so  your 
Exchange  be  necessarily  reduced:  And  you  could  in  nothing  more  recommend 
your  selves  to  the  Favour  of  the  Crown,  and  good  Will  of  the  Mother  Kingdom, 
or  more  serve  your  own  Interest,  than  to  promote  the  raising  large  Quantities 
of  Hemp,  Flax,  and  all  other  Naval  Stores. 

Gentlemen, 

By  the  Proclamation  I  have  lately  issued,  you  see  his  Majesty's  great  Wisdom 
and  steady  Resolution,  has  produced  an  honourable  and  advantageous  Peace 
with  Spain;  the  sweet  Fruits  whereof  we  shall  of  Course  taste  in  these  Parts 
of  his  Dominions;  yet  I  must  caution  you  against  too  great  Security,  or  neglect- 
ing the  Fortifications  of  the  Province,  of  which  I  shall  order  a  careful  Survey, 
and  the  State  of  them  to  be  laid  before  you,  that  proper  Provision  may  be 
made  for  putting  them  into  the  best  Order,  for  the  Support  of  his  Majesty's 
Honour  and  our  own  Safety,  in  case  of  an  unexpected  Rupture  with  any  of 
the  Crowns  of  Europe. 

I  have  with  great  Satisfaction  look'd  on  the  Way  and  Method  the  Government 
is  now  in  for  keeping  Peace  and  Friendship  with  the  Indians  on  our  Frontiers: 
Duty  to  the  King,  and  Love  to  my  Country,  will  carry  me  into  every  reasonable 
Way  to  strengthen  the  good  Understanding  we  have  with  those  People  at 
present:  And  as  Interest  sways  with  Mankind  in  general,  so  you  may  bore 
their  Ears  to  your  Door-Posts,  by  still  easing  them  all  you  can  in  the  Truck 
Trade;  and  you  may  depend  on  the  strictest  Orders  to  all  my  Officers,  to  prevent 
as  much  as  possible  their  being  made  Mad  from  Time  to  Time  with  strong 
Drink,  of  which  we  have  seen  fatal  Consequences. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Surveyor  General  of  His  Majesty's  Woods  has  been  complaining  to  me, 
of  the  Hardships  he  meets  in  this  Government  in  the  Course  of  his  Duty  to 
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the  King,  by  whom  I  am  commanded  to  take  the  most  effectual  Care  in  my 
Power,  that  there  be  a  strict  Observance  of  ail  the  Acts  of  Parliament  made 
to  prevent  the  Destruction  of  the  Royal  Woods,  and  to  be  aiding  and  assisting 
to  his  Majesty's  Surveyor,  by  my  self,  and  all  Officers  under  me,  that  all 
Offenders  on  this  Score  may  be  duly  and  justly  punished.  [  5  ]  And  as  I  am 
sure  it  will  be  taken  as  a  Mark  of  your  Duty  and  Respect  to  the  King,  so  I 
hope  I  may  depend  on  your  readiness  to  enact  such  Laws  as  may  be  still  thought 
necessary  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Nursery  of  Royal  Masts. 

I  am  glad  to  tell  you,  the  tender  Care  the  King  has  for  all  his  Subjects,  has 
produced  to  me  his  Royal  Instruction  with  respect  to  the  Boundaries  of  this 
Province  and  New-Hampshire,  and  it  is  so  wisely  calculated,  that  being  put 
in  Practice,  I  hope  it  will  bring  this  long  unhappy  Dispute  to  an  amicable 
Adjustment,  and  to  the  entire  Satisfaction  of  both  Provinces,  and  this  Instruction 
shall  be  delivered  you. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

As  it  is  more  especially  your  Business  to  look  into  the  State  of  the  publick 
Revenue,  the  Accompts  from  the  last  Time  you  had  them,  shall  be  duly  laid 
before  you,  with  the  proper  Estimate  of  the  Charge  of  the  Currant  Year;  and 
your  repeated  Professions  of  Loyalty  and  Obedience  to  the  King,  leave  no 
Doubt  with  me,  but  that  you  will  make  ample  Provision  for  the  Support  of 
the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  and  for  the  Ease  and 
Welfare  of  his  People. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

Had  it  not  been  my  Happiness  to  be  Born  among  you,  perhaps  my  first 
Speech  from  the  Chair  had  been  confin'd  to  a  much  less  Compass;  but  as  I 
am  no  Stranger  to  the  Constitution  and  Circumstances  of  my  own  Country, 
so  the  Welfare  and  Prosperity  of  it  lies  near  my  Heart,  and  has  led  me  to 
mention  so  many  Things  to  your  Consideration  as  essential  thereunto.  I  am 
sensible  it  is  now  not  only  a  Season  which  requires  the  Attendance  of  many 
Gentlemen  in  their  Trade  and  Husbandry,  but  the  Distemper  may  be  still 
tho't  too  near  and  hazardous,  and  so  make  you  uneasy;  I  have  therefore  only 
to  commend  to  you  Harmony  and  Unanimity  among  your  selves  in  all  your 
Proceedings,  for  the  better  Dispatch;  and  if  it  be  pleasing  to  you,  it  will  be 
so  to  me,  that  you  go  thro'  what  may  be  of  absolute  Necessity,  and  refer 
other  Things  to  the  next  Time  of  your  Meeting.  You  shall  always  have  my 
hearty  Concurrence  in  every  thing  that  may  be  for  the  King's  Honour  and 
Service,  and  the  substantial  Happiness  of  this  Province. 

Cambridge,  Sept.  9.  1730.  /.  BELCHER. 
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Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  His  Majesty's  two  Instructions  referred  to  in 
His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  were  both  Read  in  the  House,  and  are  as  follows, 
viz. 

Massachusetts-Bay, 

27th  Instruction.  Whereas  by  Our  Royal  Instructions  to  William  Burnet 
Esq;  Our  late  Governour  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  We  did  direct  him  to 
acquaint  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  said  Province,  That 
as  they  hoped  to  recommend  themselves  to  the  continuance  of  Our  Royal 
Grace  and  Favour,  We  expected  they  should  manifest  the  same,  by  an  immediate 
Compliance  with  what  had  so  often  been  recommended  to  them  [  6  ]  in  Relation 
to  the  passing  of  Acts  forthwith  for  establishing  a  fixed  and  honourable  Salary 
for  the  Support  and  Maintenance  of  the  Dignity  of  Our  Governour  for  the 
Time  being;  and  that  We  deem'd  a  competent  Sum  for  that  Purpose  to  be 
at  least  O^ie  Thousand  Pound  Sterling  per  Annum;  and  that  in  case  the  said 
Council  and  House  of  Representatives  should  not  pay  a  due  and  immediate 
Regard  to  Our  Royal  Will  and  Pleasure  therein,  We  should  look  upon  the 
same  as  a  manifest  Mark  of  their  undutiful  Behaviour  to  Us,  and  such  as  might 
require  the  Consideration  of  the  Legislature  of  Great  Britain:  And  whereas 
Our  Royal  Consort  the  Queen,  being  Guardian  of  the  Kingdom,  and  Our  Lieu- 
tenant during  Our  Absence,  upon  a  Representation  from  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  of  Our  Privy  Council,  was  pleased  to  allow  of  some  Alterations 
in  Our  said  Instruction,  and  to  condescend  that  Mr.  Burnet  might  accept  a 
Salary  of  One  Thousand  Pounds  per  Annum,  provided  the  same  were  settled 
on  him  for  the  Time  of  his  Government  only.  Notwithstanding  which  Conde- 
scention,  the  said  Assembly  have  not  yet  thought  fit  to  settle  any  fixed  Salary 
on  their  Governour,  whereby  they  have  justly  incurred  Our  Displeasure; 
and  an  Account  of  their  Behaviour  would  e're  this  Time  have  been  laid  before 
Our  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  but  that  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations  have  humbly  requested.  That  We  would  be  graciously  pleased  to 
suspend  Our  just  Resentment,  till  the  said  Assembly  shall  have  had  a  further 
Opportunity  of  considering  the  Justice  and  Importance  of  Our  said  Instruction, 
wherein  the  Trade  and  Interest  of  Great  Britain  are  more  concerned  than  Our 
Royal  Prerogative;  for  which  purpose  Our  said  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations  have  by  Our  permission,  transmitted  to  the  Speaker  of  the  said 
House  of  Representatives  a  Proposal  in  the  following  Terms: 

The  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  have  perused  the  several 
Speeches,  Votes,  Messages  and  Answers  that  have  passed  between  William  Burnet 
Esq;  late  His  Majesty's  Governour  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England, 
and  the  Assembly  of  that  Province,  upon  the  Subject  Matter  of  His  Majesty's 
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23<f  Instruction  to  Mr.  Burnet,  wherein  it  is  recommended  to  the  said  Assembly, 
to  settle  a  fixed  Salary  upon  their  Governour;  and  their  Lordships  are  sorry  to 
observe,  that  the  Assembly  have  not  only  hitherto  refused  to  comply  in  any  sort 
with  the  Tenor  of  that  Instruction,  but  that  they  seem  likewise  in  some  of  their 
Answers  upon  that  Subject,  to  have  forgot  that  Decency  and  Respect  which  is  always 
due  to  their  Governour,  who  has  the  Honour  to  represent  His  Majesty''s  Person 
in  that  Colony.  The  Consequence  of  which  Proceedings,  if  Matters  should  continue 
in  this  State,  must  naturally  be,  that  His  Majesty  will  find  Himself  under  a  necessity 
of  laying  the  undutiful  Behaviour  of  this  Province  before  the  Legislature  of  Great 
Britain,  not  only  in  this  single  Instance,  but  in  many  others  likewise  of  the  same 
Nature  and  Tendency,  whereby  it  manifestly  appears,  that  their  Assembly  for  some 
Years  last  past,  have  attemped  by  unwarrantable  Practices,  to  weaken  if  tiot  entirely 
to  cast  off  the  Obedience  they  owe  to  the  Crown,  and  the  Dependance  which  all 
Colonies  ought  to  have  upon  their  Mother  Country. 

However,  as  their  Lordships  do  conceive  it  not  improbable  that  the  frequent  Dis- 
putes between  the  Assembly  and  their  late  Governour,  which  were  carried  to  a  great 
height,  and  were  become  almost  entirely  personal,  might  have  had  some  Influence 
upon  their  Conduct,  and  have  given  a  wrong  Biass  to  their  Determi-[  7  ]nations  in 
this  Particular;  and  as  their  Lordships  are  not  without  hopes,  that  upon  cooler 
Reflection,  the  People  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  may  be  brought  to  a  juster  sense 
of  their  Duty  and  Interest,  they  are  for  this  Time  willing  to  interpose  with  His 
Majesty  in  Behalf  of  the  Province,  that  He  may  be  graciously  pleased  to  suspend 
His  just  Resentment  till  their  Assembly  shall  have  had  one  more  Opportunity  of 
debating  the  weight  of  His  Royal  Instruction,  and  the  Consequence  that  may  attend 
their  Refusal  to  comply  with  so  reasonable  a  Recommendation,  wherein  the  Trade 
and  Interest  of  Great  Britain  are  more  concerned  than  the  Authority  of  the  Crown. 

And  in  the  mean  Time  their  Lordships  do  propose  to  the  Assembly  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts-Bay, that  they  do  pass  a  Law  whereby  it  shall  be  declared,  that  the  Salary 
of  their  Governour  for  the  Time  being  shall  be  One  Thousand  Pounds  per  Annum 
Sterling,  clear  of  all  Deductions ;  and  that  the  said  Salary  be  constantly  paid  out 
of  such  Monies  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  raised  for  the  Support  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Province. 

Now  you  are  hereby  Ordered  and  Directed  to  Recommend  to  the  said  Assembly, 
That  they  do  forthwith  comply  with  this  Proposal,  as  the  last  Signification  of  Our 
Royal  Pleasure  to  them  upon  this  Subject:  But  if  the  said  Assembly  shall  not 
think  fit  to  comply  therewith,  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  you  are  hereby 
Required  immediately  to  come  over  to  this  Our  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  in 
order  to  give  Us  an  exact  Account  of  all  that  shall  have  passed  upon  this  Subject, 
that  We  may  lay  the  same  before  Our  Parliament:  Unless  you  shall  think  it  for 
Our  Service  to  send  some  other  Person  fully  instructed  in  the  State  of  Our  Province 
under  your  Government,  to  give  Us  Information  concerning  the  same.

80th  Instruction.  Whereas  there  has  been  a  Dispute  of  long  continuance  between 
Our  Provinces  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  and  New-Hampshire,  in  Relation  to 
the  Boundaries  of  said  Provinces;  and  whereas  We  do  judge  it  to  be  for  the  Service 
as  well  as  for  the  Peace  and  Tra^iquillity  of  said  Colonies,  that  the  said  Dispute 
should  be  adjusted,  and  a  Line  marked  out  to  divide  the  said  Provinces  in  all  Times 
to  come;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  you  are  hereby  directed  to 
propose  to  the  General  Assemblies  of  each  of  the  said  Provinces  respectively.  That 
discreet  and  indifferent  Persons  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  said  Assemblies,  out  of 
some  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  with  sufficient  Powers  to  draw  the  said  Boundary 
Line,  and  finally  to  determine  this  Dispute  between  the  said  Provinces,  whose 
Proceedings  therein  shall  be  laid  before  Us,  and  shall  be  of  none  Effect  until  Our 
Royal  Pleasure  shall  be  signified  thereupon. 

Mr.  Speaker  communicated  a  Letter  to  the  House  from  Francis  Wilks  Esq; 
Dated  London,  May  2ist.  1730.

That  Your  Excellency  may  be  long  continued  a  rich  Blessig  at  the  Head  of 
this  Province,  as  You  have  always  been  an  Ornament  and  Honour  to  it,  and 
that  Your  Administration  may  be  ever  Easy  and  Happy,  is  and  shall  be  our 
unfeigned  Prayer  and  constant  Endeavour.

That  your  Loyalty  and  Obedience  to  the  King,  and 
your  Ajfection  and  Duty  to  His  Royal  House,  will  lay  the  best  Foundation 
for  the  Prosperity  of  your  Country,  in  the  continuance  of  your  Religious  and  Civil 
Liberties. 

I  thank  you  very  heartily  for  the  Pleasure  and  Satisfaction  you  express  upon 
the  Favour  and  Honour  His  Majesty  has  done  me,  in  appointing  me  the  immediate 
Representative  of  His  Royal  Person  in  His  Government  of  this  Province. 

As  soon  as  I  was  able  to  make  Observations  in  the  World,  the  Settlement  of  the 
Crown  by  the  Immortal  King  William  in  the  Illustrious  House  of  Brunswick, 
gave  me  such  a  pleasing  Prospect  of  Security  and  Happiness  to  the  whole  Protestant 
World,  and  to  Great  Britain  and  her  Dominions  in  particular,  as  carried  me 
once  and  again  to  the  Court  of  Hanover,  to  pay  my  Vows  of  Duty  and  Affection 
to  the  present  Royal  Family.  Ayid  as  it  will  now  be  my  first  Care  to  maintain 
the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  King  my  Master,  so  you  may  assure  your  selves 
the  Royal  Charter,  which  you  enjoy  by  the  King's  Grace  and  Favour,  shall  be  a 
constant  Rule  in  my  Administration:  And  the  Love  I  bear  to  my  dear  native 
Country,  must  give  you  the  firmest  Security  of  my  Readiness  and  Alacrity  to  do 
every  thing  in  my  Power,  that  the  Privileges  and  Properties  of  this  People  may 
be  handed  down  to  their  latest  Posterity.

The  following  Question  being  moved  on  a  Paragraph  in  the  Act  Entitled, 
An  Act  in  Additioii  to  the  several  Acts  for  the  Settlement  and  Support  of  Ministers, 
made  in  the  first  Year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  relating  to  the  Taxing  of  Persons 
attending  at  the  Church  of  England,  &c.  viz. 

Whether  any  Minister  living  without  the  Bounds  of  this  Province,  is  entitled  to 
the  Benefit  of  the  said  Act?  Resolved  in  the  Negative,  and  that  the  Law  ought 
so  to  be  understood. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

A  Message  from  the  Honourable  Board  by  William  Clark  Esq;  That  the 
Board  are  ready  to  attend  the  Conference  agreed  on  last  Night. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  accordingly  went  up,  and  the  Conference  being 
ended.  His  Excellency  made  a  Speech  to  both  Houses,  a  Copy  whereof  His 
Excellency  delivered  to  Mr.  Speaker,  and  the  same  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

YOU  having  now  been  upon  a  Conference  of  both  Houses,  on  the  Subject 
Matter  of  the  Vote  for  my  Support  in  the  Government;  and  as  I  appre- 
hended my  self  no  Party  in  this  Dispute,  I  have  said  nothing  in  the  Course  of 
it,  because  I  would  not  in  any  measure  abridge  [  67  ]  you  of  that  Freedom 
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of  Debate  with  which  you  ought  to  proceed;  yet  I  would  talie  this  Opportunity 
of  giving  you  all  the  Light  and  Information  I  can,  in  an  Affair  that  so  nearly 
affects  His  Majesty's  Honour,  the  Trade  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  Prosperity 
of  this  Country:  And  had  there  been  no  Conference  agreed  upon,  I  should 
have  taken  a  special  Occasion  to  speak  to  you  upon  this  Subject. 

Gentlemen,  Upon  the  first  Sight  I  had  of  the  Vote  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  Answer  to  His  Majesty's  Instruction  for  fixing  a  Salary  on  me  and 
my  Successors,  and  of  the  Message  to  the  Council  which  accompanied  it,  I 
did  in  Duty  to  the  King  my  Master,  and  in  Fidelity  to  this  Province,  order 
the  Secretary  to  Summon  every  Gentleman  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  to  attend 
his  Duty  in  the  present  Session  of  the  General  Court;  hoping  from  the  constant 
Loyalty  they  have  not  only  professed  but  practiced  to  His  Majesty,  they  would 
be  led  into  such  Resolutions  as  might  give  the  whole  General  Court  a  just 
sense  of  the  Weight  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction,  and  so  put  an  end 
to  the  long  Struggle  and  Contention  in  this  Affair.  And  altho'  they  are  not 
come  up  to  the  full  Terms  of  His  Majesty's  just  Expectation,  yet  it  is  with 
much  Satisfaction  that  I  observe  the  dutiful  Inclination  of  the  King's  Council, 
to  do  what  they  would  hope  may  be  acceptable  to  His  Majesty,  in  Answer 
to  what  He  has  so  long  and  so  often  required  of  this  Government. 

But,  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  how  am  I  at  once  damp'd 
in  the  Pleasure  I  had  conceived  from  the  part  His  Majesty's  Council  have 
so  faithfully  acted  to  their  King  and  Country,  by  your  going  on  in  the  Way 
you  have  been  in,  and  so  doing  nothing  that  shall  look  like  a  decent  Respect 
to  His  Majesty.  As  I  am  resolved  to  discharge  the  Trust  the  King  has  reposed 
in  me  with  all  possible  Fidelity  to  Him;  So  my  Love  to  my  native  Country 
will  not  suffer  me  to  be  less  just  and  faithful  to  this  People.  I  must  tell  you 
then,  that  it  is  with  the  greatest  Surprize  and  Concern  to  me,  that  you  seem 
willing  at  present  to  run  the  Hazard  of  the  fatal  Consequences  which  your 
Proceedings  (in  my  Opinion)  will  certainly  produce,  and  which  you  and  your 
Posterity  may  groan  under,  when  it  may  be  too  late  to  find  Redress.  Notwith- 
standing what  I  said  to  you  in  the  opening  of  this  Session,  and  laying  before 
you  His  Majesty's  Instruction,  I  am  sorry  to  find  my  self  still  obliged  to  use 
Arguments  to  perswade  you  to  your  Duty,  and  to  what  tends  so  much  to  your 
own  Peace  and  Advantage.  And  here  I  would  first  of  all  repeat  to  you,  that 
it  requires  the  greatest  Master  of  Reason  and  Rhetorick  to  display  in  proper 
Colours,  the  Lenity,  the  Clemency  and  the  great  Goodness  of  His  Majesty 
to  this  Province:  And  while  He  still  cloaths  Himself  with  Kindness  and 
Patience,  why  will  you  risque  his  Displeasure.'  One  Paragraph  of  the  Proposal 
in  the  Instruction  you  will  find  to  be  thus:  That  His  Majesty  will  find  Himself 
under  a  necessity  of  laying  the  undutiful  Behaviour  of  this  Province  before  the 
Legislature  of  Great  Britain,  not  only  in  this  single  Instance,  but  in  many  other 
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likewise  of  the  same  Nature  and  Tendency,  whereby  it  manifestly  appears,  that 
their  Assemby  for  some  Years  last  past,  have  attempted  by  unwarrantable  Practices, 
to  weaken  if  not  entirely  to  cast  of  the  Obedience  they  owe  to  the  Crown,  and  the 
Dependence  which  all  Colonies  ought  to  have  on  their  Mother  Country.  Again, 
what  says  the  King,  in  the  close  of  this  Instruc-[  68  Jtion?  That  they  do  forthwith 
comply  with  this  Proposal,  as  the  last  signification  of  Our  Royal  Pleasure  to  them 
upon  this  Subject.  But  if  the  said  Assembly  shall  not  think  fit  to  comply  therewith, 
it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  you  are  hereby  required  immediately  to  come 
over  to  this  Our  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  in  Order  to  give  Us  an  exact  Account 
of  all  that  shall  have  passed  upon  this  Subject,  that  We  may  lay  the  same  before  Our 
Parliament.  Why  will  you  not  accept  His  Royal  Word,  as  a  warning  to  avoid 
the  Mischiefs  he  is  unwilling  you  should  bring  upon  your  selves?  Every 
Gentleman  that  will  allow  himself  to  think,  must  be  sensible  that  the  Broils 
you  have  been  in  with  your  Governours  for  more  than  Ten  Years  past,  have 
turned  out  to  the  great  Loss  and  Disadvantage  of  the  good  People  of  this  Prov- 
ince. I  would  refer  you  to  the  Dispute  you  had  with  your  Governour  in  the 
Year  1723.  upon  which  you  will  find  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  Trade 
Reporting  to  the  Lords  Justices  of  the  Kingdom  thus: 

"Upon  this  Occasion,  we  think  it  our  Duty  to  inform  your  Excellencies,  That 
"the  Inhabitants  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  which  contains  much  the  greatest 
"part  of  New-England,  are  incorporated  by  the  Royal  Charter  of  their  late 
"Majesties  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  and  are  possess'd  of  a  vast  Tract 
"of  Land:  Their  Government  consists  of  a  Governour,  Council  and  Assembly; 
"but  the  Governour  only  is  appointed  by  His  Majesty,  without  any  Salary 
"but  such  as  the  People  are  pleased  to  give  him,  and  that  from  Year  to  Year. 
"The  Assembly,  consisting  of  Ninety  eight,  are  chosen  by  the  People;  and  the 
"Council,  consisting  of  Twenty  eight,  are  chosen  by  the  Assembly.  From  so 
"unequal  a  Balance  in  their  Constitution,  daily  Inconveniencies  occur:  And 
"your  Excellencies  may  perceive  by  the  many  Facts  mentioned  in  this  Report, 
"that  the  Inhabitants  far  from  making  suitable  Returns  to  His  Majesty  for 
"the  extraordinary  Priviledges  they  enjoy,  are  daily  endeavouring  to  wrest  the 
"small  Remains  of  Power  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Crown,  and  to  become 
"independent  of  their  Mother  Kingdom.  The  Nature  of  their  Soil  and  Product 
"are  much  the  same  with  those  of  Great  Britain:  The  Inhabitants  are  numerous, 
"upwards  of  Ninety  Four  Thousand.  Their  Militia  consists  of  Sixteen  Regiments 
"of  Foot,  and  Fifteen  Troops  of  Horse,  making  in  the  Year  1718.  Fifteen 
"  Thousand  Men.  And  by  a  Medium  taken  from  the  Naval-Officer's  Account 
"for  three  Years,  from  the  24th  of  June  1714.  to  the  24th  of  June  1717.  for  the 
"Ports  of  Boston  and  Salem  only,  it  appears  that  the  Trade  of  this  Province 
"Annually  employs  no  less  than  3493   Sailors,  and  492  Ships,  making  25406 
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"Tuns.  Hence  your  Excellencies  will  be  apprized  of  what  Importance  it  is 
"to  His  Majesty's  Service,  that  so  powerful  a  Colony  should  be  restrained 
"within  the  due  Bounds  of  Obedience  to  the  Crown,  and  be  more  firmly 
"attached  to  the  Interest  of  Great  Britain  than  they  at  present  seem  to  be; 
"which  we  conceive  cannot  effectually  be  done,  without  the  Interposition  of 
"the  British  Legislature,  wherein  in  our  humble  Opinion  no  Time  should  be 
"lost. 

And  I  must  desire  you  duly  to  consider  the  Letter  wrote  to  you  the  24th 
of  October  last,  by  Mr.  JVilks  and  my  self,  and  his  Letter  of  the  21st  of  May 
following.  Pray  Gentlemen,  give  your  selves  liberty  to  Reflect  and  Examine 
what  you  have  gained  (besides  the  vast  Charge  you  have  been  put  to)  by  the 
Disputes  you  have  had  with  the  Crown:  I  suppose  on  a  [  69  ]  modest  Computa- 
tion (all  things  being  brought  to  Accompt)  the  Expence  has  been  more  than 
Fifty  Thousand  Pounds.  The  King's  Governour,  who  used  to  be  content  with 
/.  1200.  (tho'  you  then  thought  it  too  much)  you  now  earnestly  desire  to  accept 
of  /.  3000.  And  the  Innovations  you  have  made  on  the  Royal  Charter  in  your 
Supplies  of  the  Treasury,  the  King  will  no  longer  suffer,  being  so  derogatory  to 
His  Royal  Prerogative,  and  so  contrary  to  the  Legal  Constitution  of  this 
Government. 

Gentlemen,  I  must  tell  you  again,  That  I  had  the  Honour  of  being  often  with 
His  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  attended  very  diligently  at  all  the  publick  Offices 
thro'  which  the  Affair  now  before  you  has  passed;  and  I  do  assure  you,  from 
the  best  Information,  and  from  the  most  critical  Observation  I  could  make, 
nothing  had  prevented  a  Parliamentary  Proceeding  against  you  the  last  Winter, 
but  the  King's  being  willing  to  give  you  one  more  Opportunity  to  show  your 
Duty  and  Gratitude,  by  doing  what  is  so  just  and  reasonable.  I  must  also 
tell  you,  I  have  the  strongest  Reason  to  fear  you  have  so  few  Friends  among 
the  King's  Ministers,  or  in  either  House  of  Parliament,  as  that  a  Proceeding 
in  a  Way  the  King  says  your  final  Non-compliance  must  bring  it  to,  will  bring 
into  the  utmost  hazard  every  thing  that  is  dear  to  the  good  People  of  this 
Country. 

That  you  may  not  be  amused  or  frighted  with  groundleses  Surmises  and 
Insinuations,  I  think  it  proper  to  declare  to  you.  That  I  have  no  Instruction 
from  His  Majesty  for  demanding  from  you  any  Support  to  his  Lieutenant- 
Governour,  Secretary,  or  any  other  Officer  (His  Governour  excepted)  than  what 
has  been  in  your  usual  Way. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  You  have  from  Time  to  Time 
seemed  to  give  the  most  solemn  Assurances  for  your  selves,  and  to  declare 
your  firm  belief,  that  succeeding  Assemblies  will  with  the  utmost  Chearfulness 
afford  an  honourable  and  ample  Support  to  His  Majesty's  Governour:    If  then 
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you  truly  and  bona  fide  design  always  to  do  as  you  say,  and  sincerely  desire 
that  all  succeeding  Assemblies  should  do  the  same,  why  will  you  not  set  your 
selves  right  with  the  King,  by  doing  the  Matter  in  the  Manner  he  requires? 
For  I  do  assure  you,  that  the  Offer  you  make  me  is  not  the  least  Temptation 
to  me,  to  deviate  from  the  King's  Royal  Instruction. 

I  have  descended  into  so  many  Particulars,  that  you  may  not  be  deluded 
by  false  Hopes,  or  be  deceived,  or  deceive  your  selves;  and  also  from  a  depend- 
ance  that  you  will  insert  what  I  have  here  said  in  your  printed  Journal,  that 
it  may  give  Light  and  be  of  Service  to  this  whole  Province.  It  will  also  be  a 
piece  of  Justice  to  this  People,  that  you  print  the  Two  Letters  which  I  have 
herein  referr'd  to. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  demand  it  of  you,  as  you  would  convince  the  King  of  the 
Duty  and  Loyalty  you  so  much  profess  to  Him,  and  as  you  would  approve 
your  Love  and  Care  for  your  Country,  to  give  all  I  have  said  such  a  Considera- 
tion, as  may  prevent  my  executing  that  part  of  the  King's  Orders,  wherein  He 
commands  me  immediately  to  repair  to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain.  [  70  ] 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  do  assure  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  Heart,  and  from  the  ardent  Affection 
which  I  bear  to  my  Native  Country,  that  I  shall  esteem  it  the  happiest  Article 
of  my  Life,  to  be  the  Instrument  of  fixing  you  in  the  Favour  and  good  Opinion 
of  His  Majesty,  His  Ministers  and  His  Parliament.  And  how  happy  should 
we  be,  if  there  might  be  no  Parties  or  Contentions  among  us  for  the  future,  but 
who  shall  approve  themselves  the  best  Patriots,  by  their  steady  Loyalty  and 
Obedience  to  the  King,  as  well  as  by  their  just  and  prudent  Care  of  the  Liberties 
and  Properties  of  this  People.

IN  Answer  to  your  Desire  of  rising  for  some  Time,  I  am  glad  you  are  sensible 
there  are  Matters  of  the  greatest  Moment  lying  before  you:  I  shall  always  [  72  ] 
be  willing  to  gratify  you  in  every  thing  consistent  tvith  His  Majesty's  Service  and 
Interest,  and  the  publick  Weal  of  this  Province.  But  although  you  have  gone  thro' 
viany  other  Affairs  of  the  Government,  and  in  which  you  have  had  my  chearful 
Consent;  yet  you  have  brought  nothing  to  a  Head  on  the  important  Article  of  fixing 
my  Salary:  My  Duty  therefore  to  the  King,  and  my  Regard  for  this  People,  oblige 
vie  to  keep  you  together,  in  hopes  of  a  dutiful  Answer  from  you  to  His  Majesty's 
just  Expectation  in  that  Affair. 

If  you  apprehend  your  selves  in  Danger  here  from  the  Small  Pox,  /  shall  he 
willing  to  adjourn  you  to  the  George  Tavern  in  Boston,  or  to  any  other  Place 
you  may  desire,  for  your  greater  Safety.  But  I  hope.  Gentlemen,  you  will  never 
suffer  any  of  your  private  Affairs  to  stand  in  Competition  with  the  Service  of  your 
King,  and  Welfare  of  your  Country.

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up 
accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  having  first  given  his  Consent  to  several 
Acts,  Mr.  Secretary  declared  it  was  His  Excellency's  Order,  that  the  Great 
and  General  Court  or  Assembly  should  be  Adjourned  to  the  East  Meeting-House 
in  Roxbury,  to  meet  on  Wednesday  next  at  Ten  o'Clock  in  the  Forenoon,  and 
that  the  said  Court  was  accordingly  adjourned  to  the  said  Time  and  Place.

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Seventh  Day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini,  1730.  and  from  thence  continued  by  several  Adjournments  and 
Prorogations  to  the  East  Meeting-House  in  Roxbury,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
on  Wednesday  the  Seventh  Day  of  October  following  and  then  met,  being 
the  Second  Session  of  the  said  Court. 

CAPT.  Goddard  from  the  Committee  for  Petitions,  Reported  on  the  Muster- 
Roil  of  Capt.   Benjamin  Larrabee,  (entred   the   2d.   Instant)   which   was 
Read  and  Accepted,  and  Ordered,  That  the  Sum  of  Four  Hundred  and 
sixty  two  Pounds  eight  Shillings  and  ten  pence,  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the 
publick  Treasury  to  the  said  Benjamin  Larrabee,  by  him  to  be  paid  to  the 
Officers  and  Soldiers  born  on  said  Roll,  in  full  discharge  thereof. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
On  the  Accompt  of  said  Larrabee,  for  sundry  Disbursments  at  Fort  George, 
Read  and  Accepted,  and  Ordered,  That  the  Sum  of  Forty  Pounds  fourteen  Shillings 
and  five  pence,  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  to  the  Accompt- 
ant  Benjamin  Larrabee,  in  full  discharge  of  the  said  Accompt.

On  the  Memorial  of  said  Benjamin  Larrabee,  Read  and  Accepted,  and  (inas- 
much as  by  Reason  of  the  near  Approach  of  the  Winter  Season,  there  is  a 
Necessity  for  taking  care  about  the  Chimneys  in  the  Guard-Room)  Ordered, 
That  the  said  Capt.  Larrabee  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed  to  take  the  most 
prudent  and  effectual  Methods  for  Rebuilding  the  same,  and  therein  to  take 
the  Assistance  of  the  Province  Sloop,  for  carrying  down  what  Bricks  may  be 
necessary  for  that  end;    and  that  the  consideration  of  the  other  Repairs  be 
deferred  until  the  State  of  the  several  Forts  be  laid  before  the  Court,  as  His 
Excellency  has  proposed. 

Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
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On  the  Muster-Roll  of  the  Company  in  His  Majesty's  Service  on  board  the

Ordered,  That  Major  Bowles  go  up  with  a  Message  to  the  Honourable  Board 
to  acquaint  them,  That  the  House  propose  to  have  but  one  Sitting  in  a  Day, 
to  begin  at  Ten  o'  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  continue  till  Two  o'  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon.     Who  returned,  he  had  delivered  the  Message. 

A  Message  from  the  Honourable  Board  by  Jonathan  Remington  and  John 
Alford  Esqrs.  That  they  have  under  Consideration  the  Message  sent  up  this 
Morning,  relating  to  the  Choice  of  an  Agent,  and  that  the  Board  will  send 
down  an  Answer  thereto  to  Morrow  Morning:    As  also.  That  the  Board  had 
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considered  of  the  other  Message  relating  to  the  Court's  sitting  but  once  a  Day, 
and  that  they  propose  to  sit  from  Ten  o'  Clock  in  the  Morning  to  Three  in  the 
Afternoon,  and  but  one  Sitting. 

A  Motion  made  and  seconded  by  sundry  of  the  Members,  That  the  Two 
Letters  referred  to  in  His  Excellency's  Speech,  might  be  printed  in  the  Journal;

Sir, 

INCE  ours  at  large  per  Atkins,  hardly  any  thing  has  happened  in  the 
iBusiness  of  the  Province.  The  Court  having  sat  so  little  a  Time,  upon 
the  coming  away  of  Capt.  Fones,  we  suppose  might  be  the  Reason  we  received 
nothing  from  the  Honourable  House,  to  be  laid  before  His  Majesty,  seeking 
for  Redress  of  the  great  Difficulties  the  Governour  lays  upon  the  Province. 
However,  as  we  think  our  selves  obliged  in  Duty  and  Fidelity  to  you,  so  we 
have  deliver'd  a  Petition  to  His  Majesty  at  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office, 
(a  duplicate  whereof  we  inclose  you)  and  shall  prosecute  it  in  all  the  prudent 
Methods  we  can  to  procure  Relief  to  the  Province,  from  the  Governour's  unwar- 
rantable Proceedings.  We  are  glad  you  made  so  good  and  modest  a  Stand  in 
Reply  to  the  Governour's  last  Speech,  which  we  assure  you  is  highly  approved 
here,  by  the  Lovers  and  Asserters  of  Liberty.  God  grant  a  happy  end  to  this 
Affair;  to  contribute  whereto  nothing  shall  be  wanting  in  us,  who  remain  with 
great  Respect  to  the  Honourable  House,  ^c.

Sir, 

OUR  last  covered  you  a  Duplicate  of  the  Petition  (or  Complaint)  we  laid 
before  His  Majesty  against  Governour  Burnetts  Male-Adminimstration, 
which  His  Adajesty  referred  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  [  76  ]  Lords  of  Trade, 
to  make  Report  to  Him  thereon:  Upon  which  their  Lordships  sent  for  us 
Yesterday  to  Support  the  Allegations  therein,  where  we  attended,  and  told 
their  Lordships  we  were  ready.  (Mr.  Burnet  the  Governour's  Brother  was  there 
also)  After  Reading  the  Petition,  their  Lordships  entred  into  the  Particulars, 
the  chief  whereof  were, 

The  Governour' s  Breach  of  the  Law,  in  not  passing  a  Warrant  for  paying  the 
Representatives,  upon  the  Clerk's  Certificate. 
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His  not  passing  the  Impost  Bill,  nor  that  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury. 

His  exacting  exorbitant  and  illegal  Fees  on  the  Shipping. 

To  the  first  their  Lordships  said  they  had  a  Letter  from  the  Governour  four 
Days  after  the  Date  of  ours  from  the  Honourable  House,  wherein  he  says  he 
had  passed  a  Warrant  for  the  Representatives  Pay,  so  that  Difficulty  was  over. 
We  then  recurred  to  the  Source  of  the  present  Contest  between  the  Governour 
and  the  House,  viz.  His  Majesty's  23d  Instruction;  and  repeating  the  Words 
in  the  latter  Clause,  viz.  And  in  Case  the  said  Council  and  Assembly,  &c.  We 
observed  to  their  Lordships,  that  we  humbly  conceived  the  King  had  plainly 
pointed  out  to  the  Governour  his  Duty  upon  a  Non-compliance;  which  was, 
to  return  the  Matter  to  Himself,  to  do  therein  according  to  his  Royal  Wisdom; 
but  that  there  was  not  in  the  Instruction  the  Shadow  of  a  Direction  to  the 
Governour  to  distress  and  oppress  the  King's  good  Subjects  in  the  Way  and 
Manner  he  had,  in  order  to  force  and  compel  them  to  do  what  was  against  the 
Light  of  their  Reason  and  Conscience,  and  what  they  had  so  often  declared 
in  the  most  solemn  Manner,  would  be  to  betray  their  Trust,  in  giving  up  the 
Liberties  and  Priviledges  of  the  People.  We  urged  in  the  plainest  and  strongest 
Terms  we  could,  the  vast  Hazards,  Damages  and  Inconveniences  to  which  the 
Governour  had  exposed  the  Kings  Province,  and  all  the  good  People  therein, 
by  not  giving  his  Assent  to  the  Bill  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury:  In  which  their 
Lordships  did  not  vindicate  him  in  the  least  measure,  or  allow  of  his  Reason 
therein,  but  said,  It  was  the  undoubted  Right  of  the  Assembly  not  only  to  impose 
and  levy  proportionable  and  reasonable  Assesments  Rates  and  Taxes,  but  to 
Appropriate  the  same  as  they  shall  judge  proper.  We  then  went  on  to  his  raising 
Money  upon  the  King's  Subjects  without  Law,  viz.  So  much  for  Let-passes  to 
Vessels,  and  so  much  extra  for  Registers.  At  this  their  Lordships  seemed 
surprized,  and  would  at  first  hardly  entertain  it  for  Fact.  We  told  their  Lord- 
ships, in  Obedience  to  their  Commands,  we  were  prepared  with  our  Proofs. 
The  Words  of  one  of  the  Lords  were,  This  is  Shocking,  and  repeated  it.  We 
told  their  Lordships,  if  it  was  in  a  Governour's  Breast  to  raise  what  Fees  or 
Taxes  he  pleased  on  the  King's  Subjects,  there  would  be  no  further  occasion 
for  Assemblies,  or  care  to  be  taken  for  fix'd  Salaries,  nor  would  the  People  think 
they  lived  in  an  Englsh  Government.  They  asked  what  the  Let-pass  was.^ 
We  told  them  12s.  The  Governour's  Brother  said,  that  was  not  above  3  or 
4  Shillings  Sterling.  We  replied.  If  he  had  a  Power  to  say  Men  should  not  go 
on  their  lawful  Occasions  without  paying  him  Three  Shillings,  he  might  when 
he  pleased  say  they  should  pay  Thirty,  or  more.  Their  Lordships  heard  us 
with  much  Calmness  and  Patience,  and  treated  us  with  a  great  deal  of  Respect, 
and  [  77  ]  said  upon  the  whole,  Altho'  the  Assembly  had  not  paid  that  just  Regard 
they  ought  to  the  King's  Instruction,  yet  the  People  should  have  all  manner  of 
Justice  done  them.     The  Governour's  Brother  desired  a  Copy  of  the  Complaint, 
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which  their  Lordships  ordered  him,  that  he  might  send  it  to  the  Govcmour, 
to  make  Answer  thereto;  they  saying,  that  was  the  usual  Course  of  Things 
of  this  kind.  Upon  which  we  observed  to  their  Lordships,  what  a  length  of 
Time  must  intervene  between  this  and  a  Receipt  of  the  Govemour's  Answer, 
and  therefore  prayed  their  Lordships,  that  some  conditional  Directions  might 
be  given  to  the  Governour  in  the  mean  Time,  for  the  Relief  of  the  Province 
from  these  oppressive  Grievances,  which  their  Lordships  received  favourably, 
and  said  they  would  consider  of  when  we  were  withdrawn:  And  we  doubt  not 
a  good  Issue  of  this  Matter  in  due  Time.  For  the  future,  in  Cases  of  Complaint, 
and  for  a  more  speedy  Relief,  it  will  be  best  to  serve  the  Governour  with  Copies 
in  a  formal  manner,  and  acquaint  him  you  are  sending  them  over  to  His  Majesty, 
and  return  an  Affidavit  of  such  Service  under  the  Seal  of  the  Province,  or  in 
the  best  Manner  you  can,  to  certify  such  Service  here  at  home.  We  desire 
you  to  get  from  the  Secretary's  Office,  the  Number  of  Registers  paid  for  since 
Governour  Burnet's  Arrival,  and  from  the  Impost-Office  the  Number  of  Vessels 
cleared  that  have  paid  his  Let-passes,  that  so  an  honest  Computation  may  be 
made  of  what  he  has  extorted  in  this  manner.  We  are  also  told  he  has  doubled 
the  Price  of  Bounty-Certificates,  which  will  doubtless  be  redressed  upon  your 
sending  us  authentick  Proofs  thereof.  With  the  tender  of  our  best  Services 
to  the  Honourable  House  we  remain,  i^c.

Sir, 
OU  have  herewith  Duplicates  of  what  we  wrote  you  per  Steel,    to  which 


Y 


we  crave  a  Reference,  and  are  now  to  inform  you.  That  after  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Lords  of  Trade  had  made  Report  on  the  Complaint  we  laid 
before  His  Majesty  against  Governour  Burnet,  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Council,  we  waited  on  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Viscount  Townsend, 
His  Majesty's  first  Secretary  of  State;  and  altho'  he  had  (by  Indisposition) 
been  confin'd  to  his  Chamber,  and  did  not  see  Company,  yet  from  a  Greatness 
and  Goodness  natural  to  his  Lordship,  he  directed  ve  should  be  brought  into 
his  Chamber,  where  he  received  us  very  kindly,  and  heard  us  on  the  Affairs 
of  the  Province  very  patiently,  and  told  us,  the  Grievances  we  had  complained 
of  should  not  want  his  Assistance  towards  a  Redress;  and  that  while  he  had 
any  Interest  in  the  King,  he  would  endeavour  no  Governour  should  be  counte- 
nanced or  protected  in  any  illegal  Proceeding:  And  when  we  took  leave  of  his 
Lordship,  he  told  us,  his  Doors  were  always  open,  and  he  was  ready  to  hear 
us  upon  any  thing  we  thought  a  Hardship.  The  Favour  we  asked  of  his 
Lordship  was,  that  a  short  Day  might  be  set  for  the  Lords  of  Council  to  hear 
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our  Complaint,  that  so  a  Report  might  be  made  to  the  King,  that  we  might 
obtain  His  Majesty's  Pleasure  to  His  Governour  to  go  by  this  Ship.  We  were 
accordingly  indulged  with  a  Hearing  last  Night,  before  a  Committee  of  His 
Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy  Council;  where  the  Lords  told  [  78  ]  us, 
That  altho'  the  Assembly  had  the  Power  of  raising  and  appropriating  Monies, 
yet  the  issuing  of  Monies  was  by  the  Charter  vested  soly  in  the  Governour 
and  Council,  and  the  Assembly  had  not  a  Power  of  saying  no  Monies  should  be 
paid,  but  for  such  Accompts  as  were  past  on  for  Payment  by  the  General  Court. 
This  their  Lordships  said  was  a  Power  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  never 
pretended  to;  but  if  at  any  Time  the  Governour  and  Council  should  make  a 
Misapplication  of  Monies,  they  might  be  reasonably  called  to  an  Account  for  it. 
The  Attorney  and  Sollicitor  General  were  by,  and  privately  said  to  us,  the 
House  could  never  justify  such  a  Proceeding;  and  after  some  Reasoning  by 
their  Lordships  and  on  our  part,  we  told  their  Lordships  we  submitted  that 
Matter,  and  would  write  to  the  Honourable  House  accordingly.  We  therefore 
say,  with  Submission,  we  should  think  it  wise  and  prudent  to  be  content  with 
raising  and  appropriating  the  Monies,  and  leaving  the  issuing  the  Money  as 
before  the  Year  1721.  Nor  can  we  for  the  future  appear  to  justify  the  Supply 
of  the  Treasury  in  any  other  Way;  so  we  with  this  Matter  may  be  thus  brought 
to  Rights. 

As  to  the  exacting  undue  and  exorbitant  Fees  on  the  Shipping,  their  Lordships 
after  producing  our  Proofs,  told  us,  we  need  not  doubt  but  His  Majesty  would 
give  such  Orders  as  to  prevent  any  Governour's  practising  such  Things  for 
the  future:  And  upon  the  close  their  Lordships  said.  The  grand  Article  of 
fixing  the  Salary  still  remained,  and  as  the  sitting  of  the  Parliament  grows 
nearer,  we  are  now  assured  by  the  Ministry,  That  the  Matter  of  fixing  a  Salary 
for  the  future  on  our  Governours,  will  be  laid  before  the  Parliament;  and  we 
are  told  the  Lords  of  Trade  are  actually  perparing  Things  therefor:  We  shall 
therefore  be  vigilant  and  careful  to  make  the  best  Defence,  and  do  all  in  our 
Power  to  prevent  so  great  an  Evil  coming  on  the  Province.  But  as  the  Affair 
will  create  a  great  Charge,  we  must  depend  on  the  Care  of  the  Honourable 
House,  to  make  a  sufficient  and  speedy  Remittance  of  Money,  otherwise  all 
things  must  drop,  and  the  People  submit  without  the  Opportunity  of  ever  being 
heard.  The  Expence  has  been  considerable  since  the  last  Accompt,  that  we 
have  no  Money  in  Hand;  considering  therefore  the  Hazard  the  Province  may 
be  exposed  to  in  Parliament,  whether  by  curtailing  the  Charter,  or  otherwise, 
we  doubt  not  but  at  this  Juncture  the  whole  General  Court,  in  Fidelity  to 
themselves  and  the  People,  will  exert  themselves,  and  come  into  an  ample 
Supply  of  Money,  and  not  lose  so  valuable  a  Priviledge  for  want  of  Money  to 
defray  the  Charge  of  its  Defence. 
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The  last  Ship  tells  us  of  the  Death  of  Governour  Burnet,  with  the  Account 
whereof  we  waited  on  my  Lord  Townsend:  When  a  new  Governour  is  appointed, 
we  hope  it  will  be  one  in  whom  the  Country  will  be  easy  and  happy.  We

P.  S.  We  forgot  to  say,  that  the  New-Hampshire  Agent  has  been  with  us, 
and  says  he  has  fresh  Instructions  to  press  the  Settlement  of  the  Line  between 
the  Provinces,  which  he  is  bringing  forward  as  fast  as  he  can,  being  (as  we  are 
informed)  lately  supplied  with  Money  for  that  Service.

THe  inclosed  is  a  Copy  0/  my  last,  since  which  I  am  honoured  with  a  very 
kind  Letter  jrom  the  Committee  of  your  House,  Dated  the  ijth  of  February, 
//  gives  me  very  great  Pleasure  to  find  the  News  of  Governour  BELCHERV  being 
appointed  was  received  with  so  universal  Satisfaction:  If  possible  it  would  have 
been  more  so,  had  every  one  in  the  Province  been  as  sensible  as  I  am,  what  a  Turn 
it  gave  to  the  Measures  that  were  then  concerting  for  subjecting  New-England  to 
a  more  absolute  Dependancy  on  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  which  seemed  to 
be  carrying  on  with  a  very  great  Spirit  of  Resentment;  but  at  present  those  seem 
to  be  suspended,  in  expectation  that  something  agreeable  will  be  offered  on  your 
part,  in  return  for  the  great  Favour  and  Indulgence  the  Crown  has  shewn,  in 
appointing  Mr.  BELCHER  to  be  your  Governour. 

I  most  heartily  thank  you  and  the  Honourable  Houre,  for  the  generous  Regard 
express'd  to  me:  I  shall  to  my  utmost  exert  my  self  in  your  Service  whenever  required, 
and  doubt  not  your  Gratifications  exceeding  my  Pretentions.  I  highly  esteem 
every  Mark  of  Respect  from  the  Honourable  House,  and  hope  they  will  ahvays 
enjoy  their  just  Rights  and  Priviledges. 

As  before  mentioned,  the  Ministry  seem  only  to  have  suspended  their  Resentment 
for  the  present,  in  Expectation  of  your  doing  something  acceptable  to  His  Majesty. 
I  dare  not  presume  to  advise  in  an  Affair  so  much  above  me;  but  I  heartily  wish 
you  may  find  out  some  Method  whereby  to  recommend  the  Province  and  your  publick 
Proceeding  to  a  greater  Esteem  with  His  Majesty  and  His  Ministers,  than  has 
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appeared  of  late,  and  at  the  same  Time  preserve  inviolable  every  valuable  part  of 
your  PriviUdges. 

By  the  desire  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade,  I 
enclose  you  a  Proposition  which  I  received  from  them  some  time  past;  it  war  con- 
firmed by  an  Order  of  His  Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  and  on 
which  the  whole  A  fair  was  then  rested.  I  should  have  forwarded  it  to  you  sooner, 
as  their  Lordships  expected;  but  as  I  have  perfectly  known  Governour  BELCHERV 
Mind  concerning  it,  who  has  taken  great  Pains  to  have  it  softned,  I  have  delayed 
sending  it,  in  hopes  something  more  agreeable  might  be  procured;  but  it  appears 
the  Success  of  it  is  made  so  much  the  Concern  of  the  principal  Ministers,  as  to 
render  in  vain  all  Endeavours  that  Way.  With  the  Proposition  I  received  a  Letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  I  also  have  inclosed  you.  For 
want  of  the  Solliciior's  Bill,  I  have  not  been  able  to  send  you  my  Account  of  Charges 
sooner,  it's  now  inclosed,  and  hope  it  will  be  [  80  ]  readily  allowed.  I  have  in 
every  pari  been  as  saving  as  possible,  the  amount  is  l.iij  i^s.  6d. 

This  I  hope  will  reach  your  Hands  at  a  Time  of  universal  Rejoicing,  upon  the 
safe  arrival  of  His  Excellency  the  Governour.  I  also  hope  that  nothing  but  occasion 
for  Rejoicing  may  happen  duririg  his  Government,  and  that  it  may  be  long  and 
prosperous.

The  House  would  say,  That  the  Method  of  chusing  or  appointing  Persons  to 
the  most  important  Trusts  and  Offices  is  by  Ballotting:  Thus  the  Members  of 
the  Honourable  the  Council  are  appointed;  and  in  the  same  Manner  is  the 
Appointment  or  Choice  of  the  Treasurer,  and  all  other  Persons  that  are  con- 
stantly or  usually  intrusted  by  or  for  the  Province.  And  the  House  conceive 
that  no  Reason  can  possibly  be  given,  why  this  Office  or  this  Betrustment  only 
should  be  chosen  by  the  Houses  seperately.  It  cannot  be  supposed,  that  an 
Agent  has  either  a  greater  or  lesser  Office  or  Betrustment  that  is  committed  or 
granted  by  the  united  Ballots  of  the  House.  The  Agent  is  not  greater  than  the 
Council,  nor  less  than  a  Truck-Master  or  Notary  Publick.  It  is  therefore  most 
certain  by  the  constant  Practice  of  this  Court,  that  appointing  either  a  greater 
or  a  less  Officer  [  82  ]  than  an  Agent  by  Ballotting,  is  very  agreeable  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Government.  And  although  this  Court  have  formerly  chosen 
an  Agent  in  the  Method  now  proposed  by  the  Honourable  Board,  yet  it  was 
left  after  it  had  been  found  inconvenient,  and  the  Method  of  united  Ballotting 
was  thought  Anno  1723.  the  most  agreeable,  and  come  into  at  the  repeated 
Desire  of  the  Honourable  Board  themselves,  after  very  mature  Consideration.

I  Was  in  hopes  the  Conference  lately  had  between  His  Majesty's  Council  and 
your  House,  upon  the  King's  Instruction  for  fixing  my  Salary,  would  have 
produced  such  Fruits,  as  would  once  at  last  have  convinced  the  King  that 
your  avowed  Duty  and  Loyalty  are  not  confin'd  to  bare  Words  and  Professions. 
I  also  thought  what  I  said  last  to  you  of  my  own  Knowledge,  and  the  Facts 
I  stated,  would  have  given  you  such  Light  and  Satisfaction,  as  to  have  brought 
you  to  a  just  sense  of  your  Duty,  by  your  putting  an  end  to  your  contending 
and  disputing  with  the  best  of  Sovereigns.  And  I  must  tell  you  (Gentlemen) 
I  have  good  Reason  to  believe  your  Principals  (I  mean  the  several  Towns  you 
represent)  are  more  than  ever  inclined  to  live  in  Duty  and  Obedience  to  the 
King,  and  to  free  themselves  from  the  Charge  you  are  so  constantly  bringing

IGive  you  my  Thanks  for  what  you  have  ordered  to  be  paid  me  in  Acknowl- 
edgment of  my  Services  to  this  Province  (after  I  had  received  His  Majesty's 
Commission)  and  towards  a  Reimbursement  of  my  great  Charge  in  proceeding 
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for  this  Government.  Although  the  Sum  be  far  short  of  my  Expence,  and 
of  the  Charge  you  were  at  for  my  immediate  Predecessor,  yet  I  am  perfectly 
well  satisfied  with  what  you  have  done  in  that  Matter. 

Gentlemen,  It  has  been  not  only  in  a  dutiful  Imitation  of  the  Royal  Lenity 
and  Goodness  of  our  most  gracious  Sovereign,  but  from  my  own  chearful 
Inclination,  that  I  have  waited  with  all  the  Patience  you  can  pos-[  113  ]sibly 
desire,  to  bring  you  to  an  ingenuous  Sense  of  your  Duty  to  the  King,  by  your 
just  and  reasonable  Compliance  with  His  Royal  Instruction  for  settling  a 
Salary  on  me  and  my  Successors:  And  although  after  spinning  out  this  Session 
to  an  unexpected  length,  you  are  come  into  something  that  has  indeed  more 
of  the  Face  of  that  Duty  and  Respect  you  owe  the  King,  than  you  have  ever 
before  manifested  on  this  Head;  yet  as  it  does  not  answer  His  Majesty's  just 
Expectation  from  you,  and  as  nothing  else  now  lies  before  you,  I  am  willing 
to  give  you  a  reasonable  Recess,  for  your  more  wise  and  serious  Consideration 
of  this  Affair;  hoping  you  will  return  from  your  several  Countries  full  of  Duty 
and  Loyalty  to  His  Majesty,  and  thereby  take  off  the  Force  of  that  part  of 
the  King's  Instruction  to  me,  wherein  (on  your  Non-compliance)  He  commands 
me  immediately  to  return  to  His  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  I  do  assure  you 
{Gentlemen)  I  am  as  sincerely  desirous  of  your  best  Welfare,  as  you  can  be 
yourselves;  nor  shall  I  think  my  whole  Life  can  be  better  spent  than  in 
promoting  (to  my  utmost  Power)  the  Service  and  Interest  of  my  Royal  Master, 
and  thereby  the  Happiness  and  Prosperity  of  this  Country.

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  on  Wednesday  the  Twenty  Seventh  Day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini.  1730.  and  from  thence  continued  by  several  Adjournments  and  Pro- 
rogations to  the  Court-House  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  on  Wednes- 
day the  Sixteenth  Day  of  December  following,  and  then  met;  being  the  Second 
Session  of  the  said  Court. 

A  Quorum  of  the  House  being  met,  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Welles,  Mr.  Lynde, 
and  Col.  Berry,  go  up  with  a  Message  to  His  Excellency,  to  acquaint 
Him,  That  a  Quorum  of  the  House  are  met,  and   ready  to  proceed  to 
Business. 

Who  returned,  they  had  delivered  the  Message. 
A  Message  from  His  Excellency  by  Mr.  Secretary,  directing  the  House  to 
attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  accordingly  went  up,  and  His  Excellency  deliv- 
ered a  Speech  to  both  Houses,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and 
then  he  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber:  Which  Speech  of  His 
Excellency's  was  Read  in  the  House,  and  the  same  is  as  follows,  viz.  [  116] 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

THE  Adjournment  I  made  of  this  Court,  was  with  a  sincere  Aim  at  His 
Majesty's  Service,  and  the  Good  of  this  Province;  that  you  might  by 
retiring  to  your  several  Homes,  not  only  have  the  advantage  of  your  own  more 
deliberate  Thoughts,  but  those  of  the  People  you  Represent:  From  which  I 
would  hope  you  are  now  come  together  full  of  all  that  Respect,  Duty  and  Grati- 
tude which  is  due  to  the  most  indulgent  Prince  and  Father,  and  with  firm  and 
upright  Resolutions  to  pursue  the  true  Welfare  and  Happiness  of  your  Country. 
In  which  I  assure  you,  no  single  Person  nor  your  Body  Collectively  shall  exceed 
me,  so  far  as  my  Capacity  and  Power  can  extend.     Let  us  not  then  cheat  our 
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selves  by  false  and  sinister  Views,  to  the  Damage  and  Destruction  of  the  pub- 
lick  Good,  and  our  own  best  Interest.  You  see.  Gentlemen,  I  imbark  my  self 
with  you,  being  heartily  desirous  that  you  may  proceed  in  this  Session  to  do 
those  Things  that  may  be  acceptable  to  the  King,  and  thereby  lengthen  out  the 
Tranquiltiy  of  New-England.  And  having  said  this,  I  would  go  on  to  remind 
you  of  some  things  I  recommended  to  your  Consideration,  at  my  first  meeting 
you  in  General  Assembly,  and  which  could  not  then  be  well  got  thro',  your 
private  Affairs  urging  so  much  to  a  Recess. 

Your  serious  Consideration  of  the  State  of  Religion  in  your  Country,  I  think 
must  naturally  lead  you  to  the  making  such  Laws  as  may  be  further  necessary 
for  the  more  effectual  discouragement  of  Vice  and  Wickedness,  and  for  giving 
Countenance  to  Virtue  and  true  Religion;  every  thing  that  this  Legislature 
can  do  for  advancing  the  Honour  of  the  only  true  GOD,  and  His  Eternal  Son 
the  Saviour  of  Mankind,  will  be  the  best  Basis  whereon  to  build  their  Hopes  of 
the  future  Welfare  and  Happiness  of  themselves  and  their  Posterity,  even  in 
this  World.  I  am  sensible  what  I  am  saying  on  this  Head,  may  become  the 
Scorn  and  Ridicule  of  some  Monsters  in  Wickedness,  who  would  fain  scoff  a 
GOD  and  his  Religion  out  of  the  World;  yet  while  I  have  the  Honour  to  sit  in 
the  first  Seat  of  Government  among  you,  if  I  may  be  capable  of  doing  any 
thing  that  may  tend  to  a  better  Reformation  of  Men's  Lives  and  Manners,  I 
shall  think  it  one  great  Happiness  of  my  Government;  and  I  wish  I  may  be 
able  by  my  Example  to  give  Force  and  Energy  to  my  Commands,  for  the  good 
Execution  of  the  wholesome  Laws  of  this  Province. 

When  you  consider  what  a  diffusive  Blessing  the  College  at  Cambridge  has 
been  to  this  Country  in  its  Learning  and  Religion,  and  how  much  all  the  Estates 
among  you  have  thereby  been  rais'd  in  their  Value,  and  that  while  other  Plan- 
tations are  obliged  to  send  their  Sons  abroad  for  Education  at  a  great  Expence, 
and  often  to  the  ruin  of  their  Morals,  we  reap  that  Advantage  at  home:  I  say, 
I  hope  these  things  will  make  you  ready  on  all  Occasions  to  nourish  and  cherish 
that  Society.  And  what  I  would  particularly  point  at,  is  the  Complaint  of  the 
Sons  of  the  Prophets,  that  they  are  straitned  for  Room.  I  am  told  that  Stough- 
ton  College  is  gone  much  to  decay,  and  not  without  danger  of  falling;  I  should 
be  therefore  glad  that  a  Committee  of  this  Court  might  be  chosen  to  view  it, 
and  Report  what  may  be  proper  to  be  done  for  the  better  Accommodation  of 
the  Students  there.  [  117  ] 

I  have  formerly  observ'd  to  you.  That  this  Province  has  a  very  extensive 
Trade;  it  will  therefore  be  much  for  the  Honour  of  thie  Government,  to  look 
carefully  into  the  Laws  for  better  regulating  what  you  Export,  and  to  see  what 
Additions  ought  to  be  made  to  such  Laws.  I  have  Complaints  from  England  of 
the  great  abuse  in  the  short  Gage  of  your  Cask:  Every  thing  you  can  do  to 
encourage  those  Manufactures  among  you,  that  are  not  the  common  Product 
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of  Great  Britain,  as  the  raising  of  Hemp,  making  Pot-Ash,  Canvas  and  Linen 
Cloth;  I  say,  if  there  was  a  large  Bounty  given  on  these  things,  it  would  not 
only  recommend  you  to  the  Favour  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Friendship  of  the 
Mother  Kingdom,  but  greatly  serve  the  Trade  of  this  Country. 

I  must  not  dismiss  this  Article,  without  recommending  to  your  Thought  and 
Care,  the  State  of  your  Bills  of  Credit,  the  Course  and  Manner  of  them  being 
such  at  present,  as  makes  them  a  common  Delusion  to  Alankind:  I  wish  some 
better  way  might  be  seasonably  thought  of,  either  by  the  Legislature  or  by  the 
People  in  Trade,  whereby  they  might  be  supplied  with  a  better  Medium  than 
what  passes  at  present,  and  which  must  have  an  end  according  to  the  Periods 
set  by  your  Laws,  as  you  will  find  by  His  Majesty's  i6th  and  i8th  Instruc- 
tions to  me,  which  the  Secretary  shall  communicate  to  you. 

When  I  last  parted  with  you,  I  told  you  I  was  willing  to  give  you  a  reason- 
able Recess,  for  your  more  wise  and  serious  Consideration  of  His  Majesty's 
Royal  Listruction  to  me,  for  your  fi.xing  a  Salary  of  One  Thousand  Pounds 
Sterling  per  Anfium  on  me  and  my  Successors.  And  as  the  Bill  you  passed  on 
that  Head  did  not  come  up  to  the  Terms  of  the  King's  Instruction,  I  refus'd 
my  Consent  to  it;  but  I  hope  you  are  now  met  with  good  and  dutiful  Inclina- 
tions to  His  Majesty,  by  complying  with  His  repeated  reasonable  Demand  in 
this  Matter,  and  that  you  will  convince  the  World  of  your  real  Love  to  your 
Country,  by  putting  an  end  to  the  heavy  Charge  and  long  Contention  in  this 
Affair. 

I  am  glad  to  tell  you,  in  my  late  Visit  to  New-Hampshire,  the  Assembly  there 
have  made  a  Law  appointing  Commissioners  to  settle  the  Boundaries  between 
this  Province  and  that;  which  Law  shall  be  communicated  to  you:  And  I  shall 
not  doubt  your  chearful  coming  into  what  may  be  reasonable  on  your  part, 
that  this  Matter  may  be  adjusted,  and  the  two  Provinces  live  in  perfect  Har- 
mony and  good  Neighbourhood  for  the  future.  What  they  have  done  in  this 
Matter,  has  been  with  a  chearful  deference  to  the  Orders  of  the  Crown,  and  in 
a  generous  Manner  to  this  Province:  I  can't  help  saying  in  Justice  to  them, 
That  they  are  always  ready  to  do  what  a  gracious  Sovereign  can  desire  of  a 
good  and  loyal  People;  and  your  Imitation  of  them  in  this  Article,  will  always 
be  to  your  Honour  and  Interest. 

I  have  lately  a  Letter  from  His  Excellency  Governour  Montgomery  of  New- 
York,  respecting  the  Boundaries  between  this  Province  and  that,  near  fVesten- 
hook,  or  Houssatunnuck,  by  which  there  seems  to  be  an  absolute  Necessity  of 
Commissioners  being  appointed  to  settle  the  Line  on  that  side:  The  Secretary 
shall  give  you  the  Letter,  and  I  must  desire  that  Affair  may  be  no  longer 
neglected.  [118] 

I  think  it  my  Duty,  Gentlemen,  to  recommend  to  your  Consideration,  the 
great  Consumption  there  is  of  strong  Liquors  among  the  People  of  this  Province, 
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more  especially  of  Rum,  to  the  debauching  and  ruining  of  themselves  and  their 
Families:  I  should  therefore  think  it  proper  to  look  into  your  Act  of  Excise, 
and  consider  whether  the  laying  a  still  heavier  Duty  on  distill'd  Liquors  may 
not  put  some  check  upon  the  vast  Consumption.  And  while  I  am  upon  this 
Head,  I  must  tell  you,  that  I  have  lately  Jiad  Complaints  from  the  Eastward, 
even  from  the  Popish  Missionaries  among  the  Indians,  that  while  they  are 
teaching  those  poor  People  Vertue  and  Religion,  we  are  destroying  their  Souls 
and  Bodies  with  the  Plague  of  Rum,  for  so  they  stile  it.  Methinks  this  is  such 
a  Scandal  to  a  People  that  profess  so  much  Religion  as  we  do,  as  well  as  so 
great  an  Injury  to  the  Indians,  that  the  Assembly  should  study  what  more 
can  be  done  by  some  good  Law  to  put  an  end  to  such  vile  Practices.  And  for 
your  Direction  in  this  Matter,  you  have  the  Example  of  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  who  lately  laid  a  heavy  Imposition  on  the  distill'd  Liquors  of 
that  Kingdom,  and  which  I  am  inform'd  greatly  serves  to  the  excellent  Ends 
for  which  it  was  designed. 

I  take  this  Opportunity,  Gentlemen,  to  propose  to  you  an  Affair  which  if  put 
in  Execution,  I  think  must  produce  happy  Consequences  for  this  Province. 

While  I  lately  resided  in  Great  Britain,  I  fell  into  an  Acquaintance  with 
Sir  Robert  Clark,  (the  Governour)  and  some  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Corporation 
for  propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  in  this  Country,  who  desired 
me  to  lay  some  Scheme  before  them  for  the  better  extending  and  enlarging 
that  excellent  Charity,  and  which  I  proposed  by  attempting  to  Gospelize  the 
Indians  on  our  Eastern  Frontiers.  They  ask'd  me  what  the  Government  had 
done  of  this  Kind?  to  which  I  could  have  been  glad  to  have  given  a  reasonable 
and  honourable  Answer:  But  I  am  afraid  the  Government  has  been  wanting  in 
their  Duty  to  God  and  themselves  in  this  Matter,  which  they  have  now  a  fair 
Opportunity  to  pursue;  for  I  have  in  Commission  from  that  Company  to  tell 
you,  if  they  may  have  a  Grant  of  a  good  Tract  of  Land  for  a  Township,  in 
some  of  our  remote  Borders  nearest  the  Indians,  they  would  at  their  own 
Charge,  build  a  Church  and  School-House,  and  settle  good  Salaries  on  such 
as  may  be  proper  for  a  Minister  and  School-master  among  the  Indians.  This 
is  a  noble  Design,  and  worthy  your  Attention. 

As  I  have  it  in  Command  from  the  King  my  Alaster,  to  take  effectual  Care 
that  the  several  Fortifications  of  this  Province,  be  constantly  kept  in  such  a 
Condition  as  may  best  answer  the  King's  Honour,  and  your  own  Safety  and 
Protection;  so  I  have  lately  ordered  the  Lieutenant-Governour  and  some  other 
Gentlemen,  to  Visit  and  Survey  them  all,  and  their  Return  shall  be  laid  before 
you,  that  you  may  raise  the  necessary  Supplies  for  the  Defence  of  your  selves 
and  your  Estates,  which  in  a  great  Degree  draw  their  Value  from  such  Securities. 
I  would  particularly  recommend  to  your  Consideration,  the  State  of  Castle 
William,  which  may  be  called  the  Key  of  this  Province.     It  seems  absolutely 
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necessary  that  there  be  an  Addition  of  Men  to  that  Fortress,  for  the  better 
Preservation  of  the  Works,  and  to  answer  any  Emergency  that  may  happen  for 
the  King's  Service  and  [119]  your  own  Advantage.  And  I  must  also  desire 
you  to  revise  your  Laws  respecting  the  MiHtia,  which  greatly  wants  the 
Assistance  of  the  Legislature  to  make  it  serviceable  to  the  Country:  For  they 
are  (under  God)  our  only  Defence,  in  case  of  a  Rupture  with  any  of  our  Neigh- 
bours. I  am  told  the  Fines  for  the  neglect  of  Appearance  on  Days  of  Muster 
are  so  low,  that  the  Militia  are  in  a  manner  dwindled  to  nothing. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  now  laid  before  you  what  has  occur'd  to  my  Thoughts  for  His  Majesty's 
Honour  and  Interest,  and  to  make  you  a  flourishing  People;  and  I  shall  always 
be  ready  to  give  Attention  to  any  thing  you  may  have  to  suggest  for  these 
good  Purposes.  I  say,  study  how  you  may  best  serve  your  King  and  Country, 
and  you  shall  find  me  chearfuUy  falling  in  with  my  whole  Weight  and  Influence; 
and  it  will  be  a  great  Pleasure  to  me,  to  see  your  Proceedings  in  this  Session 
carried  on  with  good  Temper,  Harmony  and  Unanimity  among  your  selves, 
which  will  always  give  the  best  Dispatch,  and  shorten  your  Expence  in  the 
Management  of  the  publick  Affairs.

i6th.  Whereas  Jets  have  been  passed  in  some  of  Our  Plantations  in  America, 
for  striking  Bills  of  Credit,  and  issuing  out  the  same  in  lieu  of  Money,  in  order  to 
discharge  their  publick  Debts,  and  for  other  Purposes,  from  whence  several  Incon- 
veniences have  risen;  it  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  not  give 
your  Assent  to  or  pass  any  Act  in  Our  said  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay 
under  your  Government,  whereby  Bills  of  Credit  may  be  struck  or  issued  in  lieu 
of  Money,  without  a  Clause  be  inserted  in  such  Act,  declaring,  that  the  same  shall 
not  take  effect,  until  the  said  Act  shall  have  been  approved  and  confirmed  by  Us, 
Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  except  only  for  the  Annual  Support  and  Service  of  Our 
Government,  not  exceeding  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds,  in  such  Paper  Bills:  And 
this  Permission  to  continue  only  until  Our  farther  Pleasure  shall  be  known  thereupon: 
And  you  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that  no  more  than  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds 
of  such  Bills  be  ever  currant  at  one  and  the  same  Time. 
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Massachusetts-Bay.

1 8th.  And  whereas  JVe  are  informed,  that  several  Bills  of  Credit,  to  a  considerable 
Value,  are  already  issued  and  standing  out,  upon  the  Foot  of  certain  Acts  heretofore 
passed  for  that  Purpose,  whereby  particular  Funds  are  provided  for  the  calling 
in  and  sinking  them;  you  are  hereby  especially  directed  to  take  care  that  the  said 
Bills  heretofore  issued,  be  called  in  and  sunk,  according  to  the  Periods  and  Provisions 
of  the  respective  Acts  by  which  they  were  issued.  [  120  ] 

As  also  the  Letter  from  the  Governour  of  New-York,  relating  to  the  Boundary- 
Line  between  this  Government  and  the  Government  of  New-York,  accom- 
panied with  a  Copy  of  a  Petition  of  James  Bluker,  Philip  Schuyler,  &c.  in  behalf 
of  themselves  and  other  Proprietors  of  Western  Hook,  to  the  Governour  of 
New-York,  referring  to  said  Line,  with  the  Resolution  of  that  Council  thereupon.

Mr.  Secretary  came  down  from  his  Excellency  with  the  following  Message 
viz. 

Mr.  Speaker, 

His  Excellency  orders  this  Honourable  House  to  attend  him  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  his  Excellency  deliv- 
ered a  Speech  to  both  Houses,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtain'd  a  Copy,  and  then 

he  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. Said  Speech  was  Read 

in  the  House,  and  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

AT  your  coming  together  upon  the  late  Adjournment,  I  recommended  to 
your  Consideration  many  things  of  great  Importance,  to  which  I  have 
had  no  Answer:  It  is  my  Province  (as  well  as  yours)  to  be  in  a  constant  Care 
for  the  publick  Weal,  and  if  my  Endeavours  should  [  137  ]  not  reach  the  desired 
Success  for  the  King's  Service,  and  that  of  His  good  People  of  this  Province, 
yet  I  hope  the  Fault  will  not  lye  at  my  Door. 

The  Bill  you  pass'd  when  you  were  last  together,  for  fixing  my  Salary,  was 
so  Ambiguous  and  Uncertain,  that  I  am  sure  you  cou'd  have  no  Expectation 
of  my  Consent  to  it;  and  notwithstanding  all  I  have  hitherto  been  able  to  say, 
you  have  by  no  means  come  up  to  that  Respect  and  Duty  you  owe  the  King. 
But  in  this  Affair  I  must  more  particularly  apply  my  self  to  you.  Gentlemen  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  with  whom  the  Matter  more  especially  lies;  for 
indeed  His  Majesty's  Council  has  been  always  so  happy  and  wise  in  their  way 
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of  thinking,  as  to  give  Proofs  of  their  Loyalty  and  Obedience  to  His  Majesty, 
by  a  readiness  to  do  what  they  have  thought  might  be  acceptable  to  Him;  so 
that  you,  GeritUmen,  must  stand  alone  in  your  present  unhappy  Situation;  and 
after  now  discharging  my  Duty  to  the  King,  and  to  this  Province,  I  don't  intend 
to  give  you  any  further  Trouble  in  what  I  have  so  often  urg'd  upon  you:  And 
I  could  heartily  wish  for  the  sake  of  this  poor  Country,  that  you  would  hear  me 
with  an  Attention  free  from  all  Prepossessions,  and  by  putting  an  end  to  this 
unreasonable  chargeable  Dispute,  let  the  People  you  represent  enjoy  the  Ease, 
Peace  and  Quiet,  naturally  flowing  from  that  Clemency  and  Lenity  so  conspicu- 
ous in  the  whole  Course  of  His  Majesty's  Reign  and  Government. 

I  must  desire  you  to  consider  the  Priviledges  with  which  His  Majesty  is 
pleased  to  indulge  and  distinguish  this  Province  from  the  most  of  His  American 
Plantations:  How  great  then  are  your  Obligations  to  the  King?  and  with  how 
much  Regard  and  Duty  ought  you  to  treat  His  Orders?  I  am  a  part  of  your 
selves,  my  Family  and  my  small  Fortune  is  among  you;  that  I  can  have  no 
Inducements  but  to  Think  and  Act  as  may  have  the  best  Tendency  to  the 
lasting  Welfare  of  this  Country:  I  therefore  now  deliver  it  to  you  as  my 
deliberate  Opinion,  That  it  will  be  most  for  His  Majesty's  Service  and  the 
Prosperity  of  His  Subjects  in  this  Province,  to  settle  and  fix  the  Salary 
on  the  King's  Governour,  in  the  wise  and  prudent  manner  directed  to  by 
His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction:  And  this  I  say  to  you  free  from  all  Views 
of  Self-interest,  and  from  a  single  Aim  at  the  King's  Honour  and  your  own 
Good. 

I  cannot  help  mentioning  to  you  the  Opinion  of  your  present  Agent,  That 
any  longer  Contention  will  be  but  a  fruitless  spending  of  Money,  and  still 
bring  this  Province  into  a  less  Esteem  with  His  Majesty  and  His  Ministers. 
You  may  depend  the  King  will  take  care  that  what  He  has  now  directed  to, 
shall  be  finally  effected:  And  as  I  have  often  told  you,  so  I  still  fear,  in  such 
a  manner  as  may  make  you  Wish  (too  late)  that  you  had  come  into  an  early 
dutiful  Compliance. 

Pray  Gentlemen,  look  into  the  Letter  wrote  by  your  Agents,  24th.  of  October, 
1729.  Where  they  say,  "And  upon  the  Close  their  Lordships  said,  the  grand 
"Article  of  fixing  the  Salary  still  remain'd,  and  [  138  ]  as  the  sitting  of  the 
"Parliament  grows  nearer,  we  are  now  assured  by  the  Ministry,  that  the  mat- 
"ter  of  fixing  a  Salary  for  the  future  on  your  Governours,  will  be  laid  before 
"the  Parliament;  and  we  are  told,  the  Lords  of  Trade  are  actually  preparing 
"things  therefor."  And  again,  "Considering  therefore  the  Hazard  the  Province 
"may  be  exposed  to,  whether  by  curtailing  the  Charter  or  otherwise,  we  doubt 
"not  but  at  this  Juncture,  the  whole  General  Court  in  Fidelity  to  themselves 
"and  their  People,  will  exert  themselves,  and  come  into  an  ample  supply  of 
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"Money,  and  not  loose  so  valuable  a  Prlviledge  for  want  of  Aloney  to  defray 
"the  Charge  of  it's  Defence."  In  this  you  see  the  Sense  your  Agents  had  at 
that  time  of  the  great  Danger  the  invaluable  Charter  of  this  Province  was 
brought  into.  Altho'  Gentlemen,  I  have  no  other  Challenge  to  the  kind  Light 
in  which  your  Agent  has  been  pleased  to  set  me  in  his  Letter  of  the  21st.  of 
May  last,  than  my  ardent  Desire  of  contributing  every  thing  in  my  Power  to 
your  Service  and  Happiness;  Yet  I  am  under  a  Necessity  of  turning  you  to 
some  Passages  of  that  Letter,  where  he  says,  "It  gives  me  a  very  great  Pleas- 
"ure  to  find  the  News  of  Governour  BELCHER's  being  appointed  was 
"received  with  so  universal  Satisfaction:  If  possible,  it  would  have  been  more 
"so,  had  every  one  in  the  Province  been  as  sensible  as  I  am,  what  a  Turn  it 
"gave  to  the  Measures  then  concerting  for  subjecting  New-England  to  a  more 
"absolute  Dependency  on  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  which  seem'd  to  be 
"carrying  on  with  a  great  Spirit  of  Resentment."  And  again,  "As  before 
"mentioned,  the  Ministry  seem  only  to  have  suspended  their  Resentment  for 
"the  present,  in  expectation  of  your  doing  something  acceptable  to  His  Majesty. 
"I  heartily  wish  you  may  find  out  some  Method  whereby  to  recommend  the 
"Province  and  your  publick  Proceedings  to  a  greater  Esteem  with  His  Majesty 
"and  his  Ministers,  than  has  appeared  of  late."  And  he  goes  on,  "By  desire 
"of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade,  I  inclose  you 
"a  Proposition  which  I  received  from  them  sometime  past,  it  was  Confirmed 
"by  an  Order  of  His  Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  and  on  which 
"the  whole  Affair  was  then  rested,  and  I  should  have  forwarded  it  to  you 
"sooner  as  their  Lordships  expected,  but  as  I  have  perfectly  known  Governour 
"BEL  C  H  E  R's  Mind  concerning  it,  who  has  taken  great  Pains  to  have  it 
"softned;  I  have  delayed  sending  it,  in  hopes  something  more  agreeable  might 
"be  procured.  But  it  appears  the  Success  of  it  is  made  so  much  the  Concern 
"of  the  principal  Ministers,  as  to  render  in  vain  all  Attempts  that  way."  Cer- 
tainly Gentlemen,  if  you  place  any  Faith  or  Credit  in  your  Agent,  you  must 
know  all  you  are  now  attempting,  can  be  to  no  other  purpose  than  to  spin  out 
vain  Amusements  to  the  People,  till  you  bring  inevitable  Difficulties  upon 
them.  By  your  continued  Disregard  of  the  King's  easy  Commands,  you  are 
exposing  the  valuable  Liberties  and  Priviledges  of  this  People  to  a  cruel  Haz- 
zard,  and  me  to  the  Hardship  of  leaving  my  Country  and  Family  to  under- 
take another  Voyage  to  Great  Britain,  only  to  be  a  Witness  against  you.  Don't 
be  abused  or  imposed  on  by  those  who  would  make  you  believe  the  King's 
Instructions  are  to  be  trifled  with,  to  which  I  am  resolved  to  have  the  strictest 
Regard  and  highest  Honour;  and  God  sparing  my  Life,  nothing  but  your  giv- 
ing a  plain,  real  Proof  of  the  Duty  you  have  [  139  ]  so  often  profess'd  to  His 
Majesty,  will  prevent  my  going  over  to  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Couficil  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  have  now  (I  think)  done  every  thing  in  my  Power  with  this  Assembly,  for 
His  Majesty's  Service  and  the  good  of  His  People,  respecting  His  27th.  In- 
struction, when  I  have  repeated  to  you  these  Words  in  it.  That  they  do  forth- 
with Comply  with  this  Proposal,  as  the  last  signification  of  Our  Royal  Pleasure 
to  them  upon  this  Subject.  And  unless  you  will  re-consider  the  Bill  you  have 
passed  in  Consequence  of  this  Instruction,  and  thoroughly  amend  it,  it  will 
lay  me  under  a  Necessity  of  dissolving  this  Court,  and  thereby  give  this  whole 
Province  the  Opportunity  (which  I  have  Reason  to  believe)  they  desire  of 
manifesting  their  Obedience,  Loyalty  and  Gratitude  to  a  wise  and  kind  Sov- 
ereign, who  so  delights  in  the  Welfare  and  Happiness  of  all  His  Subjects,  as 
to  esteem  them  the  greatest  Addition  to  His  own.

Whereas  on  the  Twelfth  of  December,  1729.  a  Resolve  was  pass'd,  That  the 
Sum  of  Two  Thousand  Pounds  be  advanced  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  to  the 
Children  of  his  late  Excellency  Governour  Burnet;   which  has  not  yet  been  paid. 

Ordered,  That  the  Sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Pounds  in  Bills  of 
Credit  on  this  Province,  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  to 
the  Children  before-mentioned,  their  legal  Representatives  or  Guardians. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Mr.  Secretary  came  down  with  a  Message  from  his  Excellency  to  know 
whether  any  thing  was  like  to  come  up.

Elisha  Cooke  Esq;  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  of  His  Excel- 
lency's Speech  of  the  i6th.  of  December  last.  Reported,  That  the  Committee 
had  agreed  to  a  Draught,  which  he  Read  in  his  place,  and  then  delivered  it  at 
the  Speaker's  Table;  and  is  as  follows, 

THE  Committee  appointed  to  take  under  Consideration  His  Excellency's 
Speech  of  the  i6th.  Instant,  IsSc.  having  once  and  again  Read  over  and 
deliberated  thereon,  are  humbly  of  Opinion,  That  the  Legislature  in  no  one 
Article  can  more  seek  the  future  Welfare  and  Happiness  of  this  People,  than 
in  making  Laws  for  the  discouraging  Vice  and  Wickedness,  and  for  giving 
Countenance  to  Vertue  and  true  Religion.  And  His  Excellency  having  in  an 
especial  manner  so  strongly  recommended  this  to  the  General  Assembly,  is 
truly  Praise  worthy  in  him,  and  calls  for  a  grateful  Acknowledgment  thereof: 
And  should  a  Vote  or  Resolve  of  this  House  pass,  recommending  to  the  Justices, 
Grand  Jurors,  Constables  and  Tything-Men,  throughout  the  Province,  to  take 
the  most  effectual  care  they  can,  that  the  Laws  respecting  the  better  Observa- 
tion of  the  Lord's  Day  be  put  in  Execution,  it  might  lead  to  a  better  Reforma- 
tion of  Men's  Lives  and  Manners. 

That  a  Committee  of  this  House  repair  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  first 
acquainting  themselves  with  the  Constitution  of  that  Corporation,  and  enquire 
into  the  present  State  and  Scituation  of  the  Affairs  of  that  Society;  as  likewise 
inform  themselves  of  the  Conveniencies  and  Inconveniencies  of  the  Lodgings 
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(more  especially  those  in  Stoughton's  College)  for  the  Tutors,  Graduates  and 
Students  there. 

If  the  Laws  already  made  directing  the  Size  of  Cask,  Marking,  Gauging  and 
Packing  of  them  were  duly  observed,  it  would  prevent  many  Complaints,  and 
if  a  greater  part  of  the  Forfeitures  upon  breach  of  those  Laws  were  given  to 
the  Informers,  it  might  have  a  good  Tendency.  [  150  ] 

And  for  the  better  encouragement  of  the  Husbandry,  the  Committee  judge 
it  adviseable,  that  the  Law  giving  a  Bounty  on  Hemp  be  revived. 

And  that  the  Industrious  may  not  be  discouraged,  the  Committee  propose 
a  Law  be  made  with  severe  Pains  and  Penalty  against  excessive  Usury. 

The  publick  Bills  of  Credit,  which  for  Years  past  served  as  a  Medium  in 
Trade  in  this  Province,  Engaged  the  Legislature  Anno,  1714.  (lest  the  Trade 
and  Business  of  this  Province  both  at  Home  and  Abroad  should  be  greatly 
Obstructed,  to  the  great  Discouragement  and  Distress  of  the  Province,  as  was 
then  declared  in  the  Act)  to  emit  Fifty  Thousand  Pounds  in  publick  Bills  of 
Credit  on  this  Province,  and  in  November,  1716.  the  General  Court  made  an 
Act  for  the  emitting  a  Hundred  Thousand  Pounds  more  in  like  Bills  of  Credit, 
to  serve  as  a  Medium  in  Trade;  And  Anno,  1720.  this  Court  for  the  good  Ends 
and  Purposes  aforesaid,  made  a  third  Emission  of  Fifty  Thousand  Pounds;  the 
Government  having  in  their  great  Wisdom,  to  prevent  Oppression,  before  any 
of  the  aforesaid  Emissions,  made  Bills  of  Credit  on  this  Province  a  Tender  in 
Payment,  except  in  some  Cases.  And  inasmuch  as  these  Bills,  together  with 
others  now  extant,  serve  as  a  Medium  in  Trade,  the  Committee  can't  but  look 
at  it  the  bounden  Duty  of  this  Court  to  revive  that  Act,  lest  for  want  thereof, 
the  Bills  of  Credit  sink  in  their  value,  and  great  Oppression  and  Poverty  en- 
crease  among  us. 

After  the  most  serious  Consideration  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction 
for  fixing  a  Salary  on  his  Excellency  and  his  Successors,  together  with  the 
Rights  and  Privileges  of  the  People,  we  apprehend  the  House  ought  not  to 
accede  thereto;  but  at  the  same  time  we  esteem  it  the  Duty  of  this  House  as 
well  as  their  Honour  by  willingly  and  unanimously  to  give  their  Voice  in  passing 
Acts  for  the  Ample  and  Honourable  Support  of  His  Majesty's  Governours. 

That  the  putting  an  end  to  the  Dispute  that  for  some  time  past  has  been 
with  this  Government  and  the  Province  of  New-Hampshire,  touching  the 
Boundary  by  Merrimack-RWer,  is  what  the  House  will  readily  promote,  and 
in  order  thereto,  have  appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  Draught  of  a  Bill 
for  the  more  sure  deciding  that  Controversy. 

That  the  choosing  Commissioners  to  settle  the  Line  between  this  Province 
and  that  of  New-York,  near  Western-Hook,  or  Housatunnoc,  is  advisable. 

The  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  That  if  the  Duty  on   Rum  was  raised  to 
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Ttvo  Shillings  per  Gallon,  for  every  Gallon  sold  by  Retail,  it  would  prevent  the 
great  Consumption  of  that  Liquor. 

The  Generous  and  Noble  Design  of  the  Corporation  for  propogating  the 
Gospel  among  the  hidians,  which  his  Excellency  hath  been  pleased  to  lay 
before  this  Court,  the  Committee  account  well  worthy  their  Consideration; 
which  Scheme  may  be  of  great  Service  to  this  Province,  if  carried  on.  That 
therefore  his  Excellency  at  the  first  Interview  he  may  have  with  the  Eastern 
Indians,  endeavour  to  possess  them  of  the  great  Advantages  they  and  their 
Posterity  will  reap  thereby;  And  in  case  the  Natives  will  be  pleased  therewith, 
that  a  suitable  Tract  of  Land  be  granted  by  this  Court  for  a  Township.  [  151  ] 

The  Representation  of  the  Gentlemen  lately  sent  to  visit  the  Fortifications, 
not  having  been  laid  before  the  House  as  yet,  prevents  the  Committee's  Con- 
sideration of  that  Paragraph  in  His  Excellency's  Speech,  relating  thereto. 

The  Decay  the  Militia  for  some  time  past  hath  laboured  under,  is  very 
Notorious;  and  the  raising  the  Fines  for  Non-appearance  may  be  beneficial; 
yet  the  Committee  would  propose,  that  when  the  Fines  are  raised,  the  Officers 
into  whose  Hands  the  same  shall  be  deposited,  shall  Yearly  make  up  their 
Accompts,  and  after  all  necessary  Charges  are  deducted,  the  Residue  and  Re- 
mainder (if  any  be)  such  Officers  shall  pay  into  the  Town  Treasurer  to  be  added 
to  the  Town  Stock. 

Per  Order,  Elisha  Cooke. 

The  House  having  had  a  due  Consideration  thereof,  accepted  the  same.

THE  Board  having  taken  into  consideration  a  Vote  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives past  Yesterday,  and  sent  up  for  Concurrence,  for  allowing 
the  Sum  of  Two  Thousand  five  Hundred  Pounds  to  the  Children  of  the  late 
Governour  Burnet,  would  thereupon  Observe,  That  the  Council  and  the  House 
have  once  and  again  in  the  Year,  1728.  agreed  in  a  Grant  of  Three  Thousand 
Pounds  to  his  late  Excellency  William  Burnet  Esq;  Deceased,  and  that  the 
House  by  their  Message  to  him  of  the  24th.  of  October,  1728.  did  again  entreat 
his  Acceptance  of  the  said  Sum,  which  they  [  153  ]  say,  They  did  cheerfully 
Grant;  with  this  further  Expression,  "That  they  cannot  doubt  but  succeeding 
"Assemblies,  according  to  the  Ability  of  the  Province,  will  be  very  ready  to 
"Grant  as  ample  Support."

From  hence  this  Board  do  apprehend,  that  there  is  honestly  and  truly  due 
to  the  said  Deceased  Governour's  Children  of  Heirs,  the  Sum  of  Three  Thousand 
Pounds  for  the  first  Year  he  continued  in  the  Government,  and  a  like  propor- 
tion for  the  time  he  lived  beyond  one  Year.  For  this  Reason  therefore,  and 
others  that  might  be  here  Enumerated,  the  Council  have  Non-concurred  the 
Vote  of  the  Honourable  House  for  paying  to  the  Children  and  Heirs  of  the  said 
late  Governour,  Two  Thousand  five  Hundred  Pounds  only,  there  being  justly 
due  the  further  Sum  of  Nine  Hundred  Pounds  at  the  least  from  this  Province, 
by  the  Grants  made  as  aforesaid;  and  therefore  move  the  Honourable  House 
to  reconsider  their  Vote  on  this  Affair.

THE  Message  you  sent  me  Yesterday,  must  be  a  Confirmation  to  all  His 
Majesty's  good  l£  loyal  Subjects  of  this  Province,  how  little  Regard  you  have 
had  to  what  the  King  has  so  often  required  of  you  so  reasonably,  and  in  so  mild  a 
manner.  I  am  apt  to  believe  you  will  finally  find,  one  Act  of  Duty  and  Loyalty 
would  have  been  more  to  the  Service  and  Safety  of  your  Country,  than  all  the  Pre- 
tences thereto  which  you  have  been  able  to  dress  up.  Since  you  seem  Resolved  to 
make  no  further  advances  towards  a  Compliance  with  the  King's  Instruction,  I  am 
the  more  satisfy' d,  that  I  am  doing  my  Duty  to  the  King  my  Master,  and  to  His  good 
People  here,  in  Dissolving  this  Court;  by  which  I  give  the  People  of  this  Provice, 
an  Opportunity  of  showing  their  Obedience  and  Loyalty  to  the  King,  and  their 
own  tender  care  of  their  Liberties  and  Privileges,  by  sending  such  to  represent  them 
in  the  next  Assembly,  as  shall  free  them  from  the  heavy  Charge  y  Expence  of  this 
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unreasonable  Dispute,  y  which  is  a  continual  Interruption  to  all  the  publick 
Affairs  of  this  Province,  whose  Inhabitants  may  look  with  an  envious  Eye  on  the 
Ease  and  Peace  their  Neighbours  enjoy  all  around  them,  while  they  must  see  no 
end  of  Strife  and  Contention.
